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INTRODUCTION. 


WESTERN DISTRICT COUNCIL. 

The first meeting of the District Council of the Western 
District was held in the Court House, Town of Sandwich, on the 
14th day of February, 1842, pursuant to the “Act to provide for 
the better internal Government of that part of this Province 
which formerly constituted the Province of Upper Canada, by 
the establishment of Local Municipal Authorities therein.” 

Representatives were present from the following Townships 
which composed the County of Essex: — Anderdon, Colchester. 
Gosfield, Maidstone, Malden, Mersea, Rochester, and Tilbury 
West. 

The said District Council, met from time to time in the 
Court House, Sandwich, until the close of the October session 
of 1849. This was the last year of the Djstrict Council. 

The Municipal Council of the United Counties of Essex, 
Kent and Lambton met in the Court House, Sandwich, on the 
28th day of January, 1850. Representatives were present from 
all the above mentioned municipalities in the County of Essex 
with the exception of Tilbury West, which had been attached to 
Kent until the close of 1851. This Council was only in existence 
for one year. The last session closed on the nth day of 
October, 1850. Kent then separated from the union 

The Municipal Council of the United Counties of Essex 
and Lambton met in the Court House, Sandwich, on the 27th 
day of January, 1851. This union continued for about two 
years and half, the last session closing on the 23rd day of June,

To the Warden, Beeves and Deputy Beeves of the Municipal Council of the Cor- 
poration of the County of Essex. 

Gentlemen, — In estimating the progress made by the public schools it may ho 
sell to compare their present state with what it was in 1871, when the present sys- 
tem came into force. In doing so I will state the particulars of each township sep- 
arately. 

In Malden the average yearly attendance in 1871 was 120; in 1875 it was 142, 
jhowing an increase of 18 per cent. The public schools money, that is, the legisla- 
tive school grant, with its equivalent the county school assessment, was $370 in 1871 
and $460 in 1875. With respect to school accommodation, Malden is now the best 
provided of the southern townships. Two years ago I had to report that there was 
not a gooa school-house in the township; now each school section has a convenient, 
substantial and handsome school-house. This gratifying result is partly due to the 
liberality of the township council. 

In Colchester the average yearly attendance in 1871 was 247 ; in 1875 it was 317, 
stowing an increase of 28 per cent. The public money in 1871 was $570 ; in 1875- 
it was $882.

To the Warden, Reeves and Deputy Reeves of the Municipal Council of the Cor- 
poration of the County of Essex. 

Gentlemen, — In estimating the progress made by the public schools it may he 
well to compare their present state -with what it was in 1871, when the present sys- 
| tem came into force. In doing so I will state, the particulars of each township sep- 

' arately. 

In Malden the average yearly attendance in 1871 was 120 ; in 1875 it was 142, 
showing an increase of 18 per cent. The public schools money, that is, the legisla- 
i five school grant, with its equivalent the county school assessment, was $370 in 1871 

and $160 in 1875. With respect to school accommodation, Malden is now the best 
provided of the southern townships. Two years ago I had to report that there was 
not a goocf school-house in the township; now each school section has a convenient, 
substantial and handsome school-house. This gratifying result is partly due to the

I am happy to be able to say that a majority of the schools in my inspectorate- 
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:are well taught, though neither Mr. Girardot nor I have yet been able to keep ail 
the schools in operation without the use of “ permits yet as the young people re- 
ceiving these have their character to make, they often make up for the want ol ex- 
perience by additional diligence and devotion to their work. It is quite likely that 
in future we will be able to go on without the necessity of “ permits,” as there is a 
much larger number of applicants for examination at the ensuing meeting of the 
Board than ever before. 

The improvements enjoined by the regulations prescribed by the Council of Pub. 
lie Instruction have been adopted by the greater number of our teachers, though a 
few still continue to use only the same dull routine under which they have them- 
selves been taught. 

One of the most beneficial of the new exercises enjoined by the regulations is a 
method of imparting instruction of a certain kind akin to the << kinder-garten" 
system of Germany — and of the same nature as Pestalozzis’ method, afterward prac- 
tised by Fellenberg at Opwyll in Switzerland. Some of the Reading statesmen of 
Europe were educated at Opwyll, as well as a few distinguished men in the United 
States. This exercise in our schools is termed “ object lessons.” 

The aim ot our Canadian system of training is to inspire a youth with a love for 
the study of natural objects — the animal we rear and tend, the plants we cultivate 
and the mineral substances which constitutes our soils and those which are extract- 
ed from our mines. This exercise in common school work is of course very limited 
in extent. Two hours in each week is all that is allowed for it, of course distributed 
•over the five school days. Books are laid aside, the teacher calls up the younger 
classes, places before them some natural object — the leaf of a tree, a feather, a silk 
thread or a pebble- — encourages them to name the analysis observed by them, what 
they know about its cross, origin, history or mode of production . This admits of 
anecdotes in connection therewith, and references to the maps, in many cases giving 
life to the dry tacts of geography. 

Another innovation in school-work is the introduction of arithmetic at an earlier 
stage than was formerly usual, but only as far as the simple rules. Grammar is also, 
introduced in the second class, but only with regard to the simplest grammatical 
distinction applied to the matter of the reading lesson. The grammar book is 
not used ; “ committing to memory,” at this stage is considered rather hurtful than 
otherwise. 

Nothing so much retards the progress of the schools as the irregular attendance of 
scholars. This, no doubt, arises in a great measure from the difficulty of obtaining 
hired labor in rural neighborhoods. Nevertheless, if parents would regularly send 
their children to school between the ages of seven and twelve, not only for four 
months, but steadily during the whole of school time, an excellent English educa- 
tion would he imparted during those five precious years, and the labor of hoys after- 
wards might he used when of some value, and young people, in after life, would have 
less cause to blame their parents for having defrauded them of this, their most valu- 
able heritage. 

The school statistics in 1876 were not materially different from those of 1875. 
Taking the average attendance in the schools of the four southern townships for the 
first half of the year, for 1875 it was 1,413, and for 1876, 1,582, being an increase of 
15 per cent. 

For the present year there are in the South Biding, including Amherstburg and 
Leamington, 53 teachers, of whom 28 are males and 25 females. Of these 53 teach- 
? rs > 31 are new in the situations they now hold, which frequent change of teachers 
is incidental to our school system. Very few school sections are provided with a 
teacher’s residence. This makes the profession of teaching an inconvenient employ-, 
nient for a married man, at least in rural neighborhoods. The profession is crowded 
with young persons of both sexes, who seldom look forward to teaching as a perma- 
nent employment, and many of them are entirely without experience. That defec 
will now, however, be partially remedied by teachers of the 3rd class being obliged, 
before receiving their certificates, to attend for a certain time one of the county 
model schools forthwith to be established. . . 

Almost all the schools both in !St5 and 1876 were kept open during the whole 

•school year there being .only four exceptions.

Gentlemen,— I have the honor of submitting to your consideration the following 
report of the public and separate schools of No. 1, Essex.: 

. I .feel most gratified in being able to say that our schools in Essex are improving 
gradually every year. In 1871, when I had the honor of being appointed Inspector, 
there were 43 school sections in my division of inspection, besides those of the town 
of Sandwich. ^ 

The average attendance in the country schools for the first six months of that year was 
1,429. There was only one school house in accordance with the law ; all the others 
were inadequate ; some of them in a shameful state ; and the school sites in general 
were so small that in some places there was barely room enough to go around the 
school building. There were but few school houses provided with maps; many 
teachers were very deficient in both knowledge and the methods of teaching. 

It affords me great pleasure to say that since th(m 49 school houses have been 
built ; some of them are really an ornament to their section. Most of them are well 
provided with the necesavy school apparatus. 

There are only two school sections with their old school buildings, but one of 
these sections is about to build a new one. 

Owing to certain difficulties which could not be settled, the other section is not 
yet ready to build.

As you see, gentlemen, much has been done for education in Essex, hut there still 
remains much to he done yet. If so many new school houses have been built and 
provided with the necessary school apparatus, if nearly all the school sites have lees 
enlarged, well fenced, some planted with ornamentaltrees, if our schools are letter 
attended, our teachers better encouraged, in a word, if education is progressing so well 
in Essex, it is without doubt owing to the salutary school law which governs us, 
and in a great measure to the influence of the friaftds of education, who, I am happy 
to say, are numerous in this county. 

The encouragement you have always given me, the liberality with which youhave 
always treated all questions on education, have very much contributed towards the 
improvement of our schools. I cannot but thank you heartily for 1 your generous 
support, and assure you, that as long as I have the honor of being your school in. 
spector, I will strive to work so that your honorable body and all friends ot education 
will always be satisfied with me.

Passed June 21st, 1811, 


Whereas, the census returns of the unincorporated village of Kingsville, with its 
immediate neighborhood, taken under the direction of the council of the county of 
Essex, show that the same contains over seven hundred and fifty inhabitants ; 

And whereas, the residences of such inhabitants are sufficiently near to form an 
incorporated village ; 

And whereas, not less than one hundred resident free-holders and householders oi 
the said village and neighborhood, of whom not fewer than one-half are freeholders, 
by their petition do pray for the incorporation of the said village and neighborhood 
as a village : 

It is therefore enacted by the municipal council of the corporation of the county 
of Essex, in council assembled, under and by virtue of the Municipal Insitutions Act 
of Ontario, as follows : 

1. On and after the passing of this by-law the inhabitants of the said village of 
Kingsville and neighborhood, comprised withinThe boundaries hereinafter mentioned, 
shall be and they are hereby constituted a bod_v corporate apart from the township

And whereas for the purpose of raising the said sum of $16,652, it will require a 
rate of 24 milis’in the dollar upon all rateable property in the said county of Essex; 

Be it therefore enacted by the corporation of the county of Essex, in council as- 
sembled and it is hereby enacted by the authority of the same, that there shall be 
raised levied and collected a rate of 2 } mills in the dollar upon all rateable property 
in the said county of Essex, for the purpose of raising the said sum of $16,652, in 
addition to all other rates and assessments for and during the present year, for the 
general expense of the current year. 

And be it further enacted that the sum of one dollar and fifty cents per day be paid 
to each and every Grand and Petit Juror tor each day’s attendance at any Court of 
Assize, Nisi Prius and General Sessions of the Peace and County Court, and the 
further sum of ten cents per mile necessarily travelled by such person from his place 
of residence to the Court House of the said county, according to the pay list to be 
kept by the Sheriff of the said county. 

And be it also enacted that the Sheriff of the said county shall be entitled to re. 
ceive the following sums, and no more, for the services performed by him under this 
by-law, namely ; For every pay list, the sum of one dollar ; for checking the same, 
twenty-five cents, and for certifying and returning the same to the Treasurer of the 
said county, the sum of one dollar. 

And be it further enacted that all sums payable under the third and fourth sections 
of tlris by-law shall be paid by the Treasurer of the county upon the certified pay list 
of the Sheriff. 

And be it further enacted that the burthen of the several assessments above re- 
quired, shall be apportioned amongst and borne by the several municipalities in the 
proportion or shares hereafter mentioned, and the several sums set opposite to the 
names of each municipality in the schedule hereunder written, which schedule shall 
form part of this by-law, shall be raised, levied and collected thereupon the whole 
rateable property iu each respectively, for the several rates for which they are de- 
signed, and shall be paid over into the hands of the county Treasurer in the present 
vear, and to be by him applied to the several purposes mentioned in this by-law.

The committee appointed to obtain information with regard to maintaining a 
House of Industry and Refuge in this county, beg leave to report as follows : 

That they have ascertained that the expense for charitable purposes to the 
various municipalities in the county is, for 1877 $4,754, and for the last three 

^That this expenditure is rapidly increasing under the present system. 

That much of this expenditure, as well as a considerable portion of that in- 
curred in maintaining vagrants, paupers and others in the County Gaol, could be 
saved and otherwise employed by establishing a House of Industry and Refuge. 

That the various municipalities lose the taxes of indigent persons, who might 
be advantageously employed in such an institution with industrial farm attached. 

That many at present maintained in the hospital could be kept in such an insti- 
tution by providing suitable work for them. 

That many incurables and indigent persons cost from $2 to $3 per week, m 
addition to medicine and medical attendance, while the experience of the various 
Houses of Industry in the country goes to show that they can be maintained at a 


much less cost. 

That the County of Waterloo maintains from 66 to 88 persons, at an average 
cost per week per head of 78 cents, including salaries, medicine, medical attend- 
ance, clothing, etc, together with the interest ($1,876). on the outlay for farm, 
buildings and permanent improvements. ' ■ 

That in the same institution the earnings per year have risen from $454 111 
1870 to $2,000 in 1876, notwithstanding that of the eighty-three inmates in 1876 
9 were crippled, 8 idiotic, 2 too old to work, and quite a number too sick or too 
young to be of much service. . 

That your committee is of the opinion that it would be advisable, in the inter- 
est of the county at large, to establish a House of Industry in connection with 
an industrial farm. . . . 

And they would recommend that the Reeves be requested to obtain an opinion 
from their respective municipalities as to the advisability of undertaking such a 
scheme, and report the same to this Council at its next session.

,2h .o thank you P for the itonpr you conferred on nut.jtdlhcjtor 
you reposed in me by appointing me to the responsible position of public school 

X^on as possible aflerdhe schools had been put in operation after the 
midsummer vacation, 1 set out on my tour of inspection, \\ 11 - . 

with some slight interruptions until the close of November. 1 v rated seieial 
schools twice during that time, but on account of the small attendance,! rnuld 
not then arrive at a satisfactory conclusion respecting the standing oi each 
school, the majority of the more advanced pupils not being present at 
the time of my visit. During my second tour of inspection, 1 spent a day in 
each school, except about half a dozen, and kept a rccoid ol the pio iriency 
each pupil. I found it absolutely necessary to reduce nearly all the schools 
in arithmetic, grammar and geography, but in the majority of cases pup* ’ 
were permitted to continue reading in the books they had, although they weie 
unfit for them. The schools are now graded as nearly as possible accouling 
to the programme furnished by the education department. 

MONTHLY EXAMINATIONS AND UNIFORM PROMOTION EXAMINATIONS. 


Every progressive teacher understands full well that it is necessaiy that le 
should test his work frequently, that he may know to what extent his pupils un- 
derstand the subject matter of the instruction given, and that, if he prepaies 
these tests himself, he is apt to follow some groove, either in the fonn of the 
questions or in the principles involved. Inexperienced teachers are at a con- 
siderable loss in thus testing their pupils, and frequently become discouraged, 
and abandon the effort to keep the schools graded ; and to assist the leacheis 
in their work, 1 proposed to prepare questions for all the schools. 1o this the 
teachers readily agreed, and, aided by the liberality of the people of the division, 
placed at my disposal an electric pen and duplicating press, by which I (.an 
furnish these examination papers to them .for less than $20, including post- 
age, per annum. The work to be done by each class is divided into portions, 
•urh that a pupil of ordinary ability and regular attendance can accomplish 
urn: of these each month. 1 prepare questions on each month's work, and 
send copies to each teacher, who examines his pupils thereon, and keeps a 
record of the marks obtained by each pupil. At. stated times, pupils are al- 
lowed to try an examination for promotion to higher classes, but no pupil 
permitted to take a position in a higher class till he has passed this examtna- 


tion, except under very peculiar circumstances, I keep a register of the 
of all pupils in the schools in the division, their ages, date of admission f 
any particular class, names of parents, &c., which serves as a check am , 
hurrying pupils into a higher class before they are prepared for such nromf 
tion. I have found this plan having a good effect on most of the schools f 
in a few instances it has not been successful, owing to the opposition of M 
rents who refused to examine into its merits and demerits, but who pronom' 
ced against it because they knew nothing about it. Although there have be '

Taking 346 pupils not accounted for, 457 attending less than 20 days, and 
267 not attending at all, and there are 1070 pupils receiving only such educa- 
tion as is derived from idleness, &c. The cost per pupil is nearly $6 : hence 

through carelessness, &c., over $6,000 have been expended without any ade- 
quate return. Only 70 pupils, or less than 2 per cent, of the school popula- 
tion, have received the full benefit of thepublic schools in this division. How 
to secure regularity of attendance is a question not yet solved. When at the 
public expense facilities for gaining an education are provided for all, then all 
should be compelled to avail themselves of the benefits of such privileges. 1 he 
piesent law respecting compulsory attendance is not sufficient.

It is to be hoped that 
those now holding 3d class certificates will be ambitious enough to endeavor 
to vain a higher literary training at some of the institutes or high schools, and 
prepare themselves for the more efficient discharge of the duties pertaining 
to the profession of teaching. The black board work of most of the teach- 
ers is capable of very great improvement.

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It will be noticed from this scheme that 10 schools are in good condition 
and 19 are doing fairly. The causes of this state of things may be briefly stat- 
ed as follows : Irregularity of attendance, want of better accommodation, 
indifference of parents, and want of thoroughly trained teachers. 


TF.ACHERS’ ASSOCIATION. 


1 believe the teachers’ association is doing much for the teachers, in keeping 
alive an interest and common sympathy in their work, and in discussing better 
modes of teaching the various subjects. We trust that much more good will re- 
sult from future conventions than has already accrued. One of the most im- 
portant aids in future will be the professional library, an invoice of which I 
received several days ago. What has been purchased we expect will be largely 
, supplemented as soon as the desired books can be obtained.* Very much 
I crec lit is due the people of Kingsville for the liberal and substantial aid they 
I render this association. In no place with which I am acquainted do the 
people attend the sessions of teachers’ associations like the Kingsville people.

Be it therefore enacted by the Council of the Corporation of the County oi 
Essex, in Council assembled, and it is hereby enacted under the authority of 
the same and under and by virtue of the Municipal Act of Ontario, that there 
shall be levied and collected the sum of $14,849 upon the whole rateable prop- 
erty in the County of Essex, in addition to all other rates and assessments im- 
posed, for the improvement of certain roads and bridges in the County of Es- 
sex. 

Be it further enacted that the said sum of $14,849, to be raised, levied and 
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collected as aforesaid, shall be expended as set forth in the schedule hereinun- 
der written, which schedule shall form part of this by-law. 

And be it further enacted that the whole work to be done and performed as 
aforesaid shall be given out by contract by public competition, or in such oth- 
er manner as the commissioners duly appointed to superintend the same may 
deem best on or before the first day of September next, and should any one of 
the said commissioners fail to be present at the time appointed for the letting 
of the work, then any one of the commissioners may proceed to the letting of 
the same. , 

And be it further enacted that all contracts entered into for the performance 
of the work to be done, under the provisions of this by-law, shall be signed by 
the commissioner or commissioners letting the same on behalf of the county 
corporation, and that all sums be paid by the Treasurer of the County upon it 
certificate being produced from the said commissioner or commissioners letting 
the same of the work having been performed according to contract. 

And be it further enacted that the several commissioners so appointed to 
superintend the letting of the work to be done, as aforesaid, shall receive four 
per cent, upon contracts entered into by them under the provisions of this by- 
law.

happy to say that every teacher has attended them during 1879. Nearly 100 teachers 
including those of Windsor, who have, always heartily joined us, were present at the 
last institute held at Sandwich, and have attentively followed the lectures which were 
delivered on school management and methods of teaching during two days. It is 
gratifying to see that a number of our reeves and friends of education attend these 
conventions. • 

I am glad to say that the condition of our teachers is improving ; poor ones are 
replaced by better ones. But it is to be regretted that in several sections the change 
of teachers is yet too frequent, it is a drawback to our schools. Let us hope that the 
time will soon come when trustees will Understand this, and not always look for the 

cheap teacher who is far from being the best. 

Although much has been done in North Essex for education since 1871, still there 
is room for improvement. Irregular attendance ! irregular attendance ! is still the 
cry of teachers ; it is at present the only serious drawback to a more rapid progress 
in onr schools. When we think that 657 children have not attended any school last 
year, 392 of whom are between the ages of seven and twelve, we feel sorry to think 
that such is the state of affairs in a Riding where every facility is offered children to 
attend school. The compulsory clause of the school law has not been put in force, 
although I have advised the trustees several times to enforce it. I am quite certain 
that if some parents were lined it would be a lesson to others. 

In order to encourage pupils and teachers, I have organized competitive examina- 
tions, which have been held in every township during the last part of June, 1879. I 
am happy to say thatthey have been well attended. Nearly every school was represented. 

Clergymen, reeves, municipal councillors and school trustees have by their pres- 
ence at these examinations, given them a great impetus. Silver medals and certifi- 
cates of honor were given in every township to the pupils who made the half of the 
totals marks. ■

Speeches on edu- 
cation were delivered by able speakers ; in a word these examinations have proved 
a success. : My intention is to continue them every year. I hope that the municipal 
council of each township will vote a small sum of money to help to pay the expen- 
ses incurred by aforesaid examinations. It was : with pleasure that I bore all the ex- 
penses myself last year, hut I cannot continue to do so. 

In conclusion, gentlemen, I may observe that the past years bear witness of sub- 
stantial, evidences of improvement- However there are reforms yet to be made tnour 
educational machinery, our teachers and our school affairs in general. - We will gradu- 
ally succeed in removing the many obstacles which still prevent the perfect working 
of our schools in North Essex with the continuation of the help of your honorab e 
body, school trustees and friends of education. Thanking you heartily for the gen- 
erous support you have always given me, , . _

APPENDIX K. 

To the Warden and Members of Essex County Council. 

Gentlemen, — I have the honor to present you my second annual report on 
the schools under my charge. 

Since my last report, the general progress of education in this inspectorate 
has been fairly satisfactory. In the case of many individual schools most 
pleasing reports might be given, but on the other hand there are instances of 
want of progress, if not of actual retrogression, by placing the schools under 
the care of inexperienced and incapable teachers. In the instances refer- 
red to the trustees were cautioned against making the appointments, but 
being wiser than others of their own generation, they pursued their own counsel, 
and others have to reap the sad consequences. 

Although the average attendance increased from 1238 in 1878 to 1506 in 
1879, yet irregularity of attendance is one of the greatest obstacles to be con- 
tended against. ' The regulations framed by the Education Department to 
correct the evil have not heretofore been enforced, on account of the unwil- 
lingness of trustees to risk the opposition which such a requirement would 
certainly provoke. If the welfare of the majority is to be considered, it certain- 
ly is not unreasonable that parents should be expected to keep their children 
either regularly at school or regularly at home during the term. The idea that 
a parent should have the right to send his child or not is so universal that it is 
very difficult to persuade people of the wisdom of the prescribed law. There 
is a widespread misconception of the meaning of the word FREE, as applied to 
public schools, instead of taking it to mean free of chai ge, as it really does, they 
regard it as giving freedom of action in everything relating to the schools — free 
to send their children when they choose — free to take them away when and for 
what reason they please, free to have them leave regularly at stated times for 
any purpose or any whim, free to use the schools to suit their convenience 
when they have nothing else for their children to do. Freedom of speech does 
not give a person the right to say' what he pleases without responsibility. Free- 
dom of action does not permit a man to do what he pleases beyond a certain 
limit ; nor does the fact that our schools are free give a parent a right to all 
kinds o( freedom in connection with them. It was this view of the subject 
that led to the issuing of the regulation that “ any pupil absenting himself from 
school except on account of sickness or other urgent reasons satisfactory to the 
master forfeits his standing in his class and the right to attend school during 
e remainder of the quarter.” It is to be hoped that trustees and teachers will 
in future act on the principle of compulsory attendance and that unexplained 
thra 6 beyond a reasonable'Iimit, shall, in accordance with the regulations of 
e Fducation Department, take away the right of a pupil to attend school un- 
1 application is made to the proper authority for permission to return.

""•es ~ cstr c to see this reform carried as far as to leave a school in charge of 


the same teacher for a life time. I believe a judicious and timely change in- 
fuses new life and vigor into the management of a school. But the evil con- 
sists in the frequent changes that occur from caprice or false economy, and it 
is an evil that has proved'itself exceedingly tenacious of life, while the progress 
of public opinion against it has been very slow. Thirty-three teachers retain 
the same positions they held last year, and twenty-six changed. There will 
be additional changes at the close of holidays. 

The past year was marked by two experiments, viz.: uniform monthly ex- 
aminations and uniform promotion examinations. 

Teachers are apt to fall into a groove of work and when their pupils are 
tested outside of these grooves there is almost complete failure. Young teach- 
ers especially are perplexed in their work having no well defined or even indicat- 
ed plan of work other than the rather vague official programme. To overcome 
these evils I divided each subject for each class into portions such as could be 
prepared in a month by a pupil of ordinary ability, attending the school regu- 
larly. A limit table thus prepared was pasted in the general register of each 
school. At the end of each month a set of examination questions was sent 
to each teacher, on which to test his work during the month. The trustees 
of nearly all the sections cheerfully provided paper for conducting these 
examinations, and I am certain money was never more profitably expended 
on schools. The uniform testimony of the teachers is that these examinations 
are of great benefit. The system involved much work, but much success re- 
sulted from it. 

The natural desire for promotion is a useful element in schools, as an incen- 
tive to study, and in the hands of the skilful and honest teacher, is an impor- 
tant instrument in securing diligence and attention to work. An improper 
qualification of this natural desire by premature promotion of the pupil frus- 
trates the whole design of the course of study, retards the due development of 
the mental faculties, sacrifices the substance for the shadow, and produces! 
fungus instead of fruit. To protect alike both parent and pupil, to assist 
the honest and diligent teachers, as well as to aim at directing the less ex- 
perienced in securing a proper organization of the schools on a uniform basis, 
at the same time to remove the temptation to arbitrary and irregular advance- 
ment at the close of a>teacher’s term, and the disagreeable and often unfor- 
tunate turning back of classes with the entrance of a new teacher, a uniform 
promotion examination was introduced. The plan adopted is as follows The 
examination is held at the end of October and March respectively the ques- 
tions are forwarded to the teacher of each school, who examines the pupus 
thereon. The papers of those pupils making 50 per cent of the total marks 
obtainable, and 25 per cent of the value of the reading, spelling, arithmetic 
papers respectively, together with the papers of those pupils who may seem 
to the teacher to be exceptional cases, are forwarded to the inspector, whore- 
examines them and confirms or revokes the promotion. Those pupils whose 
promotion is confirmed receive certificates like the one annexed thereto, 
signed by the inspector and the teacher or teachers who acted as examiners. 
There are defects in the plan, but such is its present form. As it becomes bet er 
understood we hope to improve it. There is a great temptation to a teac 
er to assist his pupils or to give them the examination papers before the ap- 
pointed time, but a fairly accurate check is held on such acts by tner- 
port in the inspector’s book of the work done at his visit, and the prospect 0 
visit in a 'short time.

Under the auspices of South Essex AgriciL -ral Society, a competitive ex- 
animation was held during the time of the fair : . Amherstburg. There was a 
fair number of competitors, considering that this was the first of such ex- 
aminations held in the division. A much better one is expected this fall. 
It is very desirable that such friendly competition should take place between 
classes. It incites to greater effort on the part of both teachers and pupils. 
The teachers associations still continue to prosper, the conventions held last 
fall and this spring being well attended and very practical. The teachers de- 
cided to substitute local or township conventions for one general gathering, 
and thus far there is great reason to believe they will be profitable. I have 
very much reason to believe that the majority of the teachers are doing their 
work to the best of their ability, amidst many discouragements. Trustees have 
done their part well in many instances, but in some places they should be made 
examples of, their sole object being to curtail expenses regardless of every 
other object. It is much to be regretted that in several places there is an in- 
crease of slang words and swearing and of tobacco using. The united voices of 
those in authority cannot be raised too loud against these practices. 

In conclusion I must return you thanks for the kind and generous man- 
ner in which you have, both as municipal officers and as private citizens, 
sustained me in the work consigned to my care.

MEETINOS AND ADJOURNMENTS. 

1. That on the first day of each session, the Council shall assemble at the 
hour of 2 o’clock p.m., and on all other days as agreed by motion of the previous 
day. 

2. That at the first meeting of the Council in each year, the Clerk shall call 
the Council to order, call the roll containing the names of the members of the 
Council, and request nominations for Warden, and after a delay of half an hour, 
if two or more candidates are nominated, shall open a poll, ask each member 
distinctly for whom he votes, record the votes, and when a candidate has re- 
ceived a majority of the votes, declare him elected. 

3. That upon a quorum being assembled, the Warden shall take the chair, 
call the members to order, and the Clerk shall call the roll. 

4. The Warden shall preserve order and decorum, decide all questions of 
order, subject to an appeal to the Council, and without argument or com- 
ment, shall state the rule applicable to any point of order or practice when 
called upon. 

а. That less than a quorum may meet, but shall not have power to con- 
sider any question except an adjournment. 

б. That in the absence of the W T arden, the Clerk shall call the Council to 
order, and the members present shall then elect a chairman, who shall preside 
until the arrival of the Warden. 

MINUTES. 

7. The minutes of the C ouncil shall consist of a record of the names of the 
members present and of all proceedings of the Council. All repoi+s made by 
committees to the Council, and not adopted in their original form, shall at the 
request of any member of the Council be printed in the minutes as rtported, as 
well as all reports adopted by the Council. 

ORDER OF BUSINESS. ' 

8. The order of business shall be as follows : 

(1) . Calling the nam»s of members. 

(2) . Beading minutes of the preceding day or session. 

(3) . Beading communications. 

(4) . Presenting and reading petitions. 

(5) . Beferring petitions. 

(6) . Notices of motions. 

(7) . Presenting reports of committees. 

(8) . The order of the day. 

ORDER OF THE DAY. 

J. That after leave granted, all noticts of motions, by-laws, &c., shall be put 
upon a roll or order of the day, so that the same may be taken up at the next sit- 
ingin regular succession, and a list °I such motions as remain undisposed of 
s a be put in some conspicuous place in the Council room for the inspection of 
councillors, which list shall take precedence of any other order of the day. 
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NOTICES OF MOTIONS. 

10. Notice of motion to introduce any resolution or By-law sliall be given at 
/ least one sitting of the Council before 1 eing introduced. 

11. No notice of motion involving the expenditure of money shall be receiv- 
ed later than the second day of each session. 

12. No notice of motion shall be received by the CB-rkfrom any Councillor, 
when the Council is not in session. 

MEMBERS SPEAKING. 

13. That every member desiring to speak shall rise uncovered from his 
seat and address himself to the chair. 

14. That when two or more members rise at the same time to speak, the 
Warden or Chairman shall decide in favor of the one who first catches his eye. 

15. That every member present shall vote on every question, unless excus- 
ed by the Council. 

16. That when a member is called to order, he shall sit down until the 
question of order is decided by the Warden or Chairman. 

17. That no member shall speak except to the question under debates. 

18. No member except- the one proposing a motion, (who shall be, permitted 
to reply), shall speak twice to the same question, unless to explain or by leave of 
the Council. 

19. Any member may o* right require the question or motion to be read for 
his information at any time, butDOt so as to interrupt any member while speak- 
ing. 

STRANGERS. 

20. No strangers shall be permitted within the bar of the Council without 
permission of the Warden. ' 

COMMITTEES. 

21. The rules of the Council as far as applicable shall apply to a committee 
of the whole except rule 18.

24. In forming a committee of the whole, the Warden shall leave the chair 
and appoint a chairman to preside. 

25. Every select or standing committee shall appoint its own chairman, who 
shall have the same authority in the chair of the committee as the Warden in 
the chair of the Council. 

26. A committee shall have the same power that the Council has to send 
for persons, hooks, or papers to obtain information. 

i 27. When necessary for the transaction of business, the members present 

in a committe may from the other Councillors substitute an absent member.

34. That a motion for commitment until decided shall preclude all amend- 
ments to the main question or motion . 

That all motions, whether in committee or in Council, shall he put in 
the order they are moved, and amendments shall take precedence of original 
motions. 

36. No motion prefaced by a preamble shall be. admitted. 

37. That as soon as the order of the day has been disposed of, it shall be 
announced by the Warden.

WHEREAS it is expedient and necessary to adopt Rules of Order for the 
County Council of the County of Essex. 

Be it therefore enacted by the County Council of the County, that the fol- 
lowing Rules of Order be and they are hereby adopted as the Rules of Order of 
the safd Council: 

MEETINGS AND ADJOURNMENTS. 

1. That on the first day of each session, the Council shall assemble at the 
hour of 2 o’clock p.m., and on all other days as agreed by motion of the previous 
day. 

2. That at the first meeting of the Council in each year, the Clerk shall call 
1 the Council to order, call the roll containing the names of the members of the 

Council, and request nominations for Warden, and after a delay of half an hour, 
if two or more candidates are nominated, shall open a poll, ask each member 
distinctly for whom he votes, record the votes, and when a candidate has re- 
ceived a majority of the votes, declare him elected. 

3. That upon a quorum being assembled, the Warden shall take the chair, 
call the members to ordjr, and the Clerk shall call tho roll. 

4. The Warden shall preserve order and decorum, decide all questions of 
order, subject to an appeal to the Council, and without argument or com- 
ment, shall state the rule applicable to any point of order or practice when 
called upon. 

5. That less than a quorum may meet, but shall not have power to con- 
sider any question except an •adjournment. 

6. That in the absence of the Warden, the Clerk shall call the Council to 
order, and the members present shall then elect a chairman, who shall preside 
until the arrival of the Warden. 
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MINUTES. 

7 . The minutes of the Council shall consist of a record of the names of the 
members present and of all proceedings of the Council. All reports made by 
committees to the Council, and not adopted in their original form, shall at the 
request of any member of the Council be printed in the minutes as reported, as 
well as all reports adopted by the Council. 

ORDER OF BUSINESS. 

8. The order of business shall be as follows : 

' (1). Calling the nam»s of members. 

(2) . Reading minutes of the preceding day or session. 

(3) . Reading communications. 

(4) . Presenting and reading petitions. 

(5) . Referring petitions. 

(6) . Notices of motions. 

(7) . Presenting reports of committees 

(8) . The order of the day. 

ORDER OP THE DAY. 

9. That after leave granted, all notices of motions, by-laws, &c., shall be put 
upon a roll or order of the day, so that the same may be taken up at the next sit- 
ting in regular succession, and a list ol such motions as remain undisposed of 
shall be put in some conspicuous place in the Council room for the inspection of 
councillors, which list shall take precedence of any other order of the day. 

NOTICES OF MOTIONS. 

10. Notice of motion to introduce any resolution or By-law shall be given at 
least one sitting of the Council before leing introduced. 

11. No notice of motion involving the expenditure of money shall be receiv 
ed later than the second day of each session. 

12. No notice of motion shall he received by the Clork from any Councillor, 
when the Council is not in session. 

MEMBERS SPEAKING.

33. When a question is under debate no motion shall be received unless to 
amend it, to commit, postpone, adjourn, or lay it on the table.

35. That all motions, whether in committee or in Council, shall be put in 
the order they are moved, and amendments shall take precedence of original 
motions.

APPENDIX I). 

To the Warden and Council of Essex County. 

Gentlemen, — I have the honor to present to you my third annual report on 
the condition of the schools under my charge, Owing to the presentation of the 
report at the June session of the Council, the statistical portion as given in the 
accompanying Schedule A necessarily belongs to the year ending December 
31st, 1880. 

During the year the schools have been making steady progress, A whole- 
some rivalry is spi'inging up between pupils of the same school and between 
schools. The percentage of attendance was not as high as in the preceding 
yeai, but a greater number of pupils were able to pass the Promotion Examina- 
tion. Better methods of teaching are being adopted, while thoroughness is 
becoming a distinguishing feature. 

The greatest hindrances to progress are irregularity of attendance and 
change of teachers. Of these the former is the greater hindrance. A correct 
estimate of the necessity of a thorough education for the young on the part of 
the parent ; a proper system of instruction with a fair degree of enthusiasm on 
the part of the teacher ; and a thorough oversight in providing attractive school 
premises, and some attention to delinquent parents and guardians by the trus- 
tees, would reduce this evil of irregularity of attendance to a minimum. The 
compulsory attendance clause should be enforced. The law which will come 
into force in 1882 requires that pupils between seven and thirteen years of age 
shall attend school “ during the whole time in each week for which such school 
is open for instruction of children, and for the respective periods of eleven weeks 
in each of the two terms of the public school year.” 
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As it is an unpleasant duty for trustees to appeal to law against neighbors, 
I would suggest that school Boards should unite and appoint some person to 
take this subject in hand, and on behalf of the trustees enforce the law. If one 
person is compelled to pay his taxes for sustaining a school, another who has 
children should be compelled to receive the benefits purchased for him. 

Frequent change of teachers is a great hindrance to the improvement of 
the schools. With every change of teacher, however excellent the incoming 
incumbent may be, there is a loss of time. The change is the more to be deplored 
as it is made at a time when the schools have the largest attendance. This evil 
may bo expected to continue as long as the school section method of manage- 
ment continues. Individual likes and dislikes too often control the employment 
of the teacher. 

It gives me great pleasure to be able to bear testimony to the zealous, ener- 
getic and faithful manner in which the great majority of our teachers conduct 
their schools. The number of second-class teachers is increasing. These, from 
their greater experience, are doing much to elevate the teaching standard among 
us. It is to be regretted that this year trustees have been reducing the teachers’ 
salaries. If the best talent is to be kept in the profession sufficient remunera- 
tion must be given to induce a continuance in the work. 

The course of training pursued and the experience in the “ art of teaching” 
acquired in the Model School is making itself felt in our schools. It cannot be 
admitted, nor could it be reasonably expected, that all who attend the Model 
School and are certificated by the Board of Examiners are equally qualified for 
the work in which they are to engage, and will be successful teachers. The 
certificate given sets forth both the literary and professional standing of its 
holder, so far as an examination can be a test. Let the certificates be examined 
carefully before employment and subsequent disappointment may be avoided. 
Trustees have still further access to the professional qualifications of the teach- 
ers, by applying, through the Inspector, for the candidate’s record at the Model 
School as set forth in the “ Final Renort ” of the Head Master. 

I must here bear testimony to the untiring zeal and honest endeavor of 
James Duncan, Esq., Principal of the Windsor Model School, to faithfully dis- 
charge the duties imposed upon him. He is hindered in aiding the teachers in 
training by having too much to do in so short a time as is embraced in the Model 
School term. He should have an assistant for his division of the school while 
the teachers are in training. When it is considered that many candidates for 
certificates have not had the privilege of attending a good school during the 
greater portion of their school time, it must be evident that the Model School 
term is too short to accomplish the work expected to be done, and that the 
Principal’s whole attention requires to be directed to the training of the teachers. 

I consider the present method of apportioning the Public School Grant to 
. e severa l sections of a township unfair to the weaker sections. The schools 
situated in poor and thinly settled localities receive the smallest sums in aid of 
local effort, while the large and wealthy sections, which are comparatively inde- 
pendent of external aid, receive by far the largest share. The trustees of these 
"eak sections are compelled to employ legally qualified teachers, as well as those 
more favorably situated, and in order to do so they must tax their constituents 
at a rate in some instances double or treble that imposed on those in more 
wealthy sections, and yet they can secure the services of the cheapest teachers 
° n y. If education is a public good, no person should be obliged to contribute 
o is maintenance a higher rate than his neighbor. The “ Township Board 
ystem would provide a remedy for this evil, but as there is a wide-spread 
ee ing against a change from the present system of management, I think some 

other remedy should be sought.

nice. If the principle is beneficial in its application to the High Schools, 
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I see no reason why its operation should not he equally so in its application to 

rural schools. , 

The Teachers’ Association continues to hold its regular meetings with en- 
couraging results. All the teachers who can attend its sessions now do so. 
Last year it was decided to substitute Local or Township Conventions for one 
General Convention. The results have given us encouragement to continue 
them during the present year. These Local Conventions consist simply of a 
simultaneous visit to one school by the other teachers of the township, where 
the teaching of classes is engaged in to illustrate methods of teaching. The 
forenoon is devoted to teaching; the afternoon is devoted to discussion relating 
to management, etc.. At the last General Convention the teachers were quite 
pronounced in favor of these Conventions. In them individual difficulties can 
be brought forward and discussed minutely, the young teacher is encouraged to 
express his views with a freedom that would not bo attempted in a larger 
gathering, and the expense of attendance is a mere trifle — a consideration of 
some importance to rural teachers. The library of the Association contains 212 
volumes, all of which are covered, labelled and catalogued. It was decided at 
the last Convention to supply each teacher with a copy of the Canada School 
Journal out of the funds of the Association rather than add to the number of 
books. Due care has been taken of the moneys entrusted to the Association by 
the Government and this Council. There is a balance of $197.06 on hand. A 
statement of receipts and expenditures since 1 became Inspector is contained in 
Schedule C. I trust the Council will be pleased to continue the annual grant 
of $50.

Although I have much pleasure in stating that the schools on ray Riding 
are gradually improving, I regret to say that there is still a gieat negligence on 
the part of some parents in sending their children to school. 

The number of children between the age of 7 to 12 who have not attended, t e 
80 days, required by law is still too large. When we consider, that present y, 
there is hardly a ratepayer in North Essex who can say he is too far from the 
school house to send his children ; that comfortable and commodious scnoo.. 
buildings have been erected in every school section through the activity of the 
school Trustees, who have been generally supported by the people ; that m gen* 
ernl, competent teachers are at the head of the schools, every one will conclude 
that there is no reason to prevent parents from sending their children to school, 
and the friends of Education cannot hut regret such a state of things, and wish 
that the Compulsory clause of the school law be put in force, as, undoubtedly, l 
would have a good effect. _ 1 , .,

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Examinations are necessary to excite emulation among their pupils. Some 
think they have no other duties to perform in connection with their school but 
those that may be discharged between 9 and 4. Many are careless about the 
school property. They allow the fences and gates to be broken, and the pump 
and privies are often in a shameful state. The floor of the school room is not 
regularly swept, window panes are broken, blinds are unhinged, maps are lying 
in a corner. What a contrast with those teachers who delight in having a beauti- 
iul school yard, with flower beds and ornamental trees, and who decorate their 
school room with mottoes and well framed pictures. I must also say that in 
many cases it is the fault of some of the School Trustees, who are careless about 
their duties. If they do anything it is always in the wrong direction. They will 
rather listen to some foolish and groundless complaints against the teacher than 
to assist him by procuring the necessary requisites for the school. Trustees 
should visit their school often, and engage their teacher at least 3 months before 
the end of the year. They should never change teachers unless they have a 
good reason, for one of the gieat drawbacks in the progress of our schools is the 
too frequent change of teachers. They should also avoid hiring teachers who 
offer themselves at reduced salary, for as a rule they seldom give satisfaction. 
In conclusion, Gentlemen, I am happy to say that I have always received an 
active co-operation and kindness from teachers, trustees and people in general, 
and by continuing the generous support and assistance you have always given 
me, and for which you will please accept my most hearty thanks, I have no 
doubt that our schools will continue to prosper, and be a credit to the County of 
Essex.

COPY OF MR. NORRIS’ LETTER. 


\ Ingersoll, May 31st, 1881. 

Dear. Sir, — 

I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your letter and enclosure of the 3rd inst. 
A Company was formed on the 27th of Janhary, 1853, called the Sandwich 
Street Plank Boad Company, for the purpose of building the road mentioned in 
your letter. The capital of the Company was to be in shares of $20 each. Tne 
first directors were Bichard Thornton, Bichard Burntt, Thomas Woodbridge, 
Charles Baby and John L. McGee. 

Bichard Thornton built the four miles of the road east of Toll Gate No. 2, 
and got an agreement from the Company by which he was to collect the tolls 
on it, presumably to pay him for building it. Thornton sold this four miles to 
Baby for 14,000, and on the 29th day of November, 1866, a mortgage was given 
by Baby to Thornton for 12,500, being part of the purchase money. This mort- 
gage was still on the road a short time ago. Thornton afterwards sued the 
Company and got judgment, and the sheriff of Essex sold the road under exe- 
cution to Charles Baby and Alex. Cameron. The date of the sheriff's deed is 
-the 12th December, 1868, and the consideration mentioned is $8,000. This is 
the way Cameron first got title, and of course they bought subject to the Thorn- 
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fnn mort«aoe on the four miles. So far as I can learn, the eastern last mile of 
the road was not built at the time of the sale to Baby and Cameron. Neither 
was the Toll Gate built which is now in Gosfield. 

On the 10th of September, A.D. 1868, Baby and Cameron borrowed from 
the County and gave a mortgage to the County of Essex on the road for $4,000 
interest at six per cent., and payable in ten years. This money so obtained 
from the County was spent in building the eastern part of the road, including, i 
believe, the last mile. There is an important peculiarity in tins, mortgage. It 
is a special mortgage, and there is no provision in it allowing the mortgagors to 
hold possession of the road and 'collect the tolls until default in payment, as is 
generally found in mortgages. In 1875 Cameron acquired Baby's interest m the 
road from his (Baby’s) heirs, subject to mortgages to Thornton and the County 
of Essex. This is how Cameron claims title. Lately, I am informed, a new 
oompany was formed, but I have reason to believe that the shareholders are 

merely nominal, and that Cameron’s claim is the only 'one. 

Now, with regard to the title of eastern last mile of the road, it seems to me 
that it is impossible that it can be valid. The Company was formed in 1853, 
bat statute labor was done ou this part nearly three years afterwards, and the 
Gato was not put up till after the sale to Baby and Cameron by the sheritf. 
Those two individuals had no right, after the insolvency of the Company, to 
make a new road and charge tolls on it. A Company only c®uld do that after 
first paying the Township all the money the Township had spent on it. If Baby 
and Cameron could not collect toll, neither can the new Company, for this Com- 
pany has only Cameron’s title. I am therefore of opinion that the Gosfield loll

TVHEREAS A. Lemire, Stephen Aubrey, Emille Chauvin, Henry Des- 
jardins, O. Paquette and other inhabitants of Stoney Point, an unincorporated Til- 
lage, in the Township of Tilbury (Jest. had, by their petition, prayed that the 
said’unincorporated village of Stoney Point be erected into a Police Village, audit 
is advisable to grant the prayer of the said petition. 

Be it therefore enacted by the Municipal Council of the Corporation of the 
County of Essex in Council assembled, under and by virtue of the Municipal 
Act of Ontario, and it is hereby enacted that the unincorporated village of 
Stoney Point, in the Township of Tilbury JFest, in the County of Essex, be, 
and the same is hereby erected and established into a Police Village. 

And it is further enacted that the limits of the said Police Village of Stoney 
Point shall be as follows : Commencing at a post planted at the water’s edge 
of Lake St. Clair, at the line between the east and west halves of lot No. 9, in 
broken front concession of the Township of Tilbury West; thence South a 
distance of 39 chains 30 links; thence south 83 ° 36m, a distance of 91 chain! 
to the line between the E & W ^ of lot No. 6, in the 1st concession of said 
'Township of Tilbury West ; thence north a distance of 48 chains ; thence easts 
distance of 15 chains and 15 links ; thence southeasterly following the north 
side of the Tecumseh Road a distance of 34 chains and 50 links to the line be- 
tween lots Nos. 7 and 8 ; thence north a distance of 32 chains and 25 links to 
the water’s edge of Lake St. Clair; thence southeasterly following the waters 
edge of said lake a distance of 45 chains and 70 links to the place of beginning, 
containing by admeasurement four hundred and four acres (404.4) decimal 4, n 
other words containing by admeasurement 404 and 4-10 acres.

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nortionedby the Minister of Education for -the payment of the salaries of legal- 
ly qualified Public School Teachers, to assess the several municipalities in sums 
equal, at least to the sum apportioned after allowing for defalcation and ex- 

^^And whereas it is necessary to provide for the salaries of School Inspectors 
for the said County of Essex. 

And whereas it will require the sum of $3,634 to be raised, levied and col- 
lected for the payment of qualified Public School Teachers, and a further sum 
of 51,500 for the payment of School Inspectors. 

Be it therefore enacted by the Council of the Corporation of the County of 
Essex in Council assembled, under and by virtue of Chapter 304 of the Revised 
Statutes of Ontario, and it is hereby enacted by the authority of the same that 
there shall be raised, levied and collected upon the whole rateable property in 
the several municipalities, save and except the town of Amherstburg, in the 
said County of Essex, in addition to all other rates and assessments, for the 
payment of qualified Public School Teachers and School Inspectors, the sum of 
?5,"l34, and the several sums set opposite the name: of each municipality in the 
schedule hereunder written, which schedule forms part of this By-law, shall be 
raised, levied and collected therein respectively, and the said several sums 
shall be collected and paid into the hands of the County Treasurer, on or before 
the fourteenth day of December next ensuing.

Dear Sir, — W e have considered the question submitted with reference to the 
liability of the county of Essex to pay constables of the separated town of Wind- 
sor, fees demanded by such constables for arresting parties in the town, attend- 
ance before police magistrate at trial, and conveyance of prisoners to the county 
gaol. The constables are appointed by the town at stated salaries paid by the 
town and the arrests etc., charged for are made in the town. Upon this state of 
facts, we are of opinion that the county is not liable to pay the fees demanded. 

We are not aware of any authority enabling constables of a separated town 
to make such demand against the county in which the town is situate. The 
services are rendered by these officers by virtue of their appointment by tne 
town, and cannot in any way be said to be rendered at the request of the county. 

W® suppose the fees are claimed under Revised Statute, Cap. 84, but in our 
opinion these fees are only payable by the county when rendered by county 
constables in discharge of tlieir duties as such,

APPENDIX D. 

To the Warden and Members of the Municipal Council of Essex : 

Gentlemen, — Your Special Committee appointed at the January Session of this 
Council, to consider the question of Toll Roads in this County, and to report on thead- 
visability and best means of making the same free roads, beg leave to report : 

Clause I, — That they have, during the time that has elapsed since last session, been 
’ in communication with the authorities of a large majority of the other counties in the 
Province, with a view of ascertaining how those that have had Toll Roads, and have 
abolished them, have proceeded, and also with a view of ascertaining what action others 
propose, if any, to accrue their abolition. Out of thirty counties heard from, eight — 
Bruce, Grey, Haldimand, Dufferin, Haliburton, Victoria, Prince Edward and Renfrew — 
report that they have not had toll roads, while Northumberland and Durham report no 
toll roads and also that they have repealed all by-laws assuming county roads. Carle- 
ton, Norfolk, Brant, Lincoln, Welland and Leeds and Grenville report no action taken 
about their toll roads, as do the United Counties of Starmont, Dundas and Glengarry, 

■ which have only seven miles among them, while Frontenac reports that no action will be 
taken there till legislation compels it. Simcoe reports having had one toll road, which 
was abolished some years ago. Ontario had two toll roads, which both originally be- 
longed to private companies, one of which, 20 miles long, was 'abandoned when a rail- 
way parallel to it was built, the tolls then being insufficient to maintain it, while the 
other was purchased by the municipalities interested and is now maintained by them, 
Huron county purchased 130 miles of toll roads in 1873, and abolished all the toll- 
gates, to the satisfaction of all parts of the County, and is paying off the debt by general 
county rate, Perth County bought all toll roads belonging to local municipalities and 
made them free and assumed roads in other places that were not benefitted by the tolls 
being taken off, and, after sometime, all by-laws assuming roads were repealed, each mu- 
► nicipality keeping up the parts of the roads running through it, town lines being kept up 
by adjoining municipalities, and an inspector, appointed by the County Council, deter- 
mining how much each shall pay. A committee of the Wentworth County Council re- 
ported, last December, a scheme to purchase 65 miles of toll road in that county and to 
build roads for the townships not benefitted, at a total cost of $250,000, of which Ham- 
ilton city was to pay $60,000. A committee of the Oxford County Council, last Janu- 
ary- reported a scheme for the purchase of 98 miles of toll roads at a cost of $50,500, 
(the owners demanded $74,500), and the compensation of three townships, not benefit- 
ted, to the extent of $3,500. Last June, the Middlesex County Council decided to abol- 
I ish tolls on roads previously purchased or made by the county and to compensate certain 
municipalities, that had not had an equitable share of road improvement, to the extent 
of $42,000, to be expended on road improvement within those municipalities ; the coun- 
cil also provided for raising this money, by passing one by-law last J une, authorizing the 
is:ue of $20,000 in debentures, and another by-law, last January, authorizing the issue 
of $20,000 more. Kent county has had some difficulty with toll roads and law-suits 
have been undertaken to determine the rights of companies. Elgin County Council ap- 
pointed a committee last January, to consider the question of toll roads and to report at 
the June session. 

Clause II. — Thattheyhave also been in communication with the owners of the various 
toll roads in Essex County, and herewith submit a statement showing the names of the 
four different roads, their location and length, the values, placed upon them by the 
owners thereof, and the values, which your committee, after enquiry and careful consid. 
eration have placed upon them :

Clause III. — That they have been in consultation with members of the Town Coun- 
cil of the Town of Windsor and your committee consider that it is very probable that 
Windsor will bejrilling to contribute one-seventh of the total sum required to make the 
toll roads in the county free. 

Clause IV. — That they are of the opinion that it would be advisable to abolish all toll 
roads in the county. 

Clause V. — That, unless the different companies owning the above mentioned toll 
roads agree to sell them at a valuation — if the council decide to proceed — it will be neces- 
sary that steps be taken to secure arbitrators, as provided by statute, in order to determine 
their true value, or, in certain cases to construct opposition roads. 

Clause VI. — And should this council decide to purchase the Toll Roads in this county, 
either by arbitration or otherwise, your Committee would recommend that the following 
townships, etc., be compensated by the payment to them of the specified proportions of 
the total amount required to be raised by the county to carry out the scheme, to be, by 
the said townships, expended on gravelling roads, viz : 

Clause VII. — Your Committee would further recommend, that should the compa* . 
nies accept the amounts mentioned, or should any other arrangement be made, deben- 
tures, bearing 5 per cent., maturing annually, and equally distributed over a period of 
20 years, be issued under two separate by-laws, passed at different sessions, for a suffi- 
cient amount to carry out the provisions of this report. 

Clause VIII. — Your Committee would further recommend that a report shall be 
required from each toll road company in this county under Section 146, Chap. 152, R. S. 
O., for the years 1S79, 1880 and 1881, and for each succeeding year during which any 
of them shall exist in this county, and would recommend that an Inspector be appointed 
under Sections 148 and 149 of the same Act. 

Clause IX. ; — They would also recommend that the Local Legislature be petitioned 
to so amend Sections 101 and 102, Chap. 152, R. S. O., .as to provide that from the 
time any toll road is condemned as being out of repair, the company shall not be allowed 
to collect tolls thereon, until such time as it is again put in proper repair.

Your petitioners therefore pray that your honorable body will be pleased to so amend 
v the act that at least one fourth of the Electors must sign a petition before such a commis- 
sion can be issued, and that the Municipal act be amended so that Auditors when re- 
quested by resolution of Council can go back beyond the previous year to examine the 
accounts affecting the corporation.

Gentlemen, — Your Gaol Committee beg leave to report as follows : 

That on a visit, the gaol has been found in excellent condition. 

The stove, that was purchased last winter has proved sufficient to heat the lower ward, 
and by the addition of a heater, which the Special Gaol Committee found necessary to 
and heats the upper ward also, but the pipes leading through the lower wards 
have become choked up and need taking down and cleaning; a similar furnace should be t 
procured for the other side before winter. 

Your committee recommend the purchase of eight (8) straw hats for the use of pris- 
oners when working in the yard, and before winter the purchase of a dozen pairs of 
shoes and thirty-two (32) towels, and the repairing of a lot of shoes now useless. 

The gaoler has made a requisition for thirty-two (32) pairs, of blankets, and one dozen 
suits of clothes as the number of prisoners in gaol at present are thirty-two, while the 
monthly average reaches during the winter as high as thirty-six. Your committee re- 
commend that the articles be purchased. A few loads of gravel should be hauled in 
the yard, the stove in the main corrider as now placed proves a nuisance in the Sheriffs 
Office by the condensation of the smoke and should be re-arranged. 

The gaoler’s apartments should be Kalsomined, and the outside woodwork of all the , 
doors and windows and cornice of the Court House should be repainted. 

Your committee recommend that 75 cords of soft wood and 25 cords of hard wood be 
purchased for the use of the Gaol and Court House and suggest that it would be advisa- 
ble to invite tenders to the same, among scow men of Lake St. Clair for scow loads to 
be delivered at Sandwich. 

All of which your committee recommend to have carried out at the earliest practicable 
moment.

There are 75 applications for the coming examination. We hope this examination 
will so increase in popularity that every pupil in the county will make it a purpose to 
pass it successfully . In some counties no pupil is allowed to pass into the Fifth Class 
unless he has passed the Entrance Examination. It is “a consummation devoutly to be 
fished” in this county also. 

New school houses have been erected in School Sections 2, 6 and 1 1 in Colchester 
South, No. 7 Ivlersea, No. I Colchester North, and No. 9 Colchester South, are pre- 
paring to erect suitable buildings. Although considerable has been done to improve 
sdiool premises much remains to be done. Neglect of little duties such as cleaning and 
repairing, although gradually disappearing, is too common. 

The few instances of committing to memory and reciting select passages — prose and 
verse, that have come under our. notice have been of fair excellence. We do not think 
this practice has its . right place in our schools. Its value is very great not only in 
strengthening memory, relining taste, enlarging the vocabulary, and storing the mind 
with fine images, but also in giving a pure ant! elevating pleasure to others. We hope 
’ the day is not far distant when the reading-books in our schools will be so constructed 
as to give models and standards of literary excellence, both in substance 2nd style, such 
as can be perused again and again with increasing pleasure, and laid up permanently 
among the treasures of the mind. . • . 

Although there are defects in our schools which we are trying to remedy as rapidly as 
circumstances will permit, yet substantial success has been obtained. The outlook for 
the schools in South. Essex is very encouraging. Judging by the average number of pro- 
motions, per teacher, this county is very little behind other counties in which the term 
"Banner County” has been used proudly. A united, vigorous, persistent and intelligent 
1 working by all parties concerned will place the schools of this county “not a whit be- 
hind the chiefest.”

APPENDIX O. 

To His Honor the Lieutenant Governor of the Province of Ontario, in Council: 

The Memorial of the Warden, Reeves and Deputy Reeves of the County of Essex, in 
Council assembled; Respectfully shewith : 

That, under Sub-Section Two, of Section 102 of Chapter 152 of the Revised Statutes 
of Ontario, it is provided that if the Engineer appointed by the Judge of the County 
Court to inspect the Roads of an incorporated Joint Slock Road Company under Sec- 
tion 99 of said Act, does not find the Road repaired according to notice given by him 
^ under Sub-Section Two, of Section 101, jf said Act, he may allow further time for re- 
. pairing the same without discontinuing the taking of tolls. 

Your memorialists submit and respectfully pray that your Honor will cause Sub-Sec- 
tions Two of Sections 101 and 102 to be so amended, and a provision enacted, that from 
the time of the service of a notice by the Engineer upon the Company requiring them to 
put their road in repair, and until the said road is repaired and certified to by the Engi- 
ne er, the directors of the said Company shall not demand or take toll from any person 
travelling thereon as provided in Sub-Section 3 of Section 102 of said Act

And whereas, the Council of the County of Essex, as provided by the Assessment Act 
of the Province of Ontario have examined the assessment rolls of the several townships, 
towns and villages in the county for the preceding financial year for the purpose of ascer- 
taining whether the valuation made by the assessment for the current year, be as just a 
relation to the valuation so made in all such townshps, towns and villages. 

And whereas, for the purpose of the county rates, it is deemed necessary to the coun- 
cil aforesaid to produce a just relation between the valuation of the real and personal 
estate in the said county to increase or decrease the aggregate valuation of real and per- 
sonal property in any such townships, towns and villages in said county as provided by 
the assessment. 

Be it therefore enacted, by the corporation of the County of Essex, the Municipal 
Council thereof being only convened and assembled, and it is hereby enacted that the 
following valuations, shall be, and the same are hereby fixed as the equalized valuations 
of real and personal property for the different townships, towns and villages in the 
county of Essex, for the year 1882.

Beit therefore enacted, by the Corporation of the County of Essex in Council assem- 
bled, and it is hereby granted by the authority of the same that there shall be raised 
levied and collected a rate of two mills in tiie dollar upon all rateable property in the 
said County of Essex, for the purpose of raising the said sum of $12, 900, in addition to the 
other rates, in assessments for aid during die present year of the General expenses of the 
current year 

And be it further enacted, that the sum of one dollar and fifty cents be paid to each 
and every Grand and Petit juror for each day’s attendance at any Court of Assize, Ain) 
Prius and General Sessions of the Peace and County Court, and the further sum of ten 
cents per mile, necessarily travelled by such person from his place of residence to the 
Court House of the said County, according to the pay list to be kept by Sheriff the of 
the said County.J 

And be it aiso enacted, that the Sheriff of the said County shall be entitled to receive, 
the following sums and 110 more for the services performed by him under the By-Law,, 
namely: For every pay-list the sum of one dollar, for checking the same the sum of 
twenty-five cents per diem, and for certifying and returning the same to the Treasurer of 
the said County the sum of one dollar. , 

And be it further enacted, that all sums payable under the second Section of this By- 
Law shall be paid by the treasurer of the County upon the certified pay-list of the 
Sheriff. 

And be it further enacted, that the burthen of the several assessments above required, 
shall be apportioned amongst and borne by the several Municipalities in the proportion) 
or shares hereinafter mentioned, and the several sums set opposite to the names of each

And be it further enacted that all contracts entered into for the performance of the 
work to be done under the provisions of this By-Law shall be signed by the Commissioner 
or Commissioners letting the same on behalf of the County Corporation and that all sum* 
be paid By the Treasurer of the County upon a certificate being provided from the said 
Commissioner or Commissioners letting the same if the work having been performed ac- 
cording to contract; 

And he it further enacted that the several Commissioners so appointed to superintend 
the letting of the work to be done as aforesaid, shall receive four percent, upon contracts 
entered into by them under the provisions of this By-Law; 

And be it further enacted that the several Commissioners aforesaid under this By-Law 
be and they are hereby required to send a report of the manner in which the appropria- 
tions for which they are Commissioners have been spent, to the County Clerk not later 
than the twenty-first day of December next; 

And he it further enacted that the appointment of said Commissioner or Commission- 
ers shall cease and expire on the thirty-first of December next; and they shall be paid 
only for the amount expended by them.

AUDITORS’ ABSTRACT AND REPORT FOR THE YEAR 1881. 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of the County of Essex : 

Gentlemen,— We, your Auditors beg leave to submit the required annual detailed 
statement and duplicate abstract of accounts relating to the Municipality for the year 
ending 31st December, A. D. 1S81. The Treasurer’s books show receipts to be $ 54 6 57 -‘ 
46. Expenditures $45885.40, leaving a balance on hand on 1st January, A. D. 1882, ot 
8772.06. Vouchers were found corresponding with all payments made. 

We would call your attention to the item of the Legislative Grant for Common Schools, 
amount received for the year being $3632, the payment under this head only shew $3306, 
apparently leaving a balance on hand of $326.00, due to Sandwich West. J his amount 
was paid by the Treasurer however, but owing to the voucher not bemg signed by the 
Treasurer of that Municipality at the time, it was not entered as a payment in the cash 
book for last year but will appear in next year s accounts. 

Also in the matter of the Grant from Government to the Meteorological 1 und the re. 
ceipts then $180 and only $90 paid out, leaving apparently a balance of $90 still on 
hand. This is not the case however, this seeming descrepancy being caused by the 
Treasurer, having at the close of the year, 1880, made an advance payment of $90 on 
behalf of this fund, more than he had at the time on hand.

The Competitive Examinations which were held in three townships and in the 
town of Sandwich were very successful, and enthusiasm and good feeling prevailed 
amongst teachers, pupils and parents, a good percentage of the young candidates 
having obtained medals, scholarship certificates, and promotion to higher classes. 
The question of the advantages of these examinations is now solved, as they have 
proved a most excellent means of exoitiug emulation amongst teachers and scholars, 
consequently ot the greatest help in furthering the interests of education. The 
small sums ot money voted for this purpose by several municipal councils, could not 
have been better invested. These competitive examinations are bow regularly held 
in a number of other counties, their good results haviDg been recognized, and in 
some Counties the County Couucils appropriate a respectable sum for the carrying 
on of these examinations. As the people are obliged, to pay heavy taxes, it is nothing 
hilt right that something should he done to encourage, as much as possible, the edu- 
cation of our youth, and in my humble opinion competitive examinations contribute 
largely toward attaining that object. 

Our usual annual general convention was held in Windsor last October, and like 
the preceding ones, was a great success. The best methods of teaching and govern-, 
mg schools was again ably discussed. A good number of our influential citizens en- 
couraged the convention by their presence. Mr. Carson, ot East, Middlesex, one of 
our most efficient school inspectojs, was also present, and ly his able reviews of the 
subjects handled, and his remarkable lectures, contributed largely towards the suc- 
cess ot the convention. One of its special features was the presentation of twobeau- 
tiful medals to the two candidates, one French, the other English, who had made 
tile highest number of marks at the previous July teachers’ examination. These two 
candid ues were Miss Sebrey Odette and Miss Lilia Grant, both of Windsor, One of 
these medals was the gift of S'. Jean Baptiste Society of Sandwich and Windsor. 

An important subject, one which is the foundation of all good education, and with- 
out which it is difficult to make good eitizens of our youth, was fully discussed at 
our Convention, and that subject is the necessity of teaching morality and good man- 
ners in our public schools. All the teachers who took part in the discussion unani- 
mously agreed that it was only by cultivating these essential principles of morality 
and good manners iu our youth that they would bscomo th® pride of their parents 
“nd of their country. I may mention here that this same subject occupies a promi- 
nent part of the programme to he discussed at the. Provincial Teachers’ Conventiou 
to J*ke place in Toronto next. August. 

l am happy to be able to state that it has been decided by the associations of both 
ridings of Essex to hold a. general convention of alt the teachers next fall at Essex 
Centre, Some of our ablest educationists are t • be invited to atten l and lecture on 
the most important subjects. There is not the slightest doubt that such a gathering 
in the centre of our county will pr.»ve most beneficial. It will have the goo 1 effect of 
bringing teachers of differ nt erseds and nationalities together, causing them to be- 
come better acouaintod with one another, and tightening those bonds of friendship

Gentlemen, — Your Gaol Committee beg leave to report : 

That they have examined the gaol, and find it in fair order and condition. ' 1 

Thera are only tour male and three female prisoners at present in confinement. 
The attention ol your Committee has been particularly called to the case of Gil- 
bert Paquette, a deaf mute, committed oy Magistrate Bartlet as an insane person, 
fiom Tilbury West. The surgeons have not agreed as to his insanity, and your 
Comuiiteee recommend that steps be taken to convey hint to an asylum. In the 
mean time the gaoler has been requested to remove said prisoner to the most com- 
fortablo cell in the ward. 

/ Your Committee recommend that the application of R. Farrell for an assistant 
turnkey, forwar leu by Sheriff McEwau, be not entertained. 

As regards the presentment of the grand jury, urging the establishment of a House 
ofKefuge for the county, referred to your Committee, we beg leave to report that 
the advantages are not deemed commensurate with the cost of the same, and that 
until the time Windsor has withdrawn from the county expires, it is not advisable 
to consider the question. 

Your Committee regrets that the heating apparatus provided by last year’s Gaol 
Committee has not proved as satisfactory as anticipated, bat, on the other hand, beg 
to report that no plan can prove successful without the earnest co-operation of the 
gaol officials, and in this ease, your Committee is of opinion that much of the com- 
plaint made by the gaol surgeon would have been prevented if the gaoler had called 
f the attention of the Special Committee to the condition of the windows, which 
all admit a stream of cold air from outside, and require overhauling by a carpenter. 

The flues inside the chimnies have not been cleaned since they were erected, and 
seed cleaning to secure draft for the furnaces. 

Xour Committee recorhmend that the articles by the requisition of the gaoler, viz : 
12 suits of male clothing, 12 suits of female clothing, 2 doz. pairs of socks, and 2 
saw bucks be procured. 

The attention of your Committee has been called to the inferior quality ot brooms 
famished for the gaol, and would recommend that as far as practicable a sample be 
■aruished before tender for supplies is accepted. 

Fifty tin boxes lor filing papers in Registry Office are required, and should be 
procured. 

Your Committee would recommend that the Chairman of the Gaol Committee be 
authorized to have the win lows and ohimueys put iu good order, and that the 
Warden andChairman be a committee to carry out the other recommendations.

or any former Act.

Company in the County of Essex, incorporated as aforesaid, on behalf of the Muni-

Frequent changes in the teaching staff is a great evil. However excellent the in- 
coming teacher may be, there is considerable loss of time in becoming acquainted with 
the condition and needs of the school. Unfortunately, teachers of experience seek 
more remunerative employment, and consequently the majority of the teachers are 
young and inexperienced. It is not a fact that rigidity in teachers' examinations 
causes this in this Inspectorate. He who has not the energy and ambition to work to 
gain a higher certificate is not the person to excite energy in a school. He who pos- 
sesses that energy is worth more dollars and cents in some other employment (and 
he will most assuredly seek it) than he can get in teaching. The schools can not attain . 
to a high state of excellence until men and women of high character and teaching 
power are induced to make teaching a life work

By the abo e statement you may form some estimate of the amount of irregularity 
of attendance in our schools. If education is a national and an individual good — 
and but few will deny the statement— then some means should be devised to com- 
pel all to improve the privileges for which all have to pay. I would most respect- 
fully suggest that the law be so amended that the Inspector be required to report to 
the clerk of the municipality in which the delinquents reside the names of those 
who failed to attend the necessary time during the year, the rate per capita of legis- 
lative and municipal grant distributed, th : list to be forwarded to the collector, who 
shall add to the taxes of the parent or guardian the per capita grant or grants for 
each child not having attended the necessary time. •

A glance at the above will convince the observer that our schools are doing essen- 
tially Public School work. Fifth classes cannot be conducted in rural schools of one 
department, without serious loss to the junior pupils. At the Promotion Examina- 
tion last fall, several schools passed pupils from the Fourth to the Fifth class. In 
my recent visit to these schools I found a marked decline in efficiency. 

V— RELIGIOUS AND MORAL TRAINING. 

Direct attention is not paid to the moral training of the pupils in the public schools. 
And yet any person observing the general conduct of pupils attending them and of 
those attending the so-called religious schools, will find the pnblic school pupils the 
better behaved, in general. The Department recommends that prayers be read daily 
and that the Ten Commandments be repeated once a week. In fifty-seven of our 
schools this recommendation is complied with. Dogmaiio teaching is out of place 
in mixed schools, but the careful teacher is ever ready to give the wise aud seasonable 
word. He will ever use the motives, the principles And the ideals which the Bible 
furnishes to lay the foundation of morality without interfering with the creed of any 
person. 

VI,— GRADING AND PROMOTIONS, 

The Uniform Promotion Examinations continue to urge pupils forward. These 
examinations are not competitive in their character. Their primary object is to tost 
fitness for promotion to a higher class, but in doing this they very effectively gauge 
the character of the work done in the school. The number who have paseed at each 
examination has steadily increased. Iu the accompanying schedule A there is a de- 


tailed statement of the number promoted in each class during the past halt year> 
; also the number that passed the High School Entrance Examination. The total pro- 
; motions in 1882 were 1,094 ; total passing the Entrance Examination, 24. The num- 
i ; ber promoted at the examination in April, 1883, -was 654. A detailed statement is 
t, given, in schedule B. 

■" -- VII.— SCHOOL PRIZES. 



: t School prizes are not numerous, nor are school libraries. School work should le 
supplemented by home reading. Frequently young people have not the means' to 
J procure good reading matter, and even if they have they are not competent to select 
*■’ that which will be most beneficial to them. " I would suggest the giving of prizes to 
" all who can pass the entrance examination and the promotion examination irom 3rd 
k to 4th class, with the understanding that when the pupil had read the book it should 
be placed by him in the library of the school. By this means a library of consider- 
able dimensions would be collected in a few years, and, if carefully selected, would 
_ be of great value to the youth of the locality. 

VIII. -REPORTS, &C. 

Trustees’ reports do not correspond with Township clerks’ reports in reference to 
, the school population. In several instances the trustees reported nearly double as 
, many attending the school as the clerk reported in the section. Great care should 
be taken to ascertain the total population of each municipality, for on that return 
the amount of Legislative grant depends. In proportion as it decreases the local tax 
....must increase. 

IX. — TEACHERS’. ASSOCIATION. 

The Teachers’ Association is still active and useful. It has done much to harmon- 
ize methods of teaching and to inspire zeal in, and love for, the work engaged in. 
i We trust you will continue to it the annual grant of $50. 

In the accompanying schedule C there, is a somewhat detailed statement of the 
esndition of each school in the County, except in Amherstburg and Pelee Island.

I think, however, that owing to the fact, and taking into consideration that the 
Reeve of that Municipality was present when the petitions referred to were rea , 
that no objections were made or filed by him against or to the said petitions, th

P The Council of Essex has it in its discretion either to grant the prayer of the me- 
morials of Gosfield and Mersea, or refuse it. Section 598 of the Consolidated Muni- 
cipal Act is permissive. The Council is not bound to do so, but if it does assume 
the burthen, then it has to go through the same -proceedings as any local municipa - 
ity, and as provided by Section 570 of the said Act, that is. a survey must be made 
by a competent engineer; all parties interested or benefitted by the drain assess , 
a By-law passed, Ac. As to the costs of the work, I am of opinion that it will depend 
upon the assessment made by the engineer, and none but the municipalities a 

ed, benefitted or assessed by him will be liable. ' 1 

As to the mode of compelling these municipalities to pay the amounts lor. 
they are assessed, that is a matter of procedure under .under Section oJ9 ot tne acc 
above referred to.

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APPENDIX J. 

To G. W. Leggatt, Esquire, Chairman, and the Magistrates in General Sessions of the Peace as- 
sembled 

We, the Grand -Jurors for this general sessions of the Peace in and for the Count? 
of Essex, beg leave to present . — 

That with respect to the amendment of the jury law we heartily agree with the 
chairman in his view that reducing the number of grand jurors for the general 
sessions from 24 to 12 would be desiraole, and we think would in no wise interfere 
with the liberty of the subject. We desire to express our opinion that it is desirable 
to maintain the jury law as it at present in respect to the Court of Oyer and Terminer. 

With respect to that part of the charge relating to officers of the jieace compound- 
ing felonies and misdemeanors, we are well aware that it is sometimes difficult to 
bring the charge home to the party committing thp offence, but the case of a constable 
making an information against a person and then refusing to prosecute, wo thin's 
that the magistrate before whom the information was made shouli satisfy himself -is 
to the validity of the charge audreport the constable to the next sessions of the Peace, 
at the same time recommending bis expulsion from the office of constable. Such 
conduct on the part of Peace officers cauuot be too strictly dealt with, as their con- 
duct often brings the administration of justice into contempt. 

In the matter of furious driving on the public highway, we feel considerable diffi- 
culty iu making a recommendation, chiefly from the fact that the municipalities 
through which the road passes hav-- no organized police force, excepting the Tom 
of Windsor. 

If the Ontario Government were to detail a few men on this froitier, as they do on 
the Niagara frontier, we believe the matter would be more effectively checked by a 
police thus organized than by another way, except the Council ware to charge them- 
selves with the duties of enforcing public order, but we are unable to see any 
authority, in the Municipal Act for the Council of the County assuming this duty. 

With respect to the idea of a Government police force, \vs have received informa- 
tion from the officers of justice that the greater proportion of the pilfering and petty 
larcenies committed on this frontier is done by persons crossing in boats from the 
neighboring State, and horse-thieves have been known to steal horses and swim 
them across the river in the immediate neighborhood of the town of Sandwich. Sa 
that we think we are not doing anything out of the way in suggesting to vour Hon- 
or, tile Chairman, and through you to the Ontario Government, the propriety of es- 
tablishing a police force on this frontier. 

We have visited the Gaol and find that there are two matters needing attention. 
The one is the existence of vermin in the bedding and blankets in one of the cells. | 
We do not know upon whom the blame rests for such uncleanliness, but deem it our 1 
duty to mention the fact in order that it may be immediately remedi. d. Another j 
matter observed by us was an offensive smell in one of the corridors, that we sup- j 
pose arises from defective drainage, and we request that the attention of the proper 
authorities, be called to the necessity of providing thorough and efficient drainage . 
and ventilation, not merely from proper humanity to prisoners confined, but also as 
a protection to the community against the creation of dangerous or infectious dis- 
eases be also brought to bear upon the matter.

APPENDIX L. 

To the Warden, Reeves and Deputy-Reeves of the County of Essex in Council assembled: 

Gentlemen, — Your special Committee, appointed at the last January session of the 
County Council, under a resolution of Messrs. Her and Cronk, to correspond with 
the inspectors and overseers of Industrial Farms or Houses ol Refuge in other Coun- 
ties as to the cost of such institutions, the annual running expenses, receipts and 
disbursements, aDd other matters in connection therewith, beg leave to report as 
follows: 

That your Committee have received communications and reports from tfhe Conn- 
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ties of Middlesex, Elgin and Wellington, as to the above resolution. We find that 
the County of Middlesex did, by appointment of special committee, purchase a farm 
at a cost of $3,300, and erected thereon buildings suitable for such an institution to 
the extent of $24,130. “They also added by way of live stock for the u<e of the farm 
the amount of $300,” 

The officers of the farm are an Inspector, whose duty is to examine^ the condition 
of the buildings and the inmates admitted during the year, the municipalities sent 
from, the cause of pauperism, the nationalities of inmates, and also an abstract state- 
ment of the receipts and disbursements as well as a weekly statement of the expense 
of maintaining each person in the institution. 

The Physician’s duties are to report on the sanitary condition of the institution, 
to prescribe for all cases of sickness, and to furnish regularly the cause of all dis- 
eases coining under his care, as well as to report the number of visits made and pre- 
scriptions given. 

The Keeper’s duty is to keep a detailed statement of all articles purchased, grown 
or sold, and to see tlv t each inmate is properly furnished with good food, eare and 
attendance. 

The Matron’s duty is to see that the food is properly prepared and to attend on 
the female portion of the institution. 

We find that the cost to the County of Middlesex for each inmate has been per 
week, including every cost, with a charge on capital account of six per cent, on an 
investment of $2fc’ ; 500, $1.66 per head. Deducting the cost on capital account the 
price per head was only 80 cents per per week including salary and maintenance of 
all officials 

Number of inmates admitted during the year, 80. 

• The report from the County of Elgin is not so elaborate as from the other counties 
referred to, but we would mention that the County of Elgin has an industrial rarm 
which cost, with buildings thereon, $14,400. The officers’ duties are the same as 
Middlesex, and the cost of each inmate per week is $1.30 including each and every 
expense. 

Number admitted during the year, 49. 

The County of Wellington reports that they have an indebtedness on farm and 
buildings to the amount of $28,500, which is being paid off by sinking fund raised 
for that purpose. 

The officers’ salaries are as follows : — Inspector, without board, $100; Physician, 
without board, $100; Keeper, with board, $250; Matron, with board, $150. 

We al.-o find that the actual cost of maintaining each inmate per week, including 
board for Keeper and family and all the necessary help, including salaries, wages, 
and other expenses chargeable to maintenance account, as well as interest on full 
amount of indebtedness, to be $1.51, or omitting interest on capital, the actual cost 
per week was $1.05 per head. 

Number admitted during the year, 70. 

Your committee regret that they are not able to give tbe size and extent of either 
of the farms mentioned nor the kind of buildings erected thereon. 

But iu accordance with the statements received and given above your committeo 
respectfully urge this Council in the interest of suffering humanity to take such im- 
mediate steps as to fully provide a suitable place of refuge for the needy and poor 
of our County.

And wheeeas, proceedings were taken by the councils of Essex -and the said Muni- 
cipality of Pelee under the authority of the last mentioned section for the withdrawal 
of the said Municipality of Pelee from the jurisdiction of the County of Essex as shown 
by By-law 122 passed by the Council of the said County of Essex : 

And wheeeas, the Municipality of Pelee through their P^eeve, William McCormick, 
Esquire, have asked for a renewal of the agreement between the two municipalities 
interested for five years longer, and the amount to be paid to the County by the said 
Municipality of Pelee has been agreed upon between the said William McCormick and 
a Committee of this Council : 

And wheeeas, it is desirable to ratify the said agreement.; 

Be it therefore enacted by the Municipal Council of the Corporation of the County 
of Essex in council assembled that the report of the Committee of this Council stating

AND whereas, it will require the sum of three thousand eight hundred and ninety- 
eight dollars($3898)to bo raised, levied and collected for the payment of qualified Public 
School Teachers, and a further sum of one thousand four hundred dollars ($1400) 
for the payment of School Inspectors: 

Be it therefore enacted, by the Council of the Corporation of the County of Essex in 
Council assembled under and. by virtue of chat ter 204 of the Revised Statutes of On- 
tario, and it is hereby enacted by the authority of the same, that there shall be raised, 
levied and collected upon the whole rateable property in the several municipalities, 
save and except the Town of Amherstburg, in the said Count'-, in addition to all other ^ 
rates and assessments .for the payment of qualified Public School Teachers and 
School Inspectors the sum of five thousand two hundred and ninety-eight dollars 
($5298). and the several sums set opposite the names of each Municipality in the 
schedule hereunder written, which schedule forms part of this By-law, shall be 
raised, levied and collected therein respectively, and the said several sums shall be 
collected and paid into the hands of the County Treasurer on or before the fourteenth 
day of December next ensuing.

A. By-law to raise certain moneys for the improvement of certain roads and bridges 
in the County of Essex. 


Passed June 15th, 1883. 

Wheueas. it is expedient to raise moneys for the improvement of certain roads and 
bridges in the County of Essex; 

Beit therefore enacted by the Council of the Corporation of the County of Essex 
in Council assembled and it is hereby enacted under the authority of the same and 
under and by virtue of the Municipal Act of Ontario that there be shall raised, levied 
and collected the sum of $3080 upon the whole rateable property in the County of 
Essex, in addition to nil other rates and assessments imposed, for the improvement 
of certain roads anil bridges in the Count, of Essex. 

Be it further enacted that the said sum of $9660 to be raised, levied and collected 
as aforesaid shall be expended as set forth in the schedule hereunder written, which 
schedule shall form part of this By-law. 

And be it further enacted that the whole work to be done and performed as afore- 
said shall be given out by contract by public competition or in such other manner as 
to the commissioner or commissioners duly appointed to snperinted the same may 
saein best, on or before the iirst lay of September next, an 1 should any one of the 
said commissioners fail to be present at the time appointed for the letting of the work 
then any one of the commissioners may proceed to the letting of the saine. 

And be it further enacted that all contracts entered into for the performance of the 
work to be done under the provisions of this By-law shall be signed by the commis-

|P e,t the books and accounts of all toll roads in the county with a view of making 
“le same free roads, bag to report as follows: 

1st. That I have carefully examined the books and accounts ot the “Sandwich 
street PL n k and Gravel road company” and also those of “Amherstburg and Mal- 
bu Stone and Gravel company.” I find that the gross earnings of the Sandwich 
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Street road have averaged for the last four yjars about $3,500 per annum. 

Aggregate $14,000 

And that the actual cost for repairs are $450.00 1^00 


Net earnings $12,200 “ 

That the gross earnings of the Amherstburg and Malden road' for the same time 
have been about $1,600 per annum. 

Aggregate $6,400 

And that the cost for repairs are $700 2,800 


Net earnings. $3,600 

I have not taken into account the gate keepers salaries, as these wonld be avoid- 
ed should the council decide to purchase and make the roads free. 

2nd. I have not examined the books of the Windsor road, as they were not ready 
when I called upon the president. There did not appear to be any desire on the 
part of any of the officials of the different roads to withhold any informati»n asked 
for, but in the case of the Windsor road, I was informed that the books were not 
posted. With regard to the Sandwich and Windsor road I have not been able to see 
the president, and therefore I am not in a position to make a report upon its ac- 
counts. 

3d. I would recommend that in case the council should determine to purchase 
the roads or any of them, you might assist in gravelling London street between 
Windsor and Sandwich, which I think could be done very much cheaper, than to 
purchase the Sandwich and Windsor road, as I am informed the corporations of 
Windsor, Sandwich and Sandwich West would assist quite liberally in this scheme. 

4th I would recommend that the.Dougall road be graded and gravelled instead of 
purchasing the Windsor road, as I am of the opinion that this could be done far 
cheaper than to purchase the Windsor road at the high price placed upon it. See re- 
port of committee m minutes of June session of 1882.

It is therefore enacted by the municipal council of the corporation of the county of 
Essex, in council assembled, under and by virtue of the consolidated municipal Act 
ibf Ontario, as follows:

That by sub ction 2 of section 30 of the “Ontario Drainage^ Act,” it is provided that afte 
drainage works i. e been fully made and completed under the said act, the municipality making 
such drainage worh. bound to pursue, maintain, and keep the same in repair. 

That by sub-section f the same section if the municipality liable to keep such drainage works 
in repair, neglects or reluses to do so upon reasonable notice in writing being given by any party 
interested therein, proceedings can be taken in any court of competent jurisdiction to make the 
necessary repairs and maintain tbe same. 

Your memorialists submit that by the last sub-section too much power and privilege is given to 
one party, from the fact that it has come to the knowledge of your memorialists that parties who 
had wilfully obstructed such drainage works after tbe completion thereof, have been the very per- 
sons who have availed themselves of the provisions in the said third sub-section. 

Your memorialists further submit that the evil complained of in the last clause of this memorial 


ally petitioned that tbe drainage works in question should be performed. 

Your memorialists therefore pray that sub-section 3 of section 30 of the Ontario Drainage Act be 


amended as submitted in the premises of this memorial. And your memorialists as in duty bound 
will ever pray.

And whereas, it will require the sum of four thousand, one hundred and twelve dol- 
lars to be raised, levied and collected for the payment of qualified Public School 
Teachers, and a further sum of one thousand four hundred dollars for the payment of 
School Inspectors. 

Be it therefore enacted by the Council of the Corporation of the County of Essex, in 
Council assembled, under and by virtue of Chapter 204 of the Revised Statutes of 
Ontario, and it is hereby enacted by the authority of the same that there shall be 
raised, levied and collected upon the whole ratable property in the several munici- 
palities in the County of Essex, save and except the Town of Amherstburg, in addi- 
tion to all other rates and assessments, for the payment of qualified Public School 
Teachers and School Inspectors the sum of five thousand five hundred and twelve 
dollars, and the several sums set opposite the names of each Municipality in the 
schedule hereunder written, which schedule forms part of this By-Law, shall be 
raised, 'evied and collected therein respectively, and the several sums shall be collected

BY-LAW NO. 72.

A By-Law to raise certain moneys for the improvement of certain Roads and Bridges 
in the County of Essex. 

Passed June 14th, 1884. 

Whereas, it is expedient to raise moneys for the improvement of certain Roads and 
Bridges in the County of Essex. 

Be it therefore enacted by the Counoil of the Corporation of the County of Essex, in 
Council assembled, and it is hereby enacted that there shall be raised, levied and col- 
lected a rate of one mill in the dollar, amounting to the sum of eight thousand, three 
hundred and ninety -five dollars, (88,395) upon the whole ratable property in the 
County of Essex. In addition to all other rateB and assessments imposed, for the 
improvement of certain Roads and Bridges in the County of Essex. 

Be it further enacted the said sum of eight thousand three hundred and ninety -five 
dollars to be raised, levied and collected as aforesaid, shall be expended as set forth in 
the schedule hereunder written, which schedule shall form part of this by-law. 

And be it further enacted that the whole work to be done and performed as aforesaid 
shall be given out by contract, by public competition, or in such other manner as to the 
commissioner or commissioners, duly appointed to superintend the same, may seem 
hest, on or|before the first day of September next, and should any one of the said com- 
missioners fail to be present at the time appointed for the letting of the work then any 
one of the commissioners may proceed to the letting of the same. 

And be it further enacted that all contracts entered into for the performance of the 
work to be done under the provisions of this By-law shall be signed by thecommission- 
er or commissioners letting the same, on behalf of the County corporation, and that all 
sums be paid by the Treasurer of the County upon a certificate being produced from 
the said commissioner or commissioners letting the same of the work having been per- 
formed according to contract. 

And be it further enacted that the several commissioners so appointed to superin- 
tend the letting of the work to be done as aforesaid shall receive four per cent, upon 
contracts entered into by them under the provisions of this By-Law. 

And be it further enacted that the several commissioners aforesaid under this By* 
haw be and they are hereby required to send a report of the manner in which the res- 
pective appropriations for the several municipalities for which they are commission- 
ers respectively have been expended, to the County Clerk not later than the 21st day 

December next. 
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Be it further enacted that the appointment of the said commissioners shall cease 
and expire on the thirty-first day of .December next and they shall be paid onl v for the 
amount expended by them.

A By-Law to provide for the Current Expenses of the County of Essex for the 
year 18S1. 

Passed June 14th, 1884. 

Whereas it is necessary to provide the Bum of sixteen thousand, seven hundred and 
ninety dollars, ($16,790.00) to defray the expenses of the County of Essex, in accord 
ance with the estimate of the Finance Committee. 

And whereas, for the purpose of raising the said sum of sixteen thousand, seven 
hundred and ninety dollars, it will require a rate of two mills in the dollars upon all 
rateable property in the said County of Essex. 

Be it therefore enacted by the corporation of the County of Essex, in council 
assembled, and it is hereby enacted that there shall be raised, levied and collected a 
rate of two mills in the dollar upon all rateable property in the said County of Essex, 
for the purpose of raising the said sum of sixteen thousand, seven hundred and ninety 
dollars in addition to the other rates and assessments for, and during the present year, 
for the general expenses of the current year. 

Be it further enacted that the sum of one dollar and fifty cents be paid to each 
one and every Grand and Petit Juror for each day’s attendance at any Court of Assize, 
Nisi Prius and General Sessions of the Peace and County Court, and the further sum 
of ten cents per mile, necessarily travelled by such juror from his place of residence to 
the Court House of the said County, according to the pay list to be kept by the Sheriff 
fo the County. 

And it is also enacted that the Sheriff of the said County shall be entitled to receive 
the following sums, and no more, for the services performed by him under this By-Law> 
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namely : For every pay list the sum of one dollar, for checking the same the sum of 
twenty-five cents, and for certifying and returning the same to the Treasurer of the 
County the sum of one dollar. 

And it is further enacted that all sums payable under the second section of this 
By-Law .shall be paid by the Treasurer of the County upon the certified pay list of the 
Sheriff. 

And be it furthur enacted that the burthen of the several assessments above 
required, shall be apportioned amongst and borne by the several municipalities in the 
proportion or shares hereinafter mentioned, and the several sums set opposite to the 
name of each Municipality in the schedule hereunder written, which schedule shall 
form part of this By-Law, shall be raised, levied and collected therein upon the whole 
* rateable property in each, respectively , for the several rates for which they are designed, 
and shall be paid over into the hands of the County Treasurer in the present year to 
be, by him, applied for the several purposes mentioned in this By-Law.

Be it therefore enacted by the corporation of the County of Essex, the Council 
thereof being duly convened and assembled, and it is hereby enacted, — That a High 
School shall be, and the same is hereby established in the Village of Essex Centre in 
the County of Essex, which shall be known as “The Essex County High School.”

From a little north of 
the Middle road south to the Malden road, to George Hirst for $3,290— there is not 
much done on this job and notliingpaid. From the Malden road south to the Gosfield 
town line, to Thomas Ferry for $3,965 — a good part of this job is done, but only $1,000 
Paid. Silver Creek in Rochester, to James O’Neil for $4,905 — considerable work has 
bi«n done on this drain, but only $500 paid. On Qptober 31st, 1883, atCottam, Isold 
the portion of said drain in Gosfield from the Rochester town-line to near the 9th con- 
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cession, Gosfield, to William Griffith lor S3 ,630— part of tliis job is clone, but nothin" 
paid on it. From near the 9th concession road to the head of the drain, to William 
Langley for S3, 240— part of this job done and the timber for the bridges ont, but only 
$320 paid. The Bruner drain, in Gosfield, to Joseph Henry for $885 — this job nearly 
completed but only $550 paid. On November 1st, 1883, at Blytheswood, I sold Silver 
Creek in Mersea to Thomas Noble, for $2,990 — this job is nearly completed, but only 
$1,200 paid. The Rochester and Mersea town-line to I'bilip Quinlin, for $1,990— part 
of this job is completed, but nothing paid on it.

Gentlemen — Your Special Committee appointed to confer with Dr. O'Reilly, the 
Inspector of Prisons and Asylums, begs leave to report, that the Inspector insisted on 
the enlargement of the gaol to the extent of one-third its present capacity ; also that j 
a yard for females and an access to that yard, made separate from the passage used 
by male prisoners, he built through a new corridor at the south end of the wards to 
insure a fire escape in case of danger. That the Gaoler’s office and Turnkey’s apart- ] 

ment be reconstructed so as to bring the prison under their snpervision. That a ] 

special room be built for the complete isolation of condemned prisoners. The enlarge- , 

ment of the yard, the walls of which, should be raised to the height of eighteen feet. ’ 

The Inspector further submitted that the required enlargement might be carried out ] 

cither by building another storey to the present gaol, or by building a residence for the f 

Gaoler and removing the kitchen to the basement, and connecting both kitchen and f 

Gaoler’s apartments with one or both wards. « 

Your committee considers that these changes involve an expenditure from $12,000 ; 

$15,000, and they do not feel disposed to recommend the Council to vote such a large ( 

sum of money until the permanency of the site of the gaol and county buildings is 1 

assured, for although the question is not officially before the Council, it is a matter ' 

of public notoriety that a movement is on foot to remove the county seat and build- 
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ings to the village of Essex Centre, which its advocates claim to be the moat convenient 
and accessible point, besides being the geographical center of the county. Your 
committee is also embarrassed in making a recommendation by the fact that the town 
of Windsor, which sends fully three-fourths of the criminal population to our gaol, 
has separated from the county, and could not at present be forced to provide its fair 
proportion to the expenditure asked by the Inspector. Yonr committee further 
rcrets the necessity of making an appropriation because we consider our gaol ample 
for the natural requirements of our population, but that this requisition arises from 
our proximity to a large foreign city, where an ever-increasing criminal class makes 
frequent invasions along the border, so that in providing for this excess of gaol 
■ facilities we are to that extent performing a Provincial function, which we consider 
a proper subject of appeal to the Provincial government for assistance in performing. 

, Your committee therefore suggests that before any action is taken, the question of 
the permanency of the site be first decided ; also that Essex Centre and Windsor be 
invited to make what propositions they may think proper to the county, and that a 
deputation, composed of the Warden and two other members of this Council, be sent 
to Toronto at the proper time to plead the cause of Essex with the Provincial govern- 
ment.

APPENDIX L., 


To the Warden and Members of Essex County Council : 

Gentlemen, — In offering you a statement of the condition of elementary adn*»- 
tion in the South Biding of Essex for 1883, I have to begin by saying that some pro- 
gress has been made during the year. But that you may fairly and fully consider 
ibis important department of County economy. I will briefly refer to 

I — ACCOMMODATION, &C. 


There are 56 school houses, of which 16 are brick, 7 stone, 29 frame and 6 log ; 41 
are freehold premises and 14 are on rented sites. A few of these are too small 1 - 
for the number of children in the respective sections, but, in most instances the Trus- 
tees are considering the advisability of erecting commodious buildings. In the last 
six years, there have been 9 school houses erected and several extensively repaired. 
But there remains much to be done before the school rooms become what they should 
be, viz : models of tidiness, order and taste, which shall permanently influence for 
good those who assemble in them day by day. The influence of precepts and maxims 
may be great, but the influence of personal contact must be greater and the daily 
contact with order and neatness will be a powerful agent in- directing and moulding 
the character of the child. I should like to see much more done in the way of orna- i 
menting and decorating school rooms. Three or four teachers have set a good exam- 
ple in this matter. 

, . II— FINANCES. - 


The total amount received for school purposes was 142,567.83, being nearly 14,000 
in advance of last year. The total expenditure was $39,256.02, of which $10,446.05 
was for the erection of school buildings ; $5,541,09 for rent, repairs, fuel, d’c. ; $22,- 
€57.20 for teachers’ salaries, and $419.22 for maps and apparatus. 

Ill — TEACHE11S. 


There were 67 teachers graded as follows : — 

1 Graduate in Arts. 

1 First class. 

23 Second class. 

35 Third class. 

7 : Temporary.. - ' 

We cannot hope to be entirely freed from Temporary certificates. Certifie&tod 
teachers cannot be obtained for all the colored schools. The trustees failed to 
secure teachers in a few other schools, but, that they should not b# entirely closed, 
Temporary certificates were issued for a short time. The average salary is $339.84. 
Some complain that so much has to be paid for salaries. It should be remembered 
that the cost of gaining a certificate is yearly increasing as well as are other necessaiy 
expenses and unless persons receive a proper remuneration, they are not likely to 
remain at the work. How many mechanics will labor for $400 a year and furnish 
themselves ? Until teachers are properly paid, the best talent cannot be kept in tha 
profession ; the great bulk of the schools will be in the hands of beginners and this 
of necessity means loss of teaching power and loss in expenditure of money. 


IV — ATTENDANCE. 


The number of pupils enrolled was 5,066, the average attendance 2,2S9 or 44 
cent. 517 pupils attended less than 20 days, 833 between 20 and 50 days, 1,262 between 
51 and 100 days, 1,089 between 101 and 150 days, 1,213 between 151 and 200 days, 
while only 152 attended between 201 days and the whole year. ‘ The number between 
7 and 13 years, who attended less thamllO days, was 1,071, while 71. didjnot attend 


school. The compulsory attendance clauses of the law are a dead letter. I know of 
only one school in which the trustees took action to compel attendance. The compul- 
sory clause will have to be enforced against the Trustees, unless they move in this 
matter. I can but repeat a former recommendation that the Trustees unite and ap- 
point some person in a township to look after the delinquents. The salary of such an 
officer would be a mere bagatelle of the amount now lost through irregular attendance.

The prescribed programme of studies is followed in all the schools, with one ex- 
ception, and the teacher of this one must comply with it or be suspended. But few 
i schools have fifth classes, for they cannot be conducted in a Public School of one de- 
partment without loss to the junior pupils. 

VI — ENTRANCE EXAMINATIONS. 


Two entrance to High School examinations were held at Kingsville, at which 49 
t&ndidates were successful. These examinations are doing much to increase efficiency 
in the Fourth classes. 


VII — TEACHERS’ ASSOCIATION. 

The Teachers’ Association continues to hold its semi-annual meetings with much 
profit. It has a large library of professional and other books, which is not UBed as 
mich as desirable. The funds granted by the Government and the County are mai- 
led in a careful and economical manner. 


j The discipline practiced in the schools seems to be good. Cases of undue harsh - 
' ness by the teacher are almost entirely unknown. The deportment of the pupils, as 
r far as I can see from my intercourse with the schools, is repsectful and becoming, and 
[ mutual good feelings seems generally to exist between teachers and pupils. 


The principal hindrances to progress are irregularity ’ of attendance, change of 
teachers, and lack of manifested interest by parents and trustees. If school officer* 
and parents would visit the schools more, an increased impetus to work well would 
be given to the pupils and the teachers.

To the Warden, Reeves and Deputy Reeves of the County of Essex, in Council 

assembled :~ 

Gentlemen, — It affords me great pleasure to submit to you the following report, 
on the condition of the Public Schools in North Essex for the year 1883 : — 

Our schools are progressing steadily in spite of a serious drawback in the shape ol 
irregular attendance, caused by the selfish negligence of some parents, who keep their 
children at home, the boys to work on the farm and the girls to braid straw. In 
several schools there are but one or two girls above ten years of age ; their parenti 
keep them at home during the very time when it would be most profitable for them 
to attend.' 

Table A, which follows, will show as near as could be ascertained (1) the school 
population of North Essex from the age of 5 to 16 years (2) the number of pupils of 
that age who have attended school ; (3) the number of pupils from the age of 7 to 13, 
who have attended the school less than the 110 days required by law ; (4) the number 
who did not attend at all, and (5) the average attendance of each township, town and 
village, which average, as you will see, is larger during the last term of 1883 by 215, 
than it was during the corresponding term of 1882. 

Table B, which also follows, will show you the amount of money which has bees 
expended for school purposes in each township of North Essex : —

I .am pleased to be able to state that the School Trustees of Section No.7, Roches- 
ter, have, last year, built one of the finest school houses in the rural districts of North 
Essex ; also that the population of Section No. 3, Sandwich West, have increased so 
much lately, the trustees have built a seeond school house. This section has now two 
very good schools, one for the English-speaking portion of the population, the other 
for the French, and I am happy to be able to testify to the good feeling existing 
between the ratepayers of this section, and to their liberality in the cause of Educa- 
tion. 

The promotion examinations, which were held throughout the schools of North 
Essex last December, had a very good effect both on teachers and pupils. The former 
worked with greater energy to advance their scholars, whilst these were anxious to 
be promoted into higher classes and worked accordingly. I intend continuing to hold 
similar promotion examinations at least yearly. 

The teachers of North Essex held their annual convention last October at Essex 
Centre. They were joined by the teachers of South Essex, and this served to make 
the convention the best that has yet been held. Dr. McLellan, Inspector of High 
Schools, and one of our foremost educationists, delivered several very interesting and 
instructive lectures at the convention. His presence contributed largely to the success 
| of the meeting. Another good effect of this general convention was the opportunity 
1 afforded ~to the teachers of the county, belonging, as they do, to different nationalties 
and creeds, of becoming acquainted with one another, and binding more firmly those 
ties of good feeling, which should exist among all those who are engaged in the same 
noble work, and which assist in removing those national and religious prejudices, so 
detrimental to the success of any good work. 

The four local conventions held this spring, two English and two French, were 
well attended and very successful. The best methods of teaching were as usual fully 
discussed. I am happy to say that all the schools in North Essex are making pro- 
gress, and I do not hesitate to attribute it to the continued success of our conventions. 
Seven or eight years ago we had hardly a half dozen|teachers holding second-class Provin- 
cial certificates. This year we have no less than 16 holding such certificates, and a 
teacher holding a first-class Provincial certificate, Grade A. The remainder of our 
staff hold third-class certificates. 

Ton are, no doubt, aware that for a number of years past we had but a limited 
number of candidates for Teachers’ Examinations, causing a scarcity of qualified 
teachers in Essex ; bat things seems to have changed for the better. Our High School 
in Windsor, which is so ably managed, will send 29 candidates to the approaching 
July examinations, and 32 others, including those who intend renewing their 3rd class 
certificates, are coming, up from the county making a total of filTcandidates. Thi9 is 
1 certainly very satisfactory. 

I am glad to be able to mention that our young French candidates who in the 
past had such difficulties to overcome in preparing themselves for examination in a 
language which is not their own, are fast gaing ground. Quite a number are now 
attending the High School, and endeavoring to qualify themselves in English as well 
as in French. 

Thanking you, gentlemen, for the kind and hearty encouragement in the cause of 
Education, which I have invariably met at your hands.

bute to the enlargement of the present gaol and as to what they would offer to remove 
the County seat to that town, and whether they would provide suitable County build- 
ings, presented their report, which was read.

APPENDIX A. 

To the Warden, Reeves and Deputy-Reeves of the County of Essex, in Council As- 
sembled. 

Gentlemen,— Your Special Committee appointed at the June session to interview 
the Municipal Councils of Windsor and of Essex Centre as well as the Provincial 
Government, on account of the demands made by the Inspector of Prisons for a large 
expenditure on the present County gaol, and in reference to the agitation that sprung 
up, in consequence of these demands, for a change in the site of the County Seat with 
a view to the permanent location of the County buildings, beg leave to report. 

That on Tuesday, the 28th of August, they met at Windsor in the Town Hall, a 
committee of the Council of that Town, composed of Mayor Cleary, and Messrs. J. 
Bell, Ellis and Bourke, when, after your Committee had explained the position in 
which the County was placed by the demands of the Government Gaol Inspector and 
the agitation for a change in the County Seat, the Mayor of Windsor read a resolution 
of the Town Council, offering to the County a sum of $25,000 on condition that Wind- 
sor should become the County Seat, that a new Court House should be built there and 
all the County offices removed thereto. This sum of $25,000 going towards purchasing 
t. a suitable site, probably on “ Ouellette Avenue,” estimated at $10,000 to #12,000, 
and the balance towards the erection of a County building which would contain rooms 
for a Town Hall and offices for the Town of Windsor as well as the Court House and 
offices for the County. It being understood that the County gaol should remain at 
Sandwich, and the buildings there to be remodeled at the County’s expense. 

The same evening your Committee met, at Essex Centre, the Reeve and Council of 
that village as well as a number of the most prominent citizens, when Reeve Brien 
offered, on behalf of the village, a site from two to four acres, on gravelly soil, and a 
bonus of $10,000 towards the erection at Essex Centre of the permanent County build- 
ings, comprising Court House, gaol and offices, and further intimated that if the village 
could get a little time (say three years) to issue their debentures, the bonus would 
probably be raised to $20,000, as it would improve and become better able to guaran- 
tee and pay a larger amount. 

On Wednesday, 27th of August, your Committee inspected several sites at Essex 
Centre, all eligible for the construction of the County buildings. 

After the interviews referred to, your Committee have unanimously come to the 
conclusion, that considering the large amount required by the Gaol Inspector to be 
spent at Sandwich, and in view of the agitation for removing the County Seat, it 
would be advisable if the Council requested the different municipalities to take', at the 
next January Municipal Elections, a vote of the people to ascertain their views on the 
following questions : 

1st. Whether it is well to spend now $15,000 on the Sandwich gaol. 

2nd. Whether it is best to accept the offer of the Town of Windsor, and build 
mere a Court House and offices, leaving the gaol at Sandwich, which your Committee 
estimates would involve an additional expenditure of #40,000 to be borne by the 
County. 


3rd. Whether it is more desirable to abstain from spending any more money at 
Sandwich and undertake the locating of the County Seat at Essex Centre, which would 
involve an expenditure over and above the sum offered by Essex Centre of $60,000, as 
estimated by your Committee, which amount would further be decreased by whatever 
can be obtained from the present buildings. 

Your Special Committee, to complete the mission which you had entrusted to 
them, next requested Wm. D. Balfour, Esq., M. P. P. for South Essex, to make an 
appointment and obtain an interview for them with Hon. Oliver Mowat, Premier 
of the Province, and his colleagues of the Government, in order that they might, on 
your behalf, lay the case of the County respecting the demands of the Gaol Inspector 
and the agitation for a removal of the County Seat before them. This interview took 
place on Tuesday, 21st inst., at Toronto, when your Committee pleaded the case of the 
County to the best of their ability, and were received and listened to by those mem- 
bers of the Government present with affability and unmistakable good will. They 
urged on the Government that our gaol was, a few years ago, pronounced sufficient and 
Becond to none in the Province by their own Inspector ; that the present demands for 
a large expenditure were occasioned by the influx of large numbers of foreign crimi- 
nals, and by the proximity of the largeCity of Detroit, and that, in having to take charge 
of these foreigners, we were performing a Provincial function, and, therefore, this 
County, exceptionally situated, should get exceptional aid from the Province. They 
reminded the Government of the fact that Essex had always paid up its indebtedness 
to the Municipal Loan Fund, whereas numerous other counties had been in financial 
difficulties and had obtained from the Province the remittance of their arrears. Your 
Committee also informed the Government of the inconvenience and additional expense 
of having offices provided for in the Court House and buildings attached to it at Sand- 
wich for the County Judge, Crown Attorney and Clerk of the Peace, who had their 
chambers and offices at Windsor at the expense of the County, and that other officials 
were insisting also to remove to Windsor, outside of the County Seat. They requested 
that the enforcing of the alterations claimed by the Gaol Inspector might be delayed 
until such time as the people decide whether it is best to expend at Sandwich the 
sum required or change the County Seat to Windsor or Essex Centre, and build new 
and complete County buildings in view of a permanent settlement of the question. 
They asked for a Government assurance that the necessary proclamation will he 
issued in due time to change the County Seat, if the people of-the County showed by 
their votes that they are in favor of such change. Your committee further urged the 
reinforcing the Detroit River Frontier Police, and answered all the questions put .;to 
them in reference to the advisability of locating the County buildings in the centre 
of the County, and with regard to the offers made to the County by the corporations 
of Windsor and Essex Centre. They also informed the Government of the agitation in 
Leamington regarding the division of the County in two, which they considered a costly 
and ill-advised proposition, whicb would spoil the finest and most homogeneous County 
in the Province. The members of the Government present appeared satisfied with the 
bearing and explanations of your Committee and promised to consider the various 
questions and send a communication in time for your special session.' They hope 
their visit to Toronto will prove useful to the County, and, in conclusion, beg to urge 
on the Council their proposition to leave the whole matter in the hands of the people. 
It is a question of heavy expenditure, and the people will, in any case, be called upon 
to foot the bill ; therefore, your Committee insists that the ratepayers should decide 
it by their votes.

1 We went and examined said bridge without delay, and found it in a very danger- 
oils condition and were obliged to let some repairs to be done to it immediately, to pre- 
i vent further accidents occurring. We decided that it was necessary to rebuild it as 
soon as possible, and advertised for tenders for the work at once. We were of opinion 
that a great saving in the cost of construction would be made if the work was let to be 
paid foras soon as completed. We undertook to guarantee such payment, and as a con- 
sequence we are satisfied that the bridge was built for twenty-five percent, less money 
than it otherwise would have cost. 

Your committee received a number of tenders for the work, varying in amount 
from |370 to $303. We accepted the lowest tender, to which we afterwards added $7, 
for extra work in raising and grading up the wings and approaches to the bridge, as 
,we had decided to raise the top of the bridge higher than required by the specifi- 
cations. 

The work is completed and accepted by your Committee.

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APPENDIX C. 


To the Warden and Beeves of the North and South Biding of the County of Essex 
in Council assembled : 

Gentlemen— I beg respectfully to submit to your honorable body, as gaol surgeon, the 
following remarks, for the better sanitary condition of the prisoners under my 
charge. ' 

1 The heating apparatus, now in use, is far from giving satisfaction, and not suffici- 
ent' in warming the different wards. Eor the last three weeks during the severe 
cold weather, prisoners have complained of cold, not only were they uncomfortable 
but some have really suffered from the confinement in the ward where the 
thermometer indicates only 55° of beat on an average in the lower end of 
each ward, and the furnaces burning at their utmost capacity. 

2. The privy-vault in the first ward requires cleaning, as a bad smell and sewer 
gas have been escaping largely from it for the last few months, Ihe seat, water-, 
trap and its surroundings have been cleaned of late and plenty of disinfectant, 
used, such as chloride of lime and sulphate of iron, in order to prevent the evil, 
but by careful examination the vault contains about two feet of filth, which 
should be removed at intervals, as the mouth of the sewer is not on a level with 
the bottom of the vault. 

3 Another source of complaint is in the female department. I emale prisoners, 
when admitted, are stripped of their clothes and sent to be washed which are gener- 
ally in rags, they are then supplied with the goal clothing furnished to women, thebe 
garments being very thin, the females object to them as unfit to wear m cold 
weather and seem to suffer for want of warmer clothing. I would respectfully 
suggest that the gaol committee look into the matter by having an interview with the 
matron, who can better explain their wants and see if their complaints should be en- 
tertained. 

During the closing year a new staff of gaol officials has been appointed. Ihe 
change has been beneficial. The gaoler and his assistants are active, in- 
telligent and well aware of their important duties. The matron keeps her de- 
partment strictly clean and meals are well prepared and punctually served. 

Harmony and good will prevail amongst all the gaol officials and with these few 
defects remedied the Essex county gaol is second to none m the 1 rovmce, as re- 
gards discipline, cleanliness and sanitary condition. -

To the Warden, Reeve and Deputy Reeves of tlio County of Essex, in Council 
assembled : 

Gentlemen — Your Special Committee appointed to consider tlie changes and alter- 
rations required in the gaol and court house, bog leave to report that they have 
consulted Mr. Lloyd, the architect, who submitted a plan which was considered by 
your committee more then sufficient to meet all the requirements for many years to 
come, if your council decides at the next session to make any improvements to our 
gaol. 

f 

In the meantime, your committee are of opinion that the Government of 
the Province ought to be communicated with in regard to alterations and improve- 
ments which do not appear very imperative to vonr committee, as the present 
gaol is in first-rate condition and has proved quite sufficient for all the prisoners 
for the last nine months. 

Your committee begs to remind the council that last year a Special Committee, 
composed of the Warden, C.G. Fox and Messrs. Plant and Coste, proceeded to Toron- 
to and interviewed the Provincial Government to urge the claims of this county, as 
a frontier county exceptionally situated, to some provincial aid in case the govern- 
ment insisted that our present gaol must he enlarged to accommodate a greater num- 
ber of the foreign criminals who flock to our county from the neighboring city of De- 
troit. At that interview, .it. was understood that the Government would consid- 
er the claims of the county as laid before them by your Special Committee, and 
that a communication from the government would be sent to your council. 

That so far the government has not sent any communication, no doubt, because they 
were waiting to hear of the result of the informal vote or expression of the opinion of 
the people of the county, as to the permanent location of the county buildings. That now, 
that the people have decided by a large majority to leave the county buildings at 
Sandwich,, it would be proper to call the attention of the government to that fact, 
and to ask them that in case they insist on the enlargement of the gaol, this coun- 
tyexpects that they will carefully consider the reasons and arguments laid before 
them for Provincial aid. 

That your committee is of opinion that as far as the population and importance of 
this county goes, our present gaol is more than sufficient for all our requirements, 
and might only occasionally be over-crowded in case a great number of foreign crimi- 
nals are again sent to it, at one time, as was the case last winter. 


Therefore, your committee would suggest that a copy of this report be sent to the 
Ontario government in hopes that the alterations to our gaol will not bo enforced as 
they are not at all urgent, and because our people are heavily taxed already, and that 
in case they insist on some alterations, they will only request those that are in their 
opinion imperative, and that in that case they will grant material and substantial 
assistance. 

Your committee recommends that your council empower them to meet 
to consider any communication from the government, or to interview the Inspec- 
tor if he should be sent to them, and that they will report at the next June session 
of this council what steps to take in the matter.

A By-law to raise certain monies for the improvement of certain roads and bridges 

in the County of Essex. 

Passed January Rlst, 1885. 

Whereas it is expedient to raise monies for the improvement of certain roads and 
bridges in the County of Essex. 

Be it therefore enacted by the Council of the corporation of the County of Essex, 
and it is hereby enacted that their shall be raised, levied. and collected a rate of one 
mill in tire dollar, amounting to the sum of 558,395, upon the whole rateable piroperty 
in the County of Essex in the equalization of last year, in addition to all other rates 
and assessments imposed for the improvement of certain roads and bridges in the 
Comity of Essex. 

Be it further enacted that the said sum of $8,395, shall be expended as set forth 
m the schedule, hereinunder written, which schedule shall form part of this By-law. 

And be it further enacted that the whole work to he done am] performed as afore- 
said shall be given out by contract by public competition or in such other manner as 
to the commissioner or commissioners duly appointed to superintend the same, 
may seem best, on or before the first day of October next, and should any one of the 
said commissioners fail to be present at the time appointed for the lotting of the 
work, then any ono of the commissioners may proceed to the letting of the same. 

And be it further enacted that contracts entered into for the performance of the 
work to be done under tiie provisions of this By-law shall be signed by the commis- 
sioner or commissioners letting the same, on behalf of County corporation, and that 
all sums be paid by the Treasurer of the County upon a certificate being produced 
from the said commissioner or commissioners letting the same, of the work having 
been performed according to contract. ! 

, ana be it further enacted that the several commissioners soappointed sliallreceive 
tour per cent, upon all contracts into by them under the provisions of this By-law. 

And be it further enacted that the said several commissioners be, and they are here- 
by required to send a report of the manner in which the respective appropriations for 



the several municipalities for which they are commissioners respectively, have best 
expended to the County work not later than the 21st day of December next. 

And be it further enacted that out of the appropriation made for the townships of 
Sandwich West and Anderdon the sum of $300, or so much of this sum as necessary 
will be expended by the commissioners for these two townships on the bridge over 
the River Canard, which is built on the dividing line between the said townships, this 
sum of $300 or so much as necessary to be added to the $100 voted by this Council 
out of the general funds of the County for the purpose to putting said bridge in a 
thorough state of repairs. 

Be it further enacted that the appointment of the said commissioners shall cease 
and expire on the 31st day of December next, and they shall be paid only for the 
amount expended by them.

Inspector ]VEaXWeH’s Report. 


To the Municipal Council of Essex County : — 

Gkntleksn, — I have the honor to submit for your consideration the following 
report on each school in South Essex : — 

MERSEA TOWNSHIP. 

S. S. No. 1. 

A frame school house, without cloak-rooms, having bad seats and desks, vyhich 
are all loose on the floor, insufficient black-board and a poor supply of maps. It is 
well lighted, fairly well heated, but improperly ventilated. It is not kept as clean as 
it should be. The school yard, which is altogether too small, is generally in a very 
untidy state ; the fence is generally more Or less broken down, and the outbuildings 
in a bad condition. There is no well. The attendance iB large but irregular, and 
consequently there is poor progress. Many of the people in the section seem to be 
indifferent in school matters. 

8. 8. No. 2. 

A commodious frame school house, without cloak rooms, but well seated and 
lighted and fairly well heated and ventilated ; provided with good blackboard and 
maps.and a very poor class-room. The school yard is too small for the number of 
pupils, is fairly well fenced ; out-buildings unscreened, and not well kept. There are 
two or three graves that should be removed. There is no well. The attendance is 
generally large, but, with the number of children in the section, should be large enough 
to keep two teaohers constantly employed. The progress is fairly satisfactory. 

8. 8. No. 3. 

An inferior brick school house with two rooms, but without cloak rooms ; only 
one room is seated, and that very badly ; bad blackboard, good maps, fairly well 
lighted and heated, but badly ventilated. The Bchool yard is sufficiently large, but 
disgraoefully fenoed; the out-buildings unscreened and badly kept. The whole premi- 
ses are much beneath the dignity of such a large, wealthy seotion. Although the at- 
tendance is rather irregular, but large enough to require two teachers, yet the trus- 
tees have not complied with my request to appoint an assistant. The progress has 
not been satisfactory, although the teacher has done his best. 

8. 8. No. 4. 

A brick building, which has not for some time been adequate to the requirements 
of the section. It is intended to erect a new one during the year. The attendance, 
although irregular, is too large for one teacher. The teaching is good and the pro- 
gress' quite satisfactory, under the circumstances. The school yard is of medium 
size, well fenoed, provided with a well and pump, and is generally tidy, but the out- 
buildings are very bad. 

8. 8. No. 5. 

A frame school house, without cloak rooms, well seated and lighted, fairly well 
heated, but badly ventilated ; blackboard poor and insufficient in quantity ; maps 
bad. The school yard, which is quite too small, is only partially fenced, and needs 
surface-draining. It is provided with a well and pump. The out-buildings are 
unscreened. The attendance is generally good. The teaching and discipline are 
improved this year. , 

8.8. No. 6. 

A log school house, too small ; badly heated, lighted, ventilated and furnished. 
It is intended to erect a new building this year. Attendance- generally good, teach- 
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ing good, progress satisfactory. There is a minimum of school yard, unfenced; 
without a well ; out-buildings poor and unscreened. 

S. S. No. 7. 

A new frame school house, without cloak rooms, well lighted, fairly well heated 
and ventilated, well seated, good blackboard, but only middling maps. The school 
yard is of medium size, well fenced, provided with a well and pump. Out-buildings 
unscreened. The attendance has increased rapidly during the last two years, so that 
an assistant is now needed for a portion of the year. Previous to last year, the teach- 
ing and progress were far from being satisfactory. 

S. S. No. 8. 

A frame school house, without cloak rooms, well lighted, fairly well heated, 
badly ventilated, poorly seated, good blackboard and maps. The school yard is of 
medium size, well fenced. Out-houses good but unscreened. Surface needs draining. 
Attendance small ; teaching and progress, last year, bad, but much improved this 
year. 

S. 8. No. 10. 

A frame school house, with inferior seats and desks, well lighted, fairly well 
heated, poorly ventilated, poor black-board and good maps. The school yard is of 
medium size, with the fence in poor condition, without a well, out-houses unscreened 
and in poor condition. Attendance small and irregular ; teaching and progress 
fairly good. 

8. 8. No. S. W. 

A frame school house, without cloak room ; with good seats and desks, well 
lighted, fairly well heated, poorly ventilated, insufficient and inferior blackboard 
and maps. The school yard is of medium size, poorly fenced, generally tidy ; out- 
buildings screened ; no well. Attendance is average ; teaching and progress inferior. 

8. 8. No. P. P. 

A frame school house, poorly lighted and heated, badly ventilated, very badly 
seated, bad blackboards and maps. The school yard is a common, in the state of 
nature ; no well, bad out-houses. The entire premises are hardly fit for school pur- 
poses. The section is very small and poor, and can hardly sustain school for six 
months in the year. The Township Council ought to grant it some aid. 


GOSFIELD TOWNSHIP. 

8. 8. No. 1.— (Section.) 

Stone school house, well lighted, fairly well heated, poorly ventilated and seated ; 
good but insufficient blackboard ; good maps ; without cloak rooms. The school yard 
is on the side of a hill and unsuited for a school site ; is well fenced ; without a well ; 
out-buildings bad and unscreened. Attendance fairly good ; teaching, discipline and 
progress have improved during this year (1885). 

8. 8. No. 3.— (Albertville.) 

Small frame school house, without cloak rooms ; well lighted, fairly well heated, 
poorly ventilated, very inferior seats and desks, bad blackboard and maps. A new 
building is needed. The school yard has been enlarged ; is badly fenced ; without a 
well ; out buildings poor and unscreened. Attendance average and fairly regular; 
teaching, discipline and progress good. 

8. 8. No. 4. — (Ruthven.) 

A commodious brick building, with cloak room, basement for the storage of fuel, 
large class room with gallery seating, library room ; main school room large, well 
seated ; whole building well lighted and ventilated ; heated by hot air furnace ; good 
blackboard and maps. — The best school house in the county. The school yard is 
large, well fenced ; out-buildings good ; well and pump ; quite a number of shade 
trees planted. The attendance is large and fairly regular, but there is too much work 
for one teacher ; teaching and progress good, but order might be better. 


S. S. No. 5.— (Olinda.) 

Large brick school house, without cloak room, well lighted, fairly well heated, 
poorly ventilated, fairly good blackboards, inferior maps, seats and desks. The 
school yard is of good size, well fenced ; has a well and pump ; out-buildings poor 
and unscreened. Attendance too large for one teacher ; discipline fairly good, but 
there is too much petting ; teaching middling, progress not satisfactory, especially in 
the Fourth Class. This section has a comfortable residence for a teacher. 

S. S. No. G— (Irwin’s.) i 

Frame school house, with cloak room, well lighted, fairly well heated, not well 
ventilated, inferior seats and desks, insufficient but good blackboards, poor mapa. 
The school yard is too small, is fairly well fenced, has a well and pump ; out-build- 
ings unscreened. Attendance irregular, discipline good, teaching and progress fair. 

S. S. No. 7.— (Cottam.) 

Brick school house, without cloak room : too small for the section ; well lighted, 
fairly well heated, badly ventilated, bad seats and desks, middling blackboard and l 
maps. The school yard is of medium size, well fenced ; has a well and pump ; out- I 
houses unscreened. Attendance large, but many in the section either do not attend \ 
school or are very irregular in attendance. Teaching, discipline and progress were 
inferior during last year, but are now satisfactory. ' '

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Since my appointment in July ,1878, as Inspector for South Essex, hew school houses 
have been erected as follows : — Briok — Gosfield, No. 4; Colchester South, Nos. 2, 6, 9 
and Essex Centre; Frame — Mersea, 2, 7 ; Gosfield 6; Colchester South, Nos. 4, 11; 
Colchester North, Nos. 1,5; Anderdon No. 8. 

All the school rooms except that of Ruthven are heated by stoves, nearly all of 
which are unprotected and without provision for introducing fresh air to be heated 
and distributed through the room. Only by the introduction of pure air can bad air 
be expelled from a room. Before it is distributed through the room it should 
be heated. Many serious colds, which lay the foundation for other diseases, are con- 
tracted by cold currents of air, such as enter through windows, striking On the head or 
chest. The only method employed for ventilating nearly all the school houses is by 
lifting the windows from the bottom or by opening the door.' Especially in the erec- 
tion of new buildings, due attention should be given to this matter. 

Very few of the school house floors are washed more than once a year. I cannot 
understand why people can endure that their children shall, during the greater por- 
tion of their daylight, be obliged to stay in a room, in which they themselves would not 
stay. A school house ought, in view of health, to be kept as clean as a dwelling house. 
There is no excuse for its not being so kept. 


It is to be hoped Trustees will give more attention to the enforcement Of the “com- 
pulsory attendance” law. There are far too many children who, for some trivial 
cause, are allowed to remain at home. Their absence causes no diminution in the 
expenses of the school but it hinders the work in general and thus injures the com- 
munity. When expense is incurred for the benefit of these persons they should be 
compelled to participate therein. In a former report I suggested that several contig- 
uous sections should combine and employ some person to attend to the 
matter and thus save the unpleasantness that might arise between neighbors. Only 
one section, so far as I know, took any action. Unless the matter is attended to there 
may be a withholding of the school grants. 

The Hon. the Minister of Education appointed a day, to be known as “Akbob Day,” 
for the beautifying of school grounds by planting trees, &c. I cannot, at present, re- 
port to you to what extent it was observed throughout the County, but I have reason 
to believe it was generally observed. Much remains to be done in rendering school 
premises attractive. If the day was generally observed throughout the Province, one 
day each year will be set apart for a similar purpose. 

This report is already too lengthy to give yon statistics showing the status of the 
schools in 1884 as compared with 1883. I can, however, say that in general they have 
improved. A few cases of back-sliding have occurred. It is a mistake to allow 
a good teacher to leave a school for the sake of $25 or $50. In teaching, as in every- 
thing else, the cheap article is dear in the end. 

Nearly all the teachers, even those who failed, have endeavored to discharge 
duties faithfully and to the best Of their ability. ... ^ 

In view of the inequality in school taxation I respectfully suggest that the Town- 
ship Councils should take advantage of the present law and levy on the whole town- 
ship such a sum as will pay to each section the sum of $100, the balance required “By 
each Trustee Board being levied on the respective sections.

APPENDIX E. 

Inspector Qirardot’s Report. 


i To the Warden, Reeves and Deputy Reeves of the County of Essex, in Council 
assembled : 

Gentlemen, — I have the honor to submit to you the following report on the Public 
Schools of North Essex, for 1884 : — 

Though the supply of legally qualified teachers, for the schools in which both 
French and English are taught, has so far been insufficient, the majority of those 
temporarily qualified were good scholars and quite successful as teachers. 

f Temporary certificates can be granted only with the consent of the Minister of 
Education, and this consent is obtained only when the supply of regularly qualified 
teachers is shown to be insufficient. As there are plenty of qualified English teach- 
ers, we experience no difficulty in supplying our purely English schools with teachers. 
But the difficulty is to provide teachers knowing both English and French, for the 
schools among our French Canadian population. Such teachers cannot be obtained 
from other counties, but must be formed here. 1 am glad to say that those of our 
young French Canadians, who aspire to the profession of teaching, and who have 
experienced great difficulties in preparing themselves for examination in a language 
which is not their own, have greatly improved by attending our High School. I am 
much pleased to be able to inform you that the number of French Canadians at- 
v tending this well-conducted High School is increasing every year, and that twenty 
of them have sent in their applications as candidates to the July teachers’ examina- 
tion. This gives us reason to hope that, in a very short time, we shall have a suffic- 
ient supply of qualified teachers, and that we shall not be obliged to grant any more 
permits. 

In order to make this report as clear as possible, I have added tabulated state- 
ments, A and B, as follows : Table A showing the amount of money collected and 
expended in each Township of my Inspectorate ; table B, the number of pupils who 
, have attended school, the average attendance, Ac. : —

The Town of Sandwich, which, in regard to school matters, is under my super- 
vision, is not included in the above. 

It is to be regretted that so little effort is being made to organize school libraries, 
although, undoubtedly, a good school library is the missing link in our school sys- 
tem. A good library, filled with good books, in every school section, would greatly 
aid in the advancement of our people, as well in the knowledge of sciences as of 
morals. I am happy to be able to say that we have several school sections with 
libraries. School No. 4, Sandwich East, has a fino library, which was secured 
through the zeal and energy of the teacher, Mr. John Dugal, assisted by the good 
citizens of that section. Both the English and French schools of Sandwich have 
also good libraries, thanks to the generosity of the school trustees and the energy of 
the teachers. It is to be hoped, now that our rural sections are fairly well provided 
with good school houses, and with school requisites in general, they will next estab- 
lish good libraries. 

The four Local Conventions held this spring were again very successful. In 
these Conventions six different lessons were taught to pupils in the forenoon, by 
selected teachers, in the presence of their confreres, and in the afternoons the best 
methods of teaching the subjects taught in the forenoon were discussed by all the 
teachers. It is to be regretted that a few of our teachers are careless about attending 
these conventions, although they know very well that thpy are obliged to be present, 
according to law. I certainly cannot recommend teachers who show such little inter- 
est in their work, to any Board of school trustees. Our General Conventions, at 
which the best methods of teaching are lectured upon and discussed, are also doing 
a great peal of good. Our worthy Minister of Education, the Hon. G. W. Boss, 
attaches so much importance to these conventions throughout the Province, that he 
has appointed Dr. McLellan to the position of Director of Conventions. This gentle- 
man is so well known for his zeal, ability, and for the good he has done the cause of 
Education in the Province, that we should congratulate ourselves on his appoint- 
ment. No doubt that his presence at our conventions will prove of great benefit. 

The Promotion Examinations, which have been held throughout North Essex, 
have also greatly aided in advancing the interests of education. So far the expenses 
in connection with these examinations have been defrayed by the Teachers’ Associa- 
tion fund, but, since the grant to this Association is to be considerably reduced, 
according to the last amendments to the school law, I do not see how we can go on 
holding these Promotion Examinations if your honorable body does not, on its part, 
continue the same grant. 

In those schools, where monthly examinations are held and monthly reports 
given, as it is done in the best schools of Ontario, the progress is remarkable. I am 
doing all I can to have this system adopted in all the schools. 

Irregular attendance and the too frequent change of teachers still continue to be 
the great drawback in a good many of our rural school sections ; in others, however, 
I found so many pupils during my last visit that I had to advise the trustees to etc 
gage monitors. ■ 
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“Arbor Day,” inaugurated this year, was very well observed. In many school 
yards, a good number of shade trees were planted. I do not doubt that before long 
all our school yards will be ornamented with shade trees and flower beds. Pleasant 
surroundings, within and without the school house, contribute greatly to elevate the 
taste of the pupils. 

Before closing my report, I think it is my duty, gentlemen, to inform you that a 
large number of pupils from different parts of the county have been attending the 
Windsor High School, free of charge. As the town of Windsor does not receive any 
support for. the High School from the county, I think we owe a debt of gratitude to 
the Board of School Trustees, of the town of Windsor, for their liberality in educat- 
ing outsiders, and preparing them for professional examinations, gratuitously. 

Whilst humbly submitting the preceding report to your consideration,! also wish 
to thank you for your continued generous support in the cause of education.

Gentlemen, — Your Road and Bridge Committee, to whom were referred several 
petitions and communications, as well as demands of grants for bridges, beg leave to 
report : — 

1. That they have considered the prayer of the petition of John Holden and many 
others of the south part of the Township of Sandwich East, asking that the road 
in rear of the Talbot Road South, within the Township of Sandwich East, be as- 
sumed as a county road ; that, while, on principle, your committee is of opinion 
that there are already too many roads assumed in the county, yet in this case the 
south part of Sandwich East appears to be entitled to it, as all the assumed 
county roads are situated north of the Talbot Road, therefore your committee 
recommends that the road aforesaid be assumed conformably to the prayer of 
the petition, 

2. In reference to the special grant asked for on the North Cedar Creek bridge} 
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on the townline of Colchester South and Gosfield, your committee recommend that a 
sum of #300 be granted out of the general funds of the county, on condition that the 
two municipalities interested complete the bridge properly. 

3. In reference to the special grant asked for the Conklin bridge at Kingsville, your 
committee recommend that #150 be granted for that bridge out of the general lunch 
of this county, provided the village complete it properly. 

4. As to the special grant asked out of the general funds for a new bridge to be built 
at Belle Biver, on the side line between lots 12 and 13, 1st concession, Maidstone and 
Bochester, your committee recommend a grant of #300, on condition that the two 
townships expend the balance necessary to build a first-class bridge, with a solid 
embankment on each side. 

About the duties of the Inspector of Toll Boads, under the present state of the law 
the Inspector is not commissioned to inspect the roads personally, but to receive the 
reports of the different companies, and to report to the Council thereon. Your com- 
mittee is not, at present, prepared to recommend that a paid Inspector should be 
sent around the county, to ascertain, personally, the Btate of the toll roads.

Report of Special Building Committee. 


To the Warden, Beeves and Deputy Beeves of the County of Essex, in Council 

' assembled: 

Gentlemen, — Your special committee appointed at the last session to consider the 
changes and alterations proposed to be made to the Gaol and Court House, to meet as 
near as it is expedient and necessary, the demands of the Government Gaol Inspec- 
tor, beg leave to report : — 

That they have not been called upon to consider any communication from the 
Government or from the Inspector, since the last session of the Council and that 
they feel that the alterations, although no doubt desirable, are not at the present 
tipie imperative, as the Gaol has been for the last year quite sufficient for the 
r quirements, very few criminals having been confined therein. While the crops or 
prices of produce have, been bad for several years, and while our people are already 
heavily taxed, your Committee feels that it would be wise to delay, for a time, 
any heavy expenditure and not to undertake any expensive alteration, until a 
clear understanding has been arrived at with the Government, as to what is ab- 
solutely required to make our Gaol quite sufficient for all emergencies. j 

Your committee have again considered the plans made by Mr. Lloyd and are of I 
opinion that they provide for everything that may be required, the only fault being 
the heavy expense, which will amount to over #10,000, and should not be, in fair play, 
borne totally by the County, as most of the improvements are suggested by the 
escapes of last year, of foreign criminals, who have been a very heavy burthen to 
this County. 

Your committee thinks that on account of our geographical position, we arc# cal led 
upon to enlarge our gaol, which is more than sufficient for the requirements of the 
population of our County and that, as we are performing a Provincial function, the 
Government should help us with the expense of the enlargement of the Gaol. 

Your committee would advise your Council to send a copy of this report to the 
Government, through the Provincial Secretary, with the copy of the plans of Mr. 
Lloyd, and ask them their opinion, as to the alterations proposed, and beg them to 
help this County to the extent of one-half of the amount required. 

When the Government has replied and we hope favorably, as your committee, who 
interviewed the Government, last year, were led to believe they would, then this Council 
could take the matter in hand and, by next year, be probably in a position to go on 
with the improvements. 

In the meantime, your Committee recommends that four cage iron doprs be made 
#nd put on the entrances of the four wards in addition to the now existing doors, jand 
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three ordinary iron doors be added to each of the outlets of the corridor of the 
Gaol. This wi}l secure the gaoler and turnkeys from any sudden effort of a pris- 
oner, to try and escape, when one of the doors is being opened, as there will always 
remain before him, one door which will be closed.

That the gaoler be supplied with sufficient paint' to cover the walls of two rooms 
in his/apartment^. 

That the turnkey’s room be supplied with a linoleum covering for the floor and 
good durable paper for the walls, w’hich he will have put on without expense to the 
county. 

That the tanks over the gaol be put in proper repair. 

That the cornice and eaves of the Court House be inspected and reported on at 
this session, if possible, as they appear to be in a very bad condition. 

That we find the gaol and surroundings very clean and orderly. 

That a soft-water cistern, 16 feet in diameter by 9 feet deep, for the use of the 
laundry, be made in the yard, said cistern to be lined with brick properly laid in 
water-lime cement.

APPENDIX K. 

SPECIAL REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE. 

To the Warden, Reeves and Deputy Reeves of the County of Essex in Council 
assembled : 

Gentlemen, — Y our Finance Committee to whom was referred the matter of the 
agreement which it would be proper to make with the Town of Windsor for the next 
five years after the expiration of the present agreement, which ends on the 31st of 
December, 1885, beg leave to report ' 

That they have carefully examined the Accounts for Criminal Justice and caused 
the County Treasurer and one of the auditors — Dr. Allworth — to supply them 
with an abstract statement of the receipts and expenditures under that head 
and of all the incidental expenses for Registry Office, repairs of the gaol and court 
house and, other expenses, which are occasioned by the administration of justice to 
the county. 

That they have taken into account the amount of the debt of the County and the 
assessment of the Town of Windsor for the lastfive years, as compared with the assess- 
ments of all the municipalities of the County and the equalization of assessments, 
and that they have come to the conclusion : — * . 

1st. That the Town of Windsor should continue to pay, for the next five years, not 
less than $500 a year towards the debt of the County. 

2nd. That in respect to criminal justice, the expenses have increased from 
$3,201.02 in 1880, (net amount paid after deducting the Government's share), to $8,342 
in 1884, showing the heavy progression which has taken place in the expenditure 
for criminal justice, since Windsor separated from the county. 

The average county expenditure for the last five years is over $6,000 a year. 
And your Committee are of opinion that, during the next five years, it would not be 
safe to estimate a lower yearly average than $7,000. 

To that your Committee thoughtproper to add the expenditure on the Registry 
Office, short-hand writer for the Courts and many other expenses which the county 
would not incur, but for the administration of justice, but which are charged to 
Municipal or other accounts, such as the Jury account, which is separate. 

Your committee have also taken into consideration the fact that Windsor sends 
to the County Gaol, a very large proportion of the criminal population, which has 
been estimated to be as much as 85 per cent.of the whole. 

Your committee, however, did not base the share they recommend you to ask from 
Windsor on that figure as it would not be fair to do so, because some of the prisoner* 
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Bent to the county gaol by the Windsor magistrate really come from some of the 
municipalities of the county, especially from the North Riding. Your committee 
have also considered the fact that Windsor keeps up a police force, which is, to some 
extent, useful to the county, although paid exclusively by the town. 

And, after looking into the whole case, and, being inspired by the earnest desire 
to act as fairly and liberally as possible with the Town of Windsor, while claiming 
a reasonable amount, your Committee begs leave to recommend that Windsor Bhould 
be asked not less than #1,600 per annum for its share of the administration of justice, 
&c., &c., for the next five years, and, in doing so, they believe they recommend a very 
acceptable amount for the town, considering its rapid growth in wealth, the large 
share of criminals it sends to our gaol and the enormous increase the county has 
to pay for the administration of justice. 

. Your committee begs further to recommend that in the by-law providing for an 
amicable agreement with Windsor, the town should be bound to pay its fairshare— 
say one-sixth of the whole expense which the County may have to incur shortly for 
the extension and enlargement of the gaol under the pressure of the Government 
Inspector. 

Your committee beg further to recommend that Dr. Allworth be paid for one day’s 
work in the Treasurer’s office in connection with this matter. j 

Your committee beg to recommend that the account claimed by Amherstburg, for 
burying a drowned man, amounting to |7, be paid.

Be it further enacted that the sum of one dollar and fifty cents be paid to each and 
every Grand and Petit Juror for each day’s attendance at any Court of Assize, Nisi

ten cents per mile, necessarily travelled by such Juror, from bis plac6 of residence to 
the Court House of the said County, according to the pay-list to be kejlt by the Sheriff 
of the County. • _ . 

And it is also enacted that the Sheriff of the County shall be entitled to receive the 
following sums, and no more, for the services performed by him under this By-law, 
namely : — 

For every pay-list the sum of one dollar. 

For checking the same, the sum of twenty-five cents, and for certifying and return- 
ing the same to the Treasurer of the County, the sum of one dollar. 

And it is further enacted that all sums payable under the sec'ond clause of the 
By-law, shall be paid by the Treasurer of the County, upon the certified pay-list of 
the Sheriff. 

And be it further enacted that the burthen of the several assessments above 
required, shall be apportioned amongst and borne by the several municipalities in 
the proportion or shares hereinafter mentioned, and the several sums set opposite to 
the name of each municipality in the schedule, shall form part of this. By-law, shall 
be raised, levied and collected thereon upon the whole ratable property in each, 
respectively, for the several rates for which they are designed, and shall be [paid ovet 
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into the hands of the County Treasurer, in the present year, to be, by him, applied 
for the several purposes mentioned in the By-law.

APPENDIX A. 

Report of the Auditors on Criminal Justice Accounts. 

To the Warden, Reeves, and Deputy-Reeves, of the County of Essex, in 
Council assembled : 

Gentlemen, — Under the provisions of Chap. 13, 47 Victoria, Ontario 
Statutes, the auditors of Criminal Justice accounts are required to make 
every year after the October audit, a report to the County Council of any 
irregularity in the accounts presented to them, or of any claim that may 
he made contrary to law, or of any matter which the auditors may con- 
sider ought to be brought under the notice of the council. 

The Auditors have pleasure in reporting that there is marked im- 
provement in the preparation of the last year’s accounts, as compared 
with former ones, and as the accounts of constables and county officers 
are principally payable by the Government, it is important that they 
should always be carefully drawn' up, with full information and partial 
lars as to persons summoned, arrested, tried and convicted, as well as 
the distance travelled and the place of arrest and trial ; and that each 
charge should be strictly according to the tariff. If accounts are not 
thus carefully prepared the Board of Audit must disallow them, because 
if they were passed and sent to the government in an incorrect or incom- 
plete form, they would surely be refused, and then the expense would 
fall on tire county. 

The accounts which your auditors have to examine are composed of 
a great variety of charges made by the different officers, under a tariff of 
over 250 items, and also inclu ies bills of merchants and tradesmen for 
supplies and work in connec ion with the jail. Your Honorable body 
will see that a thorough acquaintance with the tariff is required by the 
aiiditors, and they cannot do their work properly without a good deal of 
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pains and time. It. must be expected that unless the magistrates 
who certify to the accounts are very careful to see that they are properly 
drawn up, amounts will be claimed in excess of those allowed by 
law, and must be disallowed by the auditors. 

The principal irregularity found in the accounts of this year was 
noticed in the account of Constable James Smith, for the arrest of a 
person charged with stealing a hat at Sandwich. This person was taken 
before the Mayor of Sandwich, who, instead of committing the offender 
for trial , sentenced him to 21 days, thereby putting the whole expense 
on the county, whereas it would have been paid principally by the 
. government if the man had been sent for trial regularly. There is no 
doubt in the minds of your auditors that the Mayor of Sandwich had no 

authority to sentence this man. One of the accounts that your Board of 
Audit had to cut down was that of Wm. Leland, the grave-digger of the 
Windsor cemeterj', which amounted to $ 16, and according to the tariff 
had to be reduced to f 6. Mr. Leland claimed a sum for the ground in 
the cemetery, which the auditors had no authority to allow. 

Another charge which had to be disallowed was that of the Sheriff, 
amounting to $47, for the services of a number of persons who attempted 
to capture one Wilkinson who had escaped from jail while undergoing 
a sentence. The auditois felt that the county should not be held re- 
sponsible for this amount, and recommended the sheriff to send the 
account direct to the government. ' 

The Board of Audit has repeatedly been obliged to disallow expen- 
ses for-hiring teams to convey prisoners arrested, because the govern, 
ment, according to the tariff, will not pay for such conveyances, con- 
stables being allowed only their mileage and the fee for arresting. This 
is an injustice to constables, as the conveyance or transport of prisoners 
is in most cases the chief item of expense. The Board beg to recom- 
ment that the County Council should represent this to the Provincial 
Government. 

The auditors beg also to recommend that all printing which the 
county has to pay should be included in the contract for printing instead 
of being given by the sheriff, for instance, without contract. No doubt 
the county would save something thereby. 

The auditors believe that the system adopted for the appointment 
ot a Board of Audit has had the effect of checking many useless services 
which were performed and paid for formerly, and has reduced the expen- 



diture for the administrate )n of justice to a smaller amount than it would 
otherwise have been brought to.

That after full investigation they find that the amount left on hand 
of $116.27 is not sufficient to pay the balance due to contractor and to 
the engineer for (lie work to be completed. The amount riqnired is 
$1,235, therefore the couDty must raise or sell debentures to the amount 
of the difference, viz., $1,109, in ordei to pay up everything. This 
shortage seems to result from the fact that the engineer sold and paid 
some ?1,308.14 of extras which were not included in the original sales 
and estimates. 

We have ascertained that these extras were performed partly for the 
benefit of the whole drain to the extent off 664.14, and partly for the 
exclusive benefit of the following municipalities, viz : Gosfield, $495 ; 
Rochester. $75, and Mersea, |74. 

We recommend that these several amounts be charged to the inter- 
ested municipalities in the final settlement of the whole drain.

To impose a duty on Hawkers and Pedlars. 

Passed January 29th, 1886. 
Whereas it is necessary for the protection of the regular merchants 
of the county, as well as for the farmers, that certain restrictions should 
be placed upon the hawking and peddling of goods. 

Be it therefore enacted by the County Council of the county of 
Essex in council assembled, under and by virtue of “The Consolidated 
Municipal Act, 1883,” as amended by 48 Vic., Chap. 40, as follows : 

1. No person or persons, who, being agent or agents for persons 
not resident within the county,' shall be or act as a hawker within the 
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county, to sell or offer for sale tea, dry-goods or jewellry, or carry and 
expose samples or patterns of any of such goods to be afterwards deliver- 
ed within the county, to any person not being a wholesale or retail 
dealer in such goods, wares or merchandise, without previously having 
obtained a license therefor. 

Pi 2. No person shall be or act as a pedlar, or go from place to place, 
or to other men’s houses, on foot or with an animal bearing or drawing 
any goods, wares or merchandise not the growth, produce or manufacture 
of this province, for sale, or in or with any boat, vessel or other craft, or 
otherwise carrying goods, wares or merchandise not the growth, produce 
or manufacture of this province for sale, who has not obtained a license 
therefoi. 

3. No person shall be or act as a pedlar for sale of any such goods, 
wares or merchandise, or of liquors within the meaning of the law re- 
lating to Taverns or Tavern Licenses without a License having been ob- 
tained therefor, unless the same are being hawked or peddled by the 
manufacturer or producer of such goods, wares or merchandise, or by his 
bona fide servants or employees having written authority in that behalf, 
and any such servant or employee shall prodace and exhibit his written 
authority when required Jso to do by any municipal or peace officer. 

4 The sum to he paid for such licenses shall be : For hawking 
or peddling with a vehicle drawn by two or more horses, or other ani. 
mals $50 ; with a vehicle drawn by one horse or other animal, $40 ; 
without vehicle, $35. Such licenses to be valid for one year from the 
date thereof. 

5. The measures used by such hawkers or peddlars shall have dis- 

tinctly stamped thereon the capacity of Buch measures as required by 
Statute m that behalf. <4 ■ \ * 

6. The Clerk of the county shall cause licenses to be printed and 
transmitted to the Clerks of each municipality within the county for 
sale to parties applying for the same upon the certificate of the County 
Treasurer that the requisite amount of money has been pa id, and the 
Clerks of the said municipalities shall be entitled to a fee of one dollar 
for issuing each license. 

7 The said license money shall form part of the county fund. 

• 8. Infringements of any provision of this By-Law shall be pun-

Report of the Warden to the Reeves and Deputy-Reeves of the County of Essex, in 
Council assembled. 

* County Council Chambers, June 14th, 1886. 

Gentlemen, — In accordance with the recommendation of your special committee 
Appointed to investigate matters relating to the Ruscom Drain, I instructed the County 
Treasurei to issue debentures amounting to ($1,109.00) one thousand, one hundred 
aud nine dollars, when it was found that the printed debentures on hand could not 
be so divided as to raise the exact amount wanted. The County Treasurer and my- 
self therefore decided to fill in debentures for an amount as near as possible to the sum 
required, and we issued and signed the following debentures:

■ As the amount of these debentures was small, instead of putting; them in the 
market at present it was arranged that the County Treasurer would buy them for the 
sinking fund of the county, and they will realize six per cent, interest. 

According to the recommendation of the Gaol Committee, a table and a dozes , 
Chairs were purchased for the petit jury room. When it was found that the chairs in 
tire council room were in bad condition, and that those in the grand jury room were 
insufficient, I therefore ordered'tliat the defective chairs be repaired, and that a suffic- 
ient number of new chairs be purchased both for the council and grand jury room 
and also for the judge’s chambers, where there were only two old chairs. 1 

On the representation of the county clerk 1 caused racks to be placed in the 
grand jury and barristers’ rooms for the hanging of overcoats and hats, as these rooms 
were sadly deficient of any accommodation of the kind. I authorized also the scrub, 
bing and cleaning of the council room, jury rooms, corridors and court room before 
the spring assizes ; and in connection with this matter I beg to call the attention of I 
the council to the shabby state of the court room, barristers’ room and corridors, which 
require overhauling, filling up cracks in walls and ceiling, papering and painting. 

I consider that while the Council should be saving and sparing of the money of 
the ratepayers, it is our duty to keep up the property of the county in good condition, 
and that strangers coming to our court house should not have it to say that our rooms 
are shabby and dilapidated, . 

Before leaving the matter of the court house, I beg to call the attention of the Coun" 
cil to the heating of the building. My attention has been drawn to the large amoun 1 
we spend every year in. fue.l, to the unsatisfactory state of the heating on certain days 
to the noise in the court room when the fire is made, to the mess all over the build" 
ing, and the work entailed without satisfactory result*. At the last spring assizes fire 8 
could not be kept up all the time in the barristers’ and grand jury rooms od account 
of smoke, and the grand jury had to sit one day in your council room. There are 
twelve wood stoves and three large coal stoves in use in the court house and gaol 
apartments, and they consume a great deal of fuel, especially the large stove in the 
hall, i, feel certain that a good deal of money could be saved by putting under the 
court house three or four hot air furnaces ; that the building and every room in it 
could be heated satisfactorily without question, and that the cost of the furnaces 
would be repaid in a few years. The cost of fuel for the last two years for court house, 
gaol and registry and treasurer’s offices has been $1,179.61 — one thousand, one hun- 
dred and seventy-nine, dollars and sixty-one cents, or an average of five hundred and 
eighty-nine dollars and eighty cents ($589.80) a year, of which tully one-half is in- 
curred to heat the court house. The fourteen wood and coal stoves rendered useless, 
together with the pipes, could be sold to pay a portion of the price of the furnaces, and 
the cleaning of the stoves and pipes which we pay for every year would be avoided, 

I believe that the proper furnaces, registers, heating pipes, etc., could he put in tor less 
than a thousand dollars ($1000), and would satisfactorily do the woik without any or 
very little repairs for the next fifteen years. All these furnaces would not be required 
to be heated at their full capacity, as some of them might be lighted only when court 
is sitting. The fuel burned would be very light, and when needed the whole build- 
ing could be made comfortable in a very short time .without smoke, noise, dirt or ; 
much trouble. • 

The next subject which I had to deal with was the matter of the rent for offices in 
, Windsor. On the 13th March I received from Mr. S. S. Macdonell a letter, which I en- 
close, requesting the payment of the rent of rooms in Medbury Block, .Windsor, for 
the last quarter of 1885, on the ground that these rooms were leased by the year, and 

with the authority of the council ; that the council had become responsible for the 

whole year, and that my predecessor had paid the second and third quarters since the 
council had decided at the last June session to do away with the Windsor offices. 
Mr. Macdonell supported his claim with a iormal opinion from our solicitor, who ad- 
vised me to sign the warrant, as the county was liable, While I made up my mind I 
could not do otherwise under the circumstances than sign the warrant, I wrote to 
Mr. 1 Macdonell that on' no account would I sign any more warrants tor offiiesm 
Windsor until the council had clearly decided that I should do so. This reminds me 
that Mr. Macdonell laid claim at your last session to offices in Windsor, paid by tb* 
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i county, as an officer of the Court of Chancery, and that you will have to decide that 

i question at this session. 

In accordance with a report of the Gaol Committee, Mr. Morand. chairman of the 
i committee, and myself, gave, after due enquiry, a contract to Mr. Joseph Ouellette, of 
Sandwich, for the building of a stable 18x14, 13-feet posts,' roofed with first-class 
shingles, boarded and battened outside with first-class dressed lumber, boarded inside, 
with a good floor, two doors and loft doors ; stones were placed under the sleepers — 
in a word, a substantial frame building, complete, for storing straw, for one hundred 
dollars ($1 CO). Mr. Ouellette did his work to our satisfaction. We afterwards had 
the building painted with two coats of oil paint for fifteen dollars ($15). In accord- 
ance with your resolurion we also contracted, Mr. Morand and myself, for three cast- 
iron posts and double iron rail on the' steps of the courthouse, for seventeen dollars 
, (|17). The work has been done by the Barnnm Iron Works 

Oa the 5th of March last I received a letter from Caleb P. Simpson, Esq , solicitor, 
Leamington, notifying me that a Mr. Thorne, of eleventh concession of Mersea, was 
claiming damages against the county for an overflow of water on his farm, caused by 
the unfinished state of the ditches in connection with the Buscom Drain. Mr. Thorne 
complained that Mr Laird was doing nothing to finish the work' although it wag to 
have been completed in January, 1885, and afterwards not later than December, 1885. 
That he would claim two years’ damages. I replied that the municipality of Mersea 
was responsible, and not the county as the Ruscom Drain By-’aw was only passed to 
i enable the municipalities more or less interested to combine together for the purpose 
j of the drain, ami I sent Mr. Simpson’s letter to the Reeve of Mersea, with a request to 
| act iu the matter as the best interests of bis municipality might direct. I also Wrote 
to Mr. Laird, informing him of the complaint, and telling him to do his utmost to 
avoid a lawsuit to the county. Afterwards Mr. Thorne sued the township of Mersea, 
and the municipal council passed a resolution, which I enclose, casting the responsi- 
bility on the county and county engineer. This resolution was forwarded to me. 1 
learned that Mr. Thorne was non-suited by Mersea, as he was not the owner of the 
property for which he claimed damages; and that since, Mr. Laird has been pushing 
the ditching to completion. * 

On the 20th Auril lust I received a letter .from the Sheriff, calling my attention to 
v the want of proper accommodation for insane prisoners confined in our g ml. The 
I Sheriff states that out of fourteen (14) prisoners eight (8) were insane, several of them 
1 violently so, and that only the week before one unfortunate lunatic had hanged him- 
self in his cell The Sheriff requested me to come to Sandwich to see for mysel f, and 
bring the matter before the council, stating that he had put iu a night guard, for which 
the county, I suppose, will be called upon to pay. This question has since been 
brought belore tire notice of the county judge in the presentment of the grand jury at 

I the last county court and general sessions, to which the Judge replied that it was a 
serious question, as some insane people had been in our gaol tor over three years, but 
r that he was powerless to do anything. The Judge cited the case of one Mario B dford, ■ 
whose case has been repeatedly reported to the proper authorities by the Sheriff, who 
could only elicit the reply that this person should be sent back to France. Another 
case is that of a little girl who is an idiot, and confined with criminals. To this the 
authorities replied that she should be sent back to Michigan. 

I cannot help thinking that it is the duty of the county council to look into these . 
oatters and mate the proper remonstrances with the Provincial Governmeni, whose 
duty it is to take care of all lunatics in the Province of Ontario. The answer of the 
responsible officer to send Maine Belford to France is, in my opinion, an absurdity, as 
we have no right, no authority, to sepd a lunatic across the ocean Who can tell us 
hat if we could pay the expenses, procure proper guardians for the passage across 
“at I send the unfortunate person to her native country, that the authorities there 
"ould receive her and not send her right back ? 

Are the Provincial authorities right in claiming that all persous in Canada, born 
u foreign lands, should be sent back to their native country if they are unfortunate 
eaough to become insaae while living in our midst as Canadians ? I take it that all 
a unfortunate lunatics in Ontario, no matter where they may have been born, have 
h a taken care of by the Provincial Government, and I have no doubt that if the 
iunty Council makes the proper representations to the Minister iu charge of this , 




service our gaol will be emptied of all the lunatics in it, including poor Marie Belford 
who has lived in Ontario many years, and was not insane when she left her natim 
land.

APPENDIX G. 


To the Warden. Reeves and Deputy-Reeves of the County of Essex, in Council te- 
sembled. 

Gentlemen, — It is always a pleasure for me to report every year to your honoiablt 
body on the state of the schools of North Essex. There is not much change since my 
last report. I am haopy to say that the schools continue to progress, and that the 
average attendance has increased upon that of last year, although diphtheria has 
made its ravages in several sections, and caused some schools to be closed for quite 
awhile. During my spring vicits I found the schools well attended; in some places 
they were crowded, but, however, the complaints of teachers about irregular attend, 
ance confirm ■ to exist. This irregular attendance is a gieat drawback to the ad- 
vancement of education, and as long as the compulsory clause of the School Act will 
not be put in force the same stite of things in that respect will continue. 

With few exceptions, our teachers are doing well ; they seem anxious to briDg up 
the standing of their schools ; they are in earnest in encouraging their pupils by 
holding monthly examinations, gi , ing monthly reports and good marks for daily 
work. It is evident that alt these little means, when employed properly by zealous 
teachers, contribute greatly to the advancement of schools. 

The arbor day has, in general, been well observed ; quite a number of ornamen- 
tal trees have been planted. In some schools trustees, teachers and pupils wrnt at 
work, cleaned yards, planted trees and laid out splendid flower beds. I am pleased to 
mentiou, among other schools, Nos. 1, 5 and 10, in Tilbury West, which surpass any. 
thing of the kind that has been done before. In fixing a day as arbor day our worthy 
Minister of Education has done a thing which will contribute very much to embellish 
our echo 1 grounds and to refine the taste of our youth. It is very much to be re. 
gretted that in some places school trustees were indifferent and refused to give help to 
teachers in improving the school yards. > 

The promotion examinations held last December have had a good result, and our 
teachers’ conventions have been very successful. Mr. Tiliey, Inspector of Model 
Schools, attended the October convention, and Dr. McLellan, Director of Norms! 
Schools and Teachers’ Institutes, attended the February convention. By interesting 
lectures on the best methods of teaching, and by the good advice given, these gentle- 
men have done a great deal of good to our teachers and to our scholars. 

We have a large number of candidates (63) for the teachers’ examination, which 
will commence the 28th inst., at the High School of Windsor, where most of the 
teachers have prepared themselves. 

I think, as your School Inspector, that it is my duty to submit the following to 
your consideration : Since Windsor has separated from the county the latter did not i 
contribute anything towards the support of the High School. However, the trustees 
of that school have generously allowed the pupils coming from the different parts of 
Essex to attend the High School, free of charge. There are now no less than 37 
pupils from the townships who are there preparing for teachers certificates, matricula- 
tion, etc. 

The Town of Windsor intends to erect, this summer, a fine building for the use 
of the High School, which will undoubtedly, be raised to a Collegiate Institute ; and, 
in my humble opinion I think that school should receive aid from the county, to- 
wards its support. 

Essex has now a population of nearly fifty thousand inhabitants, . and can easily 
support two High Schools. Some counties with less population support three. Chat- 
ham, which is separated from the county of Kent, has a high school which is partly 
supported by the county ; although there is a Collegiate Institute at Ridgetown, in the 
same couuty, receiving most of its support from it. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank you again for the encouragement and hearty sup- 
port you have always given me ; and as in the past, I will do my best to deserve your 
confidence and to advance the educational interests of our beautiful county of Essex.

Gentlemen, — In reference to the. petition of the trustees of S. S. No. 12, Col- 
chester South, presented to you during the January session and referred to me for a 
report thereon, 1 desire to state that having inquired into the matters referred to in 
the petition I found that for some years school sections 6 and 12 were within the 
same boundaries, the lands occupied by colored people and some unoccupied lands 
being called S. S.No. 12, the lauds occupied by white people and the balance of the . 
unoccupied lands being called S. S. No. 6. The assessment of the so-called S. S. No. 
12 was such that the rate of taxation for' school purposes was very much in excess 
of the rate on the so-called S. S. No. 6. In 1884 the township council endeavored to. 
remedy the grievance hy giving S. S. No. 12 a definite boundary, hut the by-law being 
illegal In some particular was repealed. Since that time the council has not taken 
action in the matter, hence S. S. No. 12 has not yet a definite boundary. 

As it is now too late for the township council to pass a by-law to take effect on De- 
cember 25th. 1886. I respectfully recommend that the matter he referred to a special 
commiltee empowered by sub.-sec. 2 of sec. 82, chap 49 ot the Public Schools Act of 
1885, to settle the matter complained of.

When compared with the report of 1884 a decrease of 11345.28 in income, and 
$2,299.89 in payments, will be found; The cause of this decrease is the decrease in 
the amounts that had to be raised to pay indebtedness on school buildings. This 
makes the actual cost per" pupil for teaching $4.90 ; or inr'nding all expense, $7 32. 
The cost per pupil in the entire Province is $7.02 O'l avarago attendance, the cost 
isjabout $16.23, while for the Province it is £14.79. it wiil therefore be seen that 
regularity of attendance is causing considerable waste of : cbool fuDds. 
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TEACHERS' SALARIES. 

Male teachers' salaries ranged from $216 to $550, the average being $448, or a 
decrease of $5 compared with that of 1884. Female teachers’ salaries ranged from 
$25C to $400, an average of $296, an increase of $1 over that of 1884. There does 
not seem to be good reason for the difference between salaries of male and female 
teachers. "When a female does as much work and does it as efficiently as a male she 
should have as much salary. Efficiency alone should determine the difference in 
salaries. There are female teachers receiving $250 per year, doing more efficient 
work than some male teachers receiving $360 per year. Omitting the town of Am- , 
hersthurg and the incorporated villages, the average salary for male teachers iB $400 
and for female teachers $328. For the Province the average' is for male teachers in 
counties $404 and for female teachers $264. In the villages and towns the average 
for male teachers is $495 and for female teachers $276, while in the province (he num- 
bers are respectively $612 and $283. 

TEACHERS. 

There were employed in the inspectorate 71 teachers— 39 males and 32 females— 


classified as follows : —

Several third-class teachers held also second class non-protessional certificates and 
one second class teacher held also a first-class non-professional certificate. The great 
difficulty in securing certificated teachers for the colored schools and for one or two 
other schools renders the abolition of temporary certificates impossible. 

SCHOOL POPULATION. 

The schools were kept open for an average of 199 days, or omitting two schools 
open for only a short time the average is about 212 dys. There were in ail 6166 pupils 
2745 males and 2421 females — enrolled during the year, being an increase of 80 over 


1884. Respecting ago they may be classified as follows : —

The large percentage reciving instruction in the th^e : blaisefW worthy. ? j 
careful thought. Since so many of the youth of the tount^ 
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the subjects prescribed tor the third class, how important that these should be taught 
practically and intelligently by properly trained teachers. Many, adduce as a potent 
reason ior employing inexperienced teachers, the smallness of the school and the ele- 
mentary work of the pupils. These are the most cogent reason* for employing the 
best skill attainable. If the mental powers are stunted by want of sympathy and en- 
couragement ; if some of the faculties have b^eu forced at the expense of the rest, the 
results are generally disastrous to the future progress of the pupil. The teaching of 
the first classes requires much more skill, resource and untiring patience, and more 
knowledge of the workiugs of the mind than any other portion of the teacher’s work. 
The most efficient teacher should be placed in charge of the young pupils, or else the 
best results cannot be secured. But some say the expense will be too great. Let it 
begranted that the expense will be increased. Do persons of ordinary business ability 
hesitate to introduce the best machinery when its use will greatly enhance their capi- 
tal? What ia the oducatiou of children but the investment of capital lor the future ? 
The profits cannot be estimated in dollars and cents. The usages of modern society 
do not recognize a parent’s right to a lien on the capital which he has invested in the 
education of his children ; but he has, when the case is considered in its economical 
bearings, surely invested capital as productively as if he had invested it in any other 
form which implies an addition to the stock of useful objects or useful forces in exis- 
tence. Let the most skilled teachers be with the little children, and let the unskilled 
bepluced where they can do the least harm. 

. BRANCHES OF INSTRUCTION. 

All the pupils are instructed in reading, writing, spelling aDd arithmetic, although 
’ in some cases it is not formally called by these names. The programme of studies pre- 
scribi d by the Educational Department is followed very closely. The methods of in- 
struction pursued are better and more uniform since the establishment ot county 
model schools. Practical grammar or composition is not successfully taught because 
teachers are unable to secure a suitable text book in the subject. 


SCHOOL ACCOMMODATION. 


During the year new frame school houses were erected in S. S. 6 and 11, Mersea, 
and an exellent brick one in No. 4, Mersea. No 10, Gosfield, purchased a frame church 
which answers well for a school house.. Only four or five sections are now unprovid- 
ed with comfortable buildings. No. 3, Colchester North, is erecting a frame building 
to replace the one burned last winter. No. 3, Mersea, is erecting a commodious brick 
building. Extensive repairs and improvements were made during tbe year, so that 
now only a tew schools are not well provided with furniture. Since the closing of 
the Depository in connection with the Educational Depaitment, trustees in several 
sections have been imposed upon and induced by itinerant peddlers and agents to 
purchase maps that are only paper, too small and crowded with matter, rendering 
them almost worthless for school room purposes. The only redeeming feature they 
have is cheapness. Only maps accurate in topography and strong in material should 
be furnished.- If trustees will purchase from reliable and well known dealers they 
will not be defrauded. . • 


EXAMINATIONS. 


Only .51 public examinations were held during the year, and in only six schools 
were prizes given. Uniform promotion examinations were held twice during the year. 
Theresults of these examinations are more apparent each year.- The examination for 
entrance to the High Schools is exeHing a healthful influence on fourth class work. 
When this examination was first held in Kingsville comparatively few pupils 
attempted to pass it. About 100 have given notice of intention to present themselves 
for examination on July 5th. This alone is strong evidence of tbe steady improve- 
ment in our school work. The present outlook is very encouraging.

BT-LAW NO. 101. 

To provide for the payment of qual ified Public School Teachers and School In- 
spectors for the year 1886. Passed June 18th, 1886. 

Whereas it is necessary so as to entitle the several municipalities in the County 
of Essex to certain sums of money out of the Legislative grant as apportioned by th? 
Minister of Education for the payment of salaries of legally qualified school teachers, 
to assess the several municipalities in sums equal to at least to the sums apportioned 
clear of all charges of collection. 

And whereas it is necessary to provide for the salaries of School Inspectors fot 
the said county of Essex. ' 1 

And whereas it will require the sum of $3661 00 to be raised, levied and collect- 
ed for the payment of qualified Public School Teachers, and a further sum of $1399.30 
for the payment ot the School Inspectors. Be it therefore enacted by the councilor 
the corporation of Essex in council assembled, and it is hereby enacted, that there 
shall bo raised, levied and collected upon the whole rateable property in the several 
municipalities in the county of Essex, save and except the'town of Amherstburg, rn 
addition to all other rates and assessments for the payment of qualified school 
teachers and school inspectors, the sum of $5,050 30 and the several suifis set opposite 
the names of each municipality in the schedule hereunder written, which schedule 
forms part of this By-law, shall be raised, levied and collected therein respectively 
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and the said several sums shall be so collected and paid into the hands of the county 
treasurer on or before the fourteenth day of December next ensuing.

To impose a duty on Hawkers and Pedlars. Passed June 18th, 1886. 

Whereas it is necessary for the protection of the regular merchants of the county 
ns well as for the farmers that certain restrictions should be placed upon the hawking 
and peddling of goods. Be it therefore enacted by the County Council of the county 
of Essex in council assembled, under and bv virtu i of “Tne consolidated Municipal 
Act, 1883,” as amended by 48 Vic., Chap. 40, as follows : — ' 

1. No person or persons, who, being agent or agents for persons not resident 
within the county, shall he or act as a hawker within the county to sell or offer for sale 
tea, dry goods, or jewelry, or carry and expose samples or patterns of any of such 
goods to be afterwards delivered within the couuty to any person not being a whole- 
sale or retail dealer in such goods, wares or merchandise, with out previously having 
obtained a license therefor. 

. 2. No person shall be or act as a hawker or pedlar or petty chapman within the 
meaning of <: The consolidated Municipal Act, 1883,” section 495, sub-section three, 
or go from place to place or to other men’s houses on foot or with an animal bearing 
or drawing any goods, wares or merchandize not the growth, produce or manufacture 
of this Province, for sale, or in or with any boat, vessel or other craft, or otherwise 
carrying goods, wares or merchandize not the growth, produce or manufacture of this 
Province for sale, ,who has not obtained a license therefor. 

3. No person shall be or act as a hawker, pedlar or petty chapman within’ the 
meaning ot said sub-section in the said “The Consolidated Municipal Act, 1883,” - 
above mentioned, for sale of any such goods, wares or merchandize or of liquors 
within the meaning of the law relating to Taverns or Tavern Licenses without a 
license having been obtained therefor, unless the same are being hawked or peddled 
by the manufacturer or producer of such goods, wares or merchandise, or by his bona 
fide servants or employees, having written authority iu that behalf, and any such 
servaut or employee shall produce and exhibit his written authority when required so 
to do by any municipal or peace officer. 

4. The sum to be paid for such licenses shall bo : For hawking or peddling with 
a vehicle drawn by two or more horses, or other animals, fifty dollars ; with a vehicle 
drawn by one horse or , other animal, fifty dollars; wiPimit vehicle, fitly dollars ; 
with boat iilty dollars. Such licences to be valid to; otn. ; ear from the date thereof, 
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5. The measures used by such hawkers or pedlars shall have distinctly stamped 
thereon, the capacity of such measures, as required by statute in that behalf 

6. The clerk of the county shall cause licenses to be printed arid turn unitteJ to 
the county treasurer, who shall issue such licenses upon the payment of the requisite 
amount, and the County Treasurer will be entitled to a fee of one dollar for issuing 
such licenses. 

7. The said license money shall form part of the county fund. 

8. Infringements of any provision of this by-law shall be punishable by a fine of , 
not less than twenty dollars ($20) nor more than fifty dollars ($50,) and in default of 
payment, imprisonment for not more than thirty days, such punishment to be upon 
summary proceedings before any Justice of the Peace for the County of Essex. 

9. Where a pecuniary penalty is levied one half of the same shall go to the prose- 
cutor, and theottier half to the municipality in which the conviction is made. 

. 1C. This by-law shall not apply to the town of Windsor, it being a town separat- 

ed from the county, hor shall it apply to bona fide residents of the Couuty of Essex 
who have paid county rates. I 

11. This by-law shall come into force and effect on and after the day of the pass- » 
ing thereof.

A by-law to provide for the current expenses of the County of Essex for the year 
1886. 

Passed June 1 8 fh, 1886. 

Whereas it is necessary (o provide the sum of sixteen thousand eight hundred 
and forty three dollars aud forty six cents ($16,843.46) to defray the expenses of the 
County of Essex in accordance with the estimate of the Finance Committee. 

And whereas for the purpose of raising the said sum, it will require a rate of 
1 6-10 mills in the dollar npon all the rateable property in the «iid County of Essex. 

Be it therefore enacted -by the corporation of the County of Essex in council as- 
sembled, and it is hereby enacted, that there shall be raised, levied and collected a 
rate of 1 6 10 mills in the dollar upon ad rateable propeity in the said County of t, 

Essex for the purpose of raising the said sum of $16,843.46 in addition to the other 
rates and assessments for aud during the present year for the general expenses of the 
current year. 

Be it further enacted that the sum of one dollar and fifty cents he paid to each 
and every grand and petit juror for each days attention at any c m-t of assize, Nisi 
Piuus, and General Sessions of the Peace and County Court, and the further sum of 
ten cents per mile necessarily travelled by such juror from his pl ace of residence to 
the epurt house of the said county according to the pay list to be kept by the Sheriff of 
the county. 

And it is also enacted that the sheriff of the county shall be entitled to receive 
the following sums, and no more, for the services performed by him under this by- 
law, namely: — 

For every pay list. the sum of one dollar; for cheeking the same the sum of twenty- 
five cents, and for certifying and returning the same to the Trra-urer of the County, 
the sum of one dollar. 

And it is further enacted that all sums payable under the second clause of the 

by-law shall be paid by the Treasurer of the County upon the certified pay list of 
the sheriff. , 1 

And be it further ena ted that the burthen of the several assessments above re- 
quired shall be apportioned amongst and borne by the several municipalities in the 
proportion or shares hereinafter mentioned, and the several sums set opposite to the 
name of each municipality in the schedule hereunder written, which schedule shall 
form part of this by-law, shall he raised, levied and collected therein, upon the whole 


ratable propertvin each, respective! y,f r the several rates for which they are designed, 
and shall be paid over into the hands of the County Treasurer in the present year to 
be by him applied for the several purposes mentioned in this by-law.

Gentlemen, — Your Special Committee to look into the By-law introduced on 
behalf of the Windsor Oil and Gas Company, beg leave to report, that they have 
carefully considered said By-law, and amended it in many respects, specially 
in order to secure the rights which the Local Municipalities may have over the 
assumed County roads, also in order to protect private individuals whose pro- 
perty may lie on both sides of any of the said County roads. 

Tour Committee has granted a privilege to this Company against any rival 
association because they were the first to spend money in our County to find 
Natural Gas, aud in consideration of the heating and lighting of the County 
buildings. ' "

APPENDIX F.— 1. 
auditors’ report. 

To the Warden and Members of the County Council of the County of Essex:— 

Gentlemen, — We, your Auditors, beg leave to Bubmit the annual statement of 
the accounts of the County, in their required form for the year ending 31st 
December, 1886. 

As will be seen by reference to said Auditors’ statement, the receipts of the 
year amounted to 586,292.55, and expenditures #77,299.78, leaving a balance on 
hand on the first day of January, 1887, of #8,992.77. Vouchers corresponding 
with all payments made were duly presented by your Treasurer for our inspec- 
tion. A statement of the assets and liabilities is likewise annexed to our report. 

In accordance with the duties of Auditors as per R. S. O., chap. 174, section 
256, we would hereby direct your attention to the following items in the expen- 
diture, as being to our minds somewhat irregular. 

First. — Re-alteration of School boundaries. 

We fail to find anything in the Statute directing that tlieexpenses arising out 
of arbitration required in these matters should be paid out of the general funds 
of the County. Although your honorable body is made the medium through 
which the arbitrators are appointed in these cases, we hold that the spirit of ! 
the statute as expressed in Sec. 72, chap. 49, 48 Vic., is indicative of the course 
to be pursued, and that the School Sections particularly interested should bear 
the expenses of said arbitration. As the Arbitrators are the appointees of the 
County, your Treasurer could by warrant, signed by the Warden, advance the 
costs of the Arbitrators fixed by them in the first instance. Rut the award need 
not be given up until the costs had been paid by the appellants who would be 
the parties most likely to take up the award. In cases where the award says 
nothing about the costs, each party would pay his own costs of the reference. 
In this way the advance made by the Treasurer would come back as a reoeipt 
to the County. 

Second . — Re fuel and heating for Gaol or County purposes. See R. S. 0., ) 
chap. 84, Schedule of Fees to Clerk of the Peace, items 52, 53 and 54. 

We are of the opinion that as the County Council of Essex have never by By- 
law provided for the services mentioned in these items, consequently the Clerk 
of the Peace should be called upon to perform said service, the Council (taking 
the place of thrf justices) ordering such services to be done. Especially does this 
seem correct, as the Clerk of the Peace has commuted his fees with your 
honorable body and is receiving a yearly salary instead. This would save the 
County some expense, as it would dispense with the engagement of others to 
perform a duty which belongs to the Clerk of the Peaoe. All amounts for fuel 
for the Gaol are chargeable to the Government and should be presented to the 
Auditors of Criminal Justice. If this method were adopted and adhered to, the 
cost of heating the Court House and offices would be kept separate from that of 
the Gaol, and the County would receive the benefit of the amount due by the 
Government, which it does not at the present time. 

Third . — Re accounts of Constables and others. See R. S. O., chap. 84, 
schedule of fees to Clerk of the Peace, items 55 and 56, and in connection look 
at chap. 85, Secs. 9, 10, 11 and 12. We understand herein that it is the duty 
of the Clerk of the Peace to make out cheques for audited claims on Criminal i 
Justice aocounts preferred against the County, and that the application to the 
Warden for a warrant after the allowance made by the Board of Audit is irre- 
gular and unnecessary. 

Fourth . — Re Ruscom Drain account. 

We notice that this account has been allowed to be overdrawn to a certain 
amount although not a large one. Still such payments are irregular. The ex- 
penditure being a special one, the general fund should not be called upon to 
supply the demand.

APPENDIX K. 

SCHOOI, INSPECTOR'S REPORT, NORTH ESSEX. 

To the Warden, Reeves and Deputy Reeves of the County of Essex in Council 
assembled. 

Gentlemen, — I have the honor to submit to your honorable body my annual 
report on the state of the schools under my inspection in North Essex. 

The schools have been progressing satisfactorily and the great majority of 
our teachers conduct their school in a creditable manner and endeavor to bring 
up morally and intellectually the children under their care ; I say morally 
for I believe that an educatiou which is not built on sound moral principles 
does not amount to much. 

Many of out teachers arp remarkable for their punctuality in performing 
their duties. Such teachers are very precious in a school ; they hold monthly 
examinations and send monthly reports to the parents in order to enable them 
to see what their children are doing in school. It is the duty of Trustees 
to encourage such teachers by every means in their power. 

The Local Conventions which were held last fall, at Belle River for the 
French teachers, and at Woodslee for the English, had a very good result, and 
were without doubt beneficial to both teachers and schools. At these Conven- 
tions the best methods of teaching are discussed and put in practice by the 
ablest teachers. 

The General Convention which was held in Windsor last spring was well 
attended by nearly all the teachers of the North Riding o f Essex. As usual a 
few were absent ; some of them had good reasons, but others took advantage of 
those two days to attend to private business o • to visit their friends. Trustees 
would do well to be more particular about such teachers, and discharge them at 
once, as they can do no good in a school. 

Mr. Houston, M. A., Librarian of the Legislative Assembly, and Member of 
the University Senate, attended the Convention and gave very able and interest 
ing lectures. Mr. Houston will be gratefully remembered by the teachers and 
the friends of education in Essex. 

I am happy to mention that in the majority of the School Sections in Essex, 
Arbor Day has been well observed. Trustees, teachers and pupils worked toge- 
ther to plant ornamental trees, make flower beds, clean and embellish the 
school yards. 
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aits a number of schools the new patented desks and seats have taken 
ace of the old ones, and I hope that before long all the schools in myins- 
Ste will be provided with these new desks. 

also a pleasure for me to mention that Mr. Hiram Walker had one of 
Best school houses in Ontario built in Walkerville. It contains eight 
.which are well finished and provided with the latest and best style of 
il furniture. Walkerville and the County of Essex should well be prond of 
]« such a school house.

At present there are 72 teachers employed, who are classified by their Pro [ 
v sessional Certificates as 1 Old County Board First-Class, 31 Second-Class, 35 ll 
Third-Class and 5 Temporary Certificates. One school on Pelee Island is not K ; " 
open. . : 

Of these 72 teachers 35 are males and 37 are females. Of the. Third-Class t , 
teachers 13 hold non -professional Second-Class certificates. One Second-Class S . 
teacher holds a First-Class non-professional certificate. Temporary certificates f i 
were granted on application by the Trustees of S. S No-. 1, Anderdon, Nos. 11, \ 
12 and 14, Colchester South, and for No. 2, Pelee Island. The average salary , 
paid to male teachers was $439, to female teachers $300. At the close of 1886, f 
31 teachers changed schools. It is to be regretted that some of these changes C, 
have not been satisfactory. If Trustees expect the schools to give satisfactory - 
results for the money expended they must place a premium on professional skill, 

It is a great mistake to, consider as equal in teaching ability, all teachers hold- 
ing the same grade of certificate. I believe that all the teach srs, even those I 
whose schools are not in good condition, are endeavoring to do tlxeir work well. 
-Tney have many discouragements — in some cases too many pupils, in soms in- 
sufficient apparatus, in several places, general indifference to the value of edu- J 
cation, and in all irregularity of attendance. Very often schools do nhfc rank in j 
efficiency proportionately to the teacher’s labor. I ;

SCHOOL POPULATION. 

Ihe annual reports for 188(1 gave 0,803 as the school population between 5 and 
21 years of age, of whom 5,404 names had been enrolled during the year, w ith an 
average attendance of 2,472, being an increase compared with 1885. Of those 
between 7 and 13 years old 1,308 did not attend school for 100 days, as required 
by law, and 102 are reported as not attending school or being otherwise proper- 
ly instructed, The fact th.at there is such remissness in enforcing so righteous 
and so sensible a law as the •* Compulsory Attendance Law ” is a strong argu- 
ment for a more efiective and energetic, local management. In former reports 
attention was directed to the provisions of Section 213 of t ie Public School Act, 
by which Trustees are empowered to appoint an officer to attend to this matter 
arid thus to relieve them of an unpleasant part of their official duties, and the 
recommendation was made for several contiguous sections to appoint the same, 
.person. The present condition of attendance is necessitating great loss in 
money and teaching power. The cost per enrolled pupil for teaching is jif 62 
.but the cost per average p;ipil is* $10 00. Lj' law schools must be kept iuOp^’ a ‘ 
lion, teachers must be paid, and pupils must attend school a given time. The 
well being of the State demands this law. 'A sense of personal right ought to 
. arouse tax-payers to insist on better attendance at the schools. Let pmbHo 
opinion support school officers in enforcing this necessary law and. spoil a griev- 
ous evil will be one of the things of the pash* f f

The program prescribed by the Hon. the Minister of Education is follows d 
as closely as circumstances will permit. Special attention is given to the more 
important subjects. . 

EXAMINATIONS. 

Examinations should. not be the “be all ” nor the “ end all” of school work, 
nor are they so considered in this County. They are used to arouse interest in 
both teachers and pupils and to give a relative standard for all to attain to. 
There were 448 pupils promoted in November, 1886, and' 582 in April, 1887. 
Although there is steady improvement in the character of the work done at 
these written examinations, yet there is much to be desired. There were not 
as many pupils passed the High School Entrance Examination in July, 1880, as 
was expected, because of the exceptional character of the papers given in En- 
glish Grammar and English Literature. In December the questions were less 
objectionable and a greater proportion of those who wrote were successful. For 
convenience of pupils in the south-east portion of the County we held an ex- 
amination at Leamington last December. The results of the Entrance Exam- ■

Comparison with reports from other counties shows that the schools in South - 
Essex have a good average standing. A teacher’s efficiency should not be judged 
entirely by the Entrance. Examinations, for much of his winter’s work is ex- , 
pended on pupils who leave school in spring. Often pupils well prepared for ' , 
the examination cannot be induced to write. If the Council will graciously 
grant i^s the privilege (since there would be increased expense) to hold these 
' examinations at Essex Centre, Leamingtou, Kingsville, Harrow and Amherst- 1 
burg, I am certain much good would result from such an arrangement. _ 1 v 

.SCHOOL HOUSES, Ac. < V.; 

, A few sections need new school houses. Last year (1880) S. S. No. 3, Mersea, ' ' 
and S. S. No. B.Gosfield, erected neat, commodious and substantial brick build- . 
ing8. S. S. No. IS, Goslield, is erecting a brick building this summer. The 
usual size of the grounds is one-half acre, but this is too small,- for neither 
baseball, football, cricket or other good athletic game can be played satisfac- 
torily in such space. In general the water supply is defective. The health of 
the pupils, especially where children take their dinner at school, and hence are, 

' away fx-om home comforts all d iy. demands that a good well and other con- 
ysniences.be provided in every school yard. Local Boards of Health should 
insist on school premises being kept clean. Although there has been an 
improvement in school surroundings, yet much remains to bo done before they 
y-'ill be in keeping with the wealtlfand comfort indicated by the home surround- 
ings of the pupils. . ' . ' 
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SCHOOL VISITS. 

During the year trustees made 1G8 visits while other persons made 369, but 
by far the greater number were made in the town and village sohools. In some 
rural schools the only visitor during the year was the Public School Inspector, 
if parents would visit the schools more frequently, they would have fewer oc- 
casions for grumbling. But perhaps it would be a mistake to deprive them of 
this comfort. , 

RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTIONS. 

Scripture reading and prayer are included in the daily exercises of 66 schools. 
If all who, during the last year, were so loud in their demands for religious 
. instruction in the Public Schools, were as faithful in discharging their duties 
as the Publio School Teaohers are, public morals would soon be vastly im- 
proved. In those schools in which I was present during the religious exercises, 

' the pupils were as reverent, if not more reverent, than they are usually found 
in Church and “Sabbath School.

That this expenditure is steadily increasing under the present system. 

That much of this expenditure, as well as a considerable portion of that in- 
curred in maintaining vagrants, paupers and others, including harmless luna- 
tics, in the County Gaol, could be saved and otherwise employed by establishing 
a House of Refuge and Industry. 

That many incurables and indigent persons cost from two to three dollars 
per weeK, in addition to medicine and medical attendance, while the experience 
of the various Houses of Industry in the country goes to show that they 
can be maintained at a much less cost, not to mention the comfort these poor 
unfortunates would obtain. 

That many at present maintained in hospitals could be kept in Buch an ins- 
titution by providing suitable employment for them. 

We find from the reports of the Elgin County House of Industry, wherefrom 
60 to 80 persons are kept, that the cost for maintenance of each person averaged 
HI. 03 per week, or $53.46 per year. 

Tour Committee met His Worship Mayor Beattie and Committee of the 
Windsor Council, and they feel disposed to work in harmony with the County 
in establishing a House of Refuge tor the mutual interests of both municipali- 
ties. ’ 

That your Committee is of the opinion that it would be advisable, in the in- 
terests of the County at large, to establish a House of Industry and Refuge in 
connection with an Industrial Farm, and they would recommend that the 
Reeves be requested to obtain an opinion from their respective municipalities as 
to the advisability of undertaking such a scheme, and report the same to this 
Council at its next session.

To Authorise and Empower Charles E. Young, J. S. Dewey and .T. A. Still, 
well, incorporated as the Windsor Oil and Gas Company, to lay pipes and 
all necessary means of conveying gas from their wells in the Township 
of Maidstone to the Town of Windsor, or such other places within said Coun- 
ty as may lie necessary. ‘ 

Passed June 17th, 1887. 

Whereas, the said Company are endeavoring to discover natural gag, and are 
now sinking wells and expending a large sum of money in explorations in the 
Township of Maidstone, in said County, and may sink other wells elsewhere; and 

Whereas, the said discovery will be of great value to the County of Essex, 
and the said Company have agreed to furnish gas, for light ana heating, to the 
public buildings of the said County free of cost for the period of ten years; 

And, in order to encourage the discovery of said gas, and enable the said 
Company to convey the same from all or any of their wells to the town of 
Windsor or such other places in the County of Essex as the Company may de- 
sire, and to obtain the said benefits for said County : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Municipal Council of the County of Essex, and 
it is hereby enacted, — 

(1.) That the said Charles E. Young, J. S. Dewey, and J. A. Stillwell, in- 
corporated as the Windsor Oil and Gas Company, are hereby granted, author, 
ized and empowered by the said Munic tpal Council of the County of Essex, the 
sole and exclusive right for the term of ten years from the date of 
Teaching the Courthouse with gas, to lay pipes at such depth and in such man- 
ner along, through, across, and under, all the roads, highways and places in the 
municipalities of Tilbury West, Rochester, Belle River, Maidstone, Sandwich 
East, Sandwich West, and the town of Sandwich, which are now under the 
exclusive or joint control of the Municipal Council of the County of Essex, and 
r to do all things necessary of proper, and to use all lawful and proper means to 
convey said gas to such places iu the said County of Essex as the Company may 
desire, along, under, across, said r >ads, highways or plaoes in said Count/ of 
Essex, under the sole and exclusive, or joint control of said Council, as far as 
the said Council can lawfully grant, authorize and empower the said Company 
to da so, for the full term of ten years from the date hereof, and without the 
payment of any sum of money, but on coniition that the said Company shall 
, ‘ interfere with, impede or injure that part of said road or highways, or the 
drains along the same, for the purpose for which the same are intended or used, 
except for such necessary time as the pipes are being laid or moved, and on con- 
dition that the local municipalities interested will give their consent. 



(•2.) That in the management of laying down or moving said pipes, the sail] 
Company shall conform to the requirements of any By-law the said County 
(Souncil may pass respecting the same, and will perform said work to the satis- 
faction of the county commissioners for the municipality in which said pipes 
are laid. 

i '.(8.) That a period of eighteen months shall be granted said Company to 
carry on their explorations, and the privileges hereby granted are on the 
expressed condition that they will commence operations without delay, and 
continue the same without interruption; bntthat should they fail, after eightem 
months, to find and furnish gas for public purposes, this By-law becomes null 
and void, and the Council may grant like privilege to any other company or 
individual. 

(4.) That within six months after’ the Company commences to lay pipes 
along, under or across any of said county roads, they will continue said pipes 
to the Courthouse in the town of Sandwich, and furnish free of cost during the 
continuance of this franchise, such qnantity of gas as may be necessary to 
effectually light and heat all the county buildings, including gaol, kitchen, 
laundry, registry, treasury, and all county offices and court rooms. ■ 

(5.) That this By-law shall take effect .continue and remain in full- force and 
effect for a period of ten years after said Company is prepared to furnish said 
buildings with gas, but will lapse and become null and void should they at any 
fime neglect or fail to supply said buildings with light or fuel, and in that event 
the said Compauy will not have the right to use the county roads for conveying 
said gas to any part of the County. 

(6.) Thatafter two years after they have furnished gas shall have expired, 
the said Company will submit to have the price of gas to be ' furnished to 
private corporations or individuals regulated yearly under a tariff fixed by a 
commission mutually appointed, and which in all cases is to be based on the 
average price furnished other communities in gas producing territory. 

(7.) That the Company is hereby bound, for the privilege granted, to lay in 
the county buildings the proper pipes and fixtures for hghtiug and heating the 
present stoves and furnaces at their own expense, and will not be repaid for 
said fixtures until after they have furnished said light and fuel for the said 
period of ten years, then to be repaid for same at cost price.

And whereas, For the purpose of raising the said sum it will require a rate 
of 1 6-10 mills in the dollar upon all the rateable property in the said County 
of Essex. 

Be it therefore enacted by the Corporation of the County of Essex in Council 
assembled, and it is hereby enacted that there shall be raised, levied and col- 
lected a rate of 1 6-10 mills in the dollar upon all rateable property in the said 
County of Essex, for the purpose of raising the said sum of $16. 895.46, in addi- 
tion to the other rates and assessments for and during the present year for 
the general expenses of the current year. 

Be it further enacted, that the sum of one dollar and fifty cents be paid to 
each and every Grand and Petit Juror for each day’s attendance at any Court 
of Assizes, Nisi Prius, and General Sessions of the Peace, and County Court 
held in the said County, and the further sum of ten cents per mile necessarily 
travelled by such juror from his place of residence to the Court House of the 
said County, according to the pay list to be kept by the Sheriff of the County. 

And it is also enacted, that the Sheriff of the County shall be entitled to re- 
ceive the following sums and no more for the services performed by him under 
this By-law, namely : 

For every pay list the sum of one dollar, for checking the same the sum of 
seventy five cents, and for certifying and returning the same to the Treasurer of 
the County the sum of one dollar. . 

And it is further enacted, that all sums payable under the second clause of 
this By-law shall he paid by tne Treasurer of the County upon the certified 
pay list of the Sheriff. 

, And it is further enacted, that the burthen of the several assessments above 
required shall be apportioned amongst and borne by the several municipalities 
in the proportion or shares hereinafter mentioned and the several sums set op- 
posite to the name of each municipality in the schedule hereunder written, 
which schedule shall form part of this By -law, shall be raised, levied and collect- 
ed therein upon the whole rateable property in each respectively, for the several 
rates for which they are designed, and shall be paid over into the hands of the 
County Treasurer in the present year to be by him applied for the several pur- 
poses mentioned in this By-law.

Gentlemen, — Under the provisions of chapter 13, 47 Victoria, Ontario statutes, the 
Auditors of Criminal Justice Accounts are required to make every year a report to the f 
County Council of any irregularity in the accounts presented to them or any other i 
matters which they may think ought to be brought under the notice of the council. \ 

The Auditors have great pleasure in reporting that the the marked improvement in S 
the preparation of the accounts which was mentioned in the report two years ago has 
been steadily progressing, and that at the present time there are very few irregularities, \ 
in fact none worth reporting upon, the government having only deducted one dollar 
from the last quarters account instead of large amounts as before, — this improvement ... 
is due to the fact that your Auditors are better acquainted than formerly with the , 
proper tariff, and have gradually brought Magistrates and Constables to put in more . 
correct, amounts. 

Since the last report made by your Auditors a letter has been received from the 
government acknowledging that your Auditors were right in claiming, that the Con- 
stables should he, paid for conveyance to transport prisoners from the place of arrest r f 
to the magistrates. This fact should be known by Constables who have had their claims i 
disallowed before, and ceased to charge for said conveyances. 

Your Auditors beg to call the attention of the council to the clause in their report 
two years ago recommending that the Sheriff’s printing should he given by tender 
along with the rest of the County printing instead of being done without contract.

Report of the Special Corhmittee on the proposed House 
of Industry and Refuge for the Poor. 


To the Warden, Reeves and Deputy Reeves of the County of Essex, in Council 
assembled : — 


Gentlemen,— Your special committed on the proposed House of Industry and 
Refuse tor the poor, apoointed at your last sess.oo, m accordance with the re- 
commendation of your Finance Committee, beg leave to report : 

That they have visited thoroughly the House of Industry and Refuge for the 
County of Elgin, near Sc. Thomas, and also the County Poor House and Asylum 
of Wayne, Michigan, and studied the accounts and annual reports of those in- 
stitutions, as well as those of various counties in Ontario and Michigan. That 
from all they have seen aud read, they have come to the conclusion that a 
House of Refuge for the poor of Essex could be easily made a success aud 
would be a good thing for the County . There is no doubt in the minds of the 
members of your Committee that in this Christian country and iu this progres. 
sive 19th ceutury, the poor of Essex are not sufficiently cared for, aud that 
your Council must within » short time do 'ike thecouuoils in mauy counties in 
Outario and Michigan, and provide for the more humane and more Christian 
care of the unfortunates who are cast helpless upon the world. At present the 
local municipalities, irrespective of Windsor, expend in Essex from #2,800 to 
$3,000 a year in assisting the poor, hut many of them are cot cared for proper- 
ly, some not at all, and we found in the Wayne Poor House in Michigan a 
number of inmates from our couuty, who had to go over the line to beg a liv- 
ing which they could not obtain in their own country ; such a state of things is 
not creditable to our people. Besides the amount spent by the local munici- 
palities, your Council must be aware that private ratepayers, more charitably 
inclined than others, contribute every year a.pretty large sum in the aggregate 
towards helping the poor and Deedy. In building and maintaining a Poor 
House, the support of the poor would fall equally iu proportion to their assess- 
ment upon every ratepayer iu each municipality, aud thus every one in the 
community would contribute his just and fair 6haie towards maintaining those 
who cannot support themselves. 

Your committee beg further to say that they hud the institution required 
(m their cpimou) for the County of Essex, would entail the expenses of $18,000 


in the first place, as follows: 

Cost of 50 acres of suitable land T. S3 000 

Mam building, to bo divided iu wards 7,000 

Cottages u,000 

Barn, stables, sheds, outbuildings 1,250 

Heating, lighting and water 1,250 

Fencing, drdus, etc 1,000 

Slock aud farm implements 1 000 

Furniture and fixtures 750 

Unforeseen expenses 750 


#18,000 

That they have arrived at these figures after carefully considering the cost 
aud requirements of the Elgio institution, which they have taken as a fair 
basis for their calculstiou. 

In Elgin the farm of 50 acres cost #3,000 

Tlie main building about 7,000 

Die cotiages, which are not sufficient 1,250 

Ine barn, woodshed and a stable, which is contracted for 1,100 

Fencing and draining cost- 1,000 

Your Council will see that these figures correspond as nearly as possible with 
those of your Committee, and to them must be added the cost of heating, light- 
ing and supplying with water, also the cost of farm stock and implements, as 
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well as all furniture an! fixtures, which are not reported in the aforesaid cost 
of the Elgin House of Refuge. 

Tne number of the poor and attendants fcept in Elgin is 69, average of the 
last five years, ju-t what your Committee thinks would be the number in our 
County, of an average for many years to come, and the annual expenditure, 
deducting any receipts from the sale of farm produce, contributions, etc., is 
(average of the past five years) 1)3,887.65 a year, or exactly $56.34 per person 
per year, or $1.08 per week. 

Taking these figures as a basis and counting a Bum of $1,440 a year for the 
next twenty years to pay the capital and interest of $18,000 to be borrowed for 
the erection of the institution, and something more for yearly permanent im- 
provements, which are certain to be needed, we corne to the conclusion that for 
the next 20 years, your Council would have to raise annually a round sum of 
about $5,500, whereas now the poor of the county, outside of Windsor, are sup- 
posed to be kept by the local municipalities for something under $3,000 a year, 
but with Windsor added for over $5,000 a year. 

Although we have taken as a basis the House of Refuge, of Elgin, which ap- 
pears to your Committee the one most likely to meet our wants and compare 
with the institution needed iu Essex, we must inform your Council that, accor- 
ding to the Waterloo returns, the House of Refuge of that county, situated on 
a 200 acre farm; and where much more farm produce is sold, and where a much 
larger amount U received every year in contributions for support of inmates, 
seems to c >st less to maintain than the Elgin one. In Waterloo, the average 
cost per inmate for the three years, 1883, 1885, 1886, is only $44.08 per annum, 
or oulv 83 cents per week, without counting the cost of farm, buildings, etc. 

Other similar institutions in Ontario and Michigan cost to maintain on the 
other hand fully as much and more than the Elgin one, or for Ontario about 
$1.12 per week per inmate, without counting the capital expenditure, interest, 
etc., for the farm and buildings, and, according to the abstract of annual reports 
of the country superintendents of the poor of Michigan, published on Septem- 
ber 30th, 1883, the average cost per week of each pauper maintained in all the 
poor houses in the State during the year was $1.98, including pro rata of value 
of farm purchased and buildings erected, and $1.67 per week, after deducting 
value of farm and buildings. Our poor, according to our calculations based on 
the result in Elgin and on the amount required to build up our institution, 
would cost us to maintain per week about $1.50, including value of farm and 
buildings, etc., and $1.10 without counting this value. 

The admirable institution of Wayne County, Michigan, which yonr Com- 
mutes visited very minutely, contains two branches, an Alms House, or poor 
house proper, and an Insane Asylum, or house of refuge for those inmates who 
are fouud insane and cannot be sent to the State Asylums. It is a very large 
institution, situated two miles east of Wayne Junction on the M. 0. Railroad, 
ami about 15 miles from tho Citv Hall of Detroit. It contains an average of 
374 paupers, not insane, and of 240. who are more or less insane. It has a farm 
of 280 acres attached, and at present two wings are being built to the Toor 
House, costing $50,000. The cost of maintenance of each inmate per week, 
according to the State returns, is $1.64, without taking into accouut the cost of 
buildings, farm aud improvements. The cost of maintaining the poor and in- 
saue iu that institution is collected in a different way than it is in uther coun- 
ties — iu Elgin for instance. In the latter county, the cost is paid by the county 
at large, each municipality paying according to its equalized assessment, irres- 
pective of the number of poor they send ; whereas in Wayne, the poor are 
classified ; some are supported by the county at large, but the support of the 
great majority is carefully charge! to each towush'p or municipality that sends 
them, or where they come from. Your Committee think that if your Council 
goes oil with the building of the institution required in Essex, after it is in run- 
ning order, and each municipality has contributed to its erectiou in proportion 
to its equalization, it will be more fair to adopt the system of Wayne '.'ountv, 
and let each municipality pay the proper pro rata per week for each of its poor 
maintained every year; the county only paying for what may be called the 
poor at large. In this way the acceptance of the Windsor poor in the couniy 
institution could easily be arranged, while keeping Windsor out of the assets 
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t [ and liabilities represented by the farm and buildings, and charging that mnni- 
I cipality, say $1.50 per week for each of their poor kept in the County House of 
8 f Refuge.

On the other hand, if the system of Wayne County, Michigan, is adopted, 
each municipality will pay its share towards the buildings, maintaining o. the 
institution, and tor keeping the poor at large, according toils equalization, and 
then so much per bead each year for the number of ium&tes coming from such 
municipality and kept in the Coun<y Poor House 

Your Committee' has not thought proper to select a site for the County Pocr 
House, but beg to recommend that, in their opinion, the proper place would be 
on the River Detroit, between Sandwich and Amherstburg, to have plenty of 
good water, a facility for drainage, and a suitable soil for garden am vege- 
tables, and also to have the house near enough to Sandwich to facilitate in- 
spection. 

In the expenses of the Elgin House are included the salaries of the staff 
necessary to ruo such an institution. There is first a committee, or board, o 
three members of the County Council, who meet, visit and inspect the House, 
pass accounts, etc., 4 to 5 times a year; then an Inspector, the County ClerK, 
at ^80 a year salary who goes to the ITouse e^ery week ; a Doctor, w o visi s 
regularly and is paid 1200 a year; finally, a keeper and matron who are paid 
*550 (the two) aud are suitably housed, furnished and boarded in the house.

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they have only their clothes to bay, and have the assistance of a female cook 
an't general house servant. 

There is a large amount of information collected by your Committee, which 
would be of interest to your Couuoil, in connection with the building and run- 
ning of a House of Refuge for the poor which cannot he included in a report 1 
like this, but which will be imparted to the Council by the inemhers of your 
Committee, wheu the discussion on this matter takes place. 

The members of your Commitiee are unanimous in the opinion that the 
County Council, of Essex, should face the necessity, soon, of providing a suit- 
able ins'itutiou for the poor, and that it would be a good thing when done, but 
the majority of your Committee are not in iavor of borrowing 8 18,000 and assum- 
ing the responsibility of the large expense to be incurred every year without 
consulting the ratepayers and submitting a by-law for that purpose to the vote 
of the pe >ple next January. Your Committee feel that when a debt of that I 
size, amounting to more than the whole debt of this county, is in question, al- 
though the County Council has the right to raise as much as $20,000 without 
consulting the people, it is proper not to take advantage of the full power pos- 
sessed by the Council, but to let the ratepayers decide whether they want to 
erect a Poor House and to be t ixel for it. Showing them by circulating this 
report amongst them the advantages and propriety of keepingthe poor deceutlv 
aud in a humane manner, how much they pay at present and what they will 
pay when the institution is in running order, with the full understanding that 
the County Council may decide to charge each municipality for the poor they > 
send, which, for some of our townships, would change the figures as shown in 
the table forming part of this report, considerably. That by taking in the poor 
of Windsor, who might ba counted at about 20 every year, that town would 
contribute fully $1,560 a year to the institution, thereby reducing pro rata the 
expenses on the other municipalities. 

In conclusion, the members of your Committee beg to express their thanks 
to the Warden and Clerk of Elgin and the staff of their House of Refuge, as 
well as to the Superintendent, Clerk, Doctor and Keeper of the Wayne County 
House and Asylum, for their kindness and for all information given so plenti- 
fully and so cordially to tiie members of your Committee.

APPENDIX B. 

Inspector Girardot’s Report. 

The following is the report of the Inspector of Schools for North Essex, sub- 
mitted t-o the County Couucd at their meeting last week : — 

Gentlemen, — It is always a pleasure to me to submit to your honorab'e 
body my annual report on the state of the schools under my supervision. As 
I have not much to add to what I reported last year, it will he short. I am 
hsppv to say that our schools continue to progress gradually in a satisfactory 
manner, and although they cannot be expected to be perfect, yet I think, 
according to other Inspectors’ reports, they can compare favorably with those 
of other counties in Ontario. Last winter I supplied every school corporation ) 
with a copy of the new Statutes aud Regulations respecting Public and High 
Schools, containing all forms required by trustees to perform their duty. The 
first Friday in Mav, of each year, has been s4 apart by the Minister of Edu- 
cation as Arbor' Day. for planting trees, making flower beds and cleaning the 
sohool grounds. Over tv/o hundred and fifty trees were planted last year, and 
more have been planted this spring. The start is given to ornament school 
yards. Some zealous teachers, not being able to obtain help from their trus 
tees, have, with the aid of their largest scholars, planted trees and improved 
t.heir school grounds in a creditable manner. In some school sections, trustees 
and ratepayers complain, with reason, that scholars destroy fences, treps, out- 
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buildings, cut desks, and, in general, mutilate other school furniture. By ad- 
vising teachers to perform their duties in that regard, and notifying them that 
otherwise they would expose themselves to dismissal, many of these things 
could be remedied. Regulations are clear on the subject ; they provide also 
that provision should he made by every school corporation, for sweeping the 
school room every day, scrubbing it when necessary, and whitewashing wall at 
least anuually during summer holidays, cleaning water closets, and making 
fires at least one hour before the opening of school. As usual, promotion ex- 
aminations were held last December. For these examinations, questions are 
prepared by the Inspector, printed and sent to teachers, who conduct said ex- 
aminations according to a programme prepared for that purpose ; they read 
the papers and send the answers and reports to me to be confirmed or other- 
wise. I am glad to state that these examinations have a great tendency to im- 
prove the teaching of all the classes in the schools, and to encourage scholars 
to atteud more regularly. The expenses for the printing of the questions are 
paid from the Teachers’ Association fund. We hand on hand a balanceof $65, 
which has been lately invested in hooks for our Teachers’ library. Irregular 
attendance is still a great drawback to the progress of our schools; this, with 
the frequent changes of teachers in some sections, distance from schools, bad 
roads, inclemency of the weather, uegligence of some parents, and contagions 
diseases, is very injurious to the progress of education. However, I must say, 
that, during the seventeen years that I have been Inspector, I remarked that 
when the teacher is energetic, thorough, and efficient, he has a chance to keep 
the same school for years, and the scholars would very seldom remain at home. 
I am pleased to say that the number of such teachers is gradually increasing 
every year, and to report satisfactory progress in the teaching and manage- 
ment of our schools in general.

Report of Special Committee re County and Maidstone 
and Rochester. 

Sandwich Committee Boom, June 5th, 1888. 
To the Warden, Reeves and Deputy Reeves of the County of Essex, in Council 
assembled : 

Gentlemen, — Your Special Committee appointed to lay a full and fair case 
before Christopher Robinson, Q.C., and ask his legal opinion as to the conten- 
tion of the Tosvnships of Maidstone and Rochester, that the building and re- 
pairing of all bridges on the Belle Riyer should be borne exclusively by the 
county, out of the general funds aud not out of the Road an 1 Bridge appropria- 
tion of those municipalities, heg leave to report: 

That they have in compliance with their appointment laid a very full and 
fair esse before Mr. Robinson, who, after consideration, refused to give a final 
opinion without more explanation as to the county road and bridge system in 
use in Essex, expressing the desire to confer with some member of the Com- 
mittee. 

Your Committee then decided to send Mr. Coste to Toronto with a document 
explaining the system of road and bridge appropriation; the ivsi.lt was, that 
Mr. Robinson, after seeing said document and conversing twice wiih Mr. Coste, 
forwarded to your Council his legal opinion, which is hereby i nclosed.

In re the Corporation of the County of Essex, and the Corporations of the 
Townships of Maidstone aud Rochester. 

A long statement, accompanied by several papers, has beer, submitted to 
me, which I have carefully read and as I gather from them the facts which 
seem material for my opinion are as follows : 

The Belle River divides the two townships for anout six miles southward, 
from the Village of Belle River, on Luke St. Clair, to the Middle Road, and in 
the next three miles it crosseB four times the boundary lines between these 
Townships. 

By By-law of the County Council, No. 23, passed on the 17th of June, 1881, 
certain roads wnich do not include the bridges in question are assumed as 
County roads, but as the By-law declares for the purpose of expending the 
county appropriations thereon and for that purpose only. 

A practice lias been adopted for several years by which the sum levied yearly 
in each municipality for county roads and bridges is expended in that munici- 
pality under direction of commissioners appointed by the onuuty council, being 
generally the Reeve aid Deputy Reeve, aud these sums are from time to time 
supplemented by additional grants out of the geueral county funds for bridges 
when the importance of the work appears to warrant it. 

In June, 1886, a bridge on the Belle River being acquired] a resolution was 
adopted by the County Council that a sum of §200 be granted therefor ont of 
the general funds of the county, that the balance necessary to complete the 
bridge should be taken from the county roads and bridges appropriation of the 
two townships interested, Maidstone and Rochester, and if this year’s appro- 
priation were exhausted, that it be taken from the general funds of the county 
lor the present and charged uext year to the share of the county road appro- 
priation of the Townships — half to each — and the Commissioners for these 
townships were instructed by the resolution to build the bridge and report to 
•he County Council at its next session. The Commissioners built the bridge 
& t a cost of S1.848, and the special grant of $200 having been increased to $500, 
the balance of $1,348 was paid by tie two townships out of their own funds, 
not out of the county roads appropriation, which they applied to the mainten- 


ance of the roads in the townships assumed by By-law 23. They now claim to 
be reimbursed this sum by the County Council, contending that they had a 
right to expend their snare of the appropriation upon the roads bo assumed 
and not upon what was strictly a county bridge. 

The difficulty would appear to me to have arisen from the system adopted 
by the County Council, which I take to be unauthorized, of assuming roads as 
county roads for the purpose only of expending these appropriations thereon, 
wheu a road is assumed as a county road with the assent of the township, 
under Sec. 532 of tne llunicipal Act, B. S. O. Ch. 184, it comes under the ex- 
clusive jurisdiction of the county for all purposes of maintenance and repair. 
I fin 1 nothing iu the Act which provides for any assumption by the county of 
a partial character only, or restricted to particular purposes, nor do I under- 
stand clearly why it is not a county road for all purposes; they should expend 
upon it any part of the general fund raised for couuty roads and bridges. 
What they wish to effect appears to be rather to aid certain roads or bridges 
without fully assuming them, and this can be done in cerrain cases uuder Sec. 
566 (5). See also Secs. 533, 534. 

Certain bridges are, by Sec. 532, placed within the exclusive jurisdiction of 
the County Council without any by-law being passed to assume them, aDd 
other bridges are described iu the same clause which the county at their option 
may assume. The bridges in question appear to come within the first class, 
so as to be couuty bridges by virtue ot the Statutq alone, and by Section 535, 
the county is bound to make and maintain them. 

I sea no provision by which each township can claim to have expended in it 
npoD county roads and bridges the sum levied from it for these purposes. Such 
a system may be equitable so far as it is practicable, but it is quite evident that 
it cannot be uniformly adopted as its result, the fund raised for roads and 
bridges must prove iusufficent for the purpose, as the necessity for supplemen- 
tal grauts show, and such grant, when required, must come from monies not 
inteuded for this object, the proper fund haying been exhausted by the appro- 
priations. 

The county, as I take it, is in effect for the purpose of the care of its own 
roads and bridges, a separate municipality. The Couuty Council may levy 
from the ratepayers of the countv such sum as is needed for this object and 
may expend the whole fund as and where they deem proper without reference 
to the preparation contributed by each municipality. 

In the present case I see no obligation upon th9 county to repay to the town- 
ships the sum claimed and allowed them, at the same time to retain and to 
obtain in future the whole of their appropriation. It should be paid, I thiuk, 
by the county as an expenditure directed by them and made for county pur. 
poses, but it will be in the option of the County Council to expend next year in 
these townships such sum only as they may think proper and find necessary to 
fulfil their obligations, and they may continue or abandon the system of appro- 
priation in their discretion. 

A perusal of the papers has led me to think that the plan of appropriation, 
combined with special grants, as well as that of partial assumption of roads, 
besides beiug inconsistent with the statute, must be inconvenient and likely to 
lead to difficulty, and that the county would do better to deal with their roads 
and bridges without reference to the municipality in which they may be, or 
how much such municipality has contributed to the general fund of the prac- 
tical working of the system. However, the Council must of course be the best 
judges.

To the Warden, Beeves and Deputy Reeves of the County of Essex, in Council 
assembled : 

Gentlemen, — Your Inspector of Toll Roads begs leave to report that he has 
received sworn statements from the Directors of the Toll Road Companies in 
the county, showing the business done in 1887, and the financial standing of 
each of the companies. These statements are hereto annexed. , 

The Sandwich and Windsor Gravel Road Company, whose road extends 
, from Windsor to Sandwich, received during the year, for Tolls, the sum of 

! 41391.73. This Company does not report having spent anything on repairs, 

but having paid the running expenses, was able to pay a divident of 4835.63. 

The Arnherstburg and Malden Gravel Road Company reports its receipts at 
41022.50, after paying the running expenses it had a balance of 4855.24 which 
was all expended in repairs. 

The Talbot and Windsor Gravel Road Company, whose road extends from 
Ouellette Corners to W indsor, received from tolls, 4777.50. Thip Company ex- 
pended 8222.01 in repairs, and after paying the running expenses was able to 
pay a dividend of $174.29. 

! The Talbot. Street Gravel Road Company, owning the road from Ouellette’s 
Corners to Essex Centre, received from tolls, $1,251.57. This Company ex- 
pended $662.42 on repairs, and after paying running expenses was able to pay v 
a dividend of $589.15. Iu may last I examined all the above mentioned roads, 

; which were at that time in good condition. 

I heard very few complaints in regard to the state ol these roads in the early 
spring, except part of the Talbot and Windsor Gravel Road, between Ouellette’s 
Corners and Windsor ; and part of the Windsor and Sandwich Road, between 
■ Windsor and the Canada Southern Railway. The portion of this road between 
the C. S. R. station and Sandwich Town is in a very unsafe condition for pub- 
lio travel. Portions of the road are not over 27 feet wide in places where the 
river bank is very steep. These narrow portions of the road should have a 
guard rail on the river Hide to ensure the safety of travellers.

South Essex Publ£c_Schools Report. 

To the Warden and Member i of Ettex County Council : 

Gentlemen, — I have the honor to present you ray tenth auuual report on the 
eonditiou of the public schools in gpuoh Essex. The statistical portion of the 
report necessarily belongs to the year 1887- 

The total expenditure for all public school purposes was 841,382.50 of 
which teachers’ salaries amounted to #27,969. The balance, $13,412.70, was 
used in paying for new buildiugs, repairs, apparatus, and retiring debts of 
former years. The Legislative grant was $2,351 --anout 43 J^cents for each eu- 
tolled pupil. As the grant to each municipality depends upon its reported 
population, great care should be exercised to re|>ort correctly the number of 
people in the municipality. On account of irregularity of attendance this 
grant becomes very unequally distriouted arnoog the schools, e. g., the rate per 
registered pupil in S. S. No. 1, Mersea, is 57c; in No. 4, Gosfield, 52j}c ; in No. 
9, Colchester South 46c ; in No. 2, Malden 44c, and m Pelee Island it is only 
30o. The average grant per pupil for the inspectorate is 43 2/5c, while Col- 
chester North, by some means, got 55Jc. The average cost, per enrolled pupil, 
for aotual teaching is #5.22, while the cost per pupil on average attendance is 
$10.75. The average per pupil for fuel, repairs, and incidental expenses is 
$1.45, making the average cost per enrolled pupil $6.67. while the cost per 
pupil on average attendance is $12.20. Tire Hon. the Minister of Education 
states in his last report that in 1886 the oost per pupil in Ontario was $7.09, 
while in British Columbia it is #20.16. He further states that the cost per 
pupil, ou average attendance, ranged from $12.82 in 1880, to $14.46 in 1886 ; 
but in 1884 it was $14.79. It will therefore be seen that in this Inspectorate 
the cost of public school education is con -idsrabl) less per pupil than the 
average provincial cost. The following table gives a valuable oompanson be 
tween the oost of educating one pupil iu each municipahtp :

It will thus be seen \hat the cost per pupil is nearly doubled by the great 
irregularity of attendance. It is quite true that in rural sectious, distance 
from school, bad weather and occasional epidemics, as measles; etc., binder 
children from attending school; but by far the greatest cause is the negligence 
of parents and guardians. Often children are allowed to remain at home for 
the most trivial reasons. Again and again this matter has been referred to, 
but parents and guardians have persistently refused to give plaoe iu their 
minds to the conviction that they ere in any degree responsible for the poor 
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progress their children make at school. Loud and long are their plaints 
against the teachers, the methods of teaching, the expenses for books, the gov- 
ernmental regulations, etc., but they are as innocent of wrong, or of having a 
part in the evil as the nursing babe. Irregularity defeats the best matured 
plans for the advancement of a school, and not unfrequently dampens the 
teachers’ energies. If the pupil is absent a few days the teacher must give 
him additional attention to bring him up to the average standing of the class, 
which can be given only at a loss to the rest of the school, or else he must al- 
low him to gain this knowledge by his own effort. In either case lie becomes a 
serious drag upon his class. The pupil who sees his comrades promoted 
while he lags behind, becomes discouraged, perhaps disgusted with his studies, 
and often leaves school with a very indifferent education. 1 ' I can name you 
boys of 14 -years old, sons of comfortably circumstanced farmers in Mersea 
Township, who have advanced no further than Part II 'of the First Reader. 
Such a thing is a shame in any community. The teacher is eu gaged and paid 
for teaching 220 days in a year. You will notice by the above table that the 
average attendance is about half of the aggregate attendance, and that there- 
fore the teacher could accomplish almost as much for the schools if he had all 
the pupils regularly in attendance for six months, as he does accomplish 
at present. Here is certainly a great waste of means and 
energy. Until there is regular aud punctual attendance the best, or even rea- 
sonably good results for the money and labor expended cannot be obtained. 
There is some consolation in the fact that South Essex is not as bad as some 
other counties, and is but little below the average for the entire province. 
During 1887 there was an improvement of over 2£ per cent, in the average of 
attendance. In his last report the Hon. the Minister of Education states that 
for 1886 the average for the province was 49 per cent, which was an improve- 
ment of one per cent, on the former year. The highest percentage of attend- 
ance in any county being 53 in Waterloo. The percentage for South Essex is 
48.9. 

The number of children between 7 and 13 years of age inclu- 
sive, who did not attend 100 days as required by law, was 1,179, or 22 per cent, 
of the enrolled pupils. I sincerely trust that trustees in this inspectorate will 
enforce the compulsory attendance law, and not have to be proceeded against 
for neglect of duty. Heretofore they have been almost entreated to attend to 
this matter. How they are warned to attend to it. It will'tfouch their hearts 
when they will have to pay the legislative grant out of their own pockets. 
When property owners are compelled to pay taxes for the support of schools, 
they have a right to demand that those for whose beuefit they are taxed should 
be compelled to receive these benefits. 

During the year there were 73 teachers employed iu the schools. Of 
these 37 were second and 31 were third class teachers, and. five hel 1 temporary 
certificates. The circumstances of four colored schools aud of one school on 
Pelee Island necessitates the issuing of the last grade of. certificate'. One sec- 
ond class teocherhol.de a first class non professional ceitificate, .Several, and 
the number is yearly increaeing, -of the third class teachers hold also second 
class uou- professional certificates. In some pjaces the opinion, -‘oar school is 
small, and we need only a cheap teacher,” has many devotees. Would that 
some voice like the “eternal trump” would arouse such people to a sense of 
their guilt before their childreu and their Go. I. Are not a child’s interests of 
as mueh value when he is with a few associates as when he mingles with a 
multitude? Mere atteudance at a school will not develop his mind. Only by 
careful, judicious trainiug cau a pupil be led from wli^l he knows to what lio 
does not know. Only bv this course can self-reliance and keenness of insight 
be obtained. The cheap teacher is conscious that he cannoc thus lead a pupil 
to the discovery of truth for himself, that he cannot train the young mind, but 
he knows well he can put iu time, he can keep school if he cannot teach 
it, and he cau, like Micawber, waite and hope for something to turn up. Tbe 
injuries inflicted by such a teacher arc incalculable.' Not being able to direct 
the children’s minds iu the search of knowledge, he allows them to drift into 
habits that are likely to adhere to them for all time, The best teacher is not 
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always the most expensive teacher, bat as a rule the number of dollars asked 
is a measure of his ability. The best teacher available should be employed 
aud he should be paid such a salary as will induce him to remain iu the pro- 
fession. The great portion of the teachers in the province are inexperienced 
young men and young women, who, because of the small reuumeration for 
teaching, make it a stepping atone to something more lucrative. They step 
out to be followed by another youthful array. Until men and women of good 
intellectual power get for teaching, wages commensurate to the labor and cost 
for entering upon tile work, as compared with other callings they cannot be in- 
duced to enter upon it and to continue in it. The average salary for male 
teachers in this iuspectorat9 is 9438, and for female teachers 9308. The min- 
ister's report gives the average salary for males 9424 and for females 9290. I 
must here protest against trustees giving an inexperienced third clagR teacher 
as much salary as they will give an experienced second class teacher. Many 
seem to think that the fact of holding a certificate is sufficient proof of ability 
to conduct a school — experience witti them counts for nothing. While many 
holders of only third class certificates are excellent teachers, yet they cannot, 
when just entering on the work, be equal to those who have had experience iu 
their own schools aud iu the normal aud model Bchools. Encouragement 
should be given in emolument to those who have the energy and talent to 
qualify themselves for the more efficient discharge of tiieir duties. 


In 66 schools the reading of scripture and prayer forms part of the open, 
ing and the closing exercises. I believe the majority of the teachers iu the 
county are God-fearing persons. Even of those who did not have religions ex- 
ercises, I know some have a high ideal of character, and are striving to live 
righteous lives. A teacher’s moral value cannot be measured by dollars. The 
late Minister of Education, Hon. Adam Crooks, L. L. D., very properly said 
that “an unbeliever in God’s work was unfit to be a teacher of children.’’ 
Huxley says, “Education without religion makes clever rogues.” The Duke 
of Wellington said, “Education without religion makes clever devils.”. James 
Anthony Frouda said to the students of St. Andrew’s University, ‘‘All that we 
call modern civilization, in a sense that deserva the name, is the visible ex- 
pression of the transforming power of the gospel.” A secular paper of note 
said, “Every teacher of a Ohristless civilization and culture is an anarchist at 
heart, and his teaching leads to such scenes as those of the Reign of Terror in 
Trance, and of tliedynamite tragedy in Chicago.” Culture, which in ordinary use 
refers to all higher refinement of soul through literature, science and art, is to 
be honored and sought, but it must have its balance and safety through direct 
Christian sentiment and life. Public school teachers are generally true to 
Christian teaching. Sectarian dogmatism finds no place in the peoples’ schools, 
while “Fear God, honor the King, loye the brotherhood,” are daily taught by 
thousands of devoted men and women. 


Last fall we tried an experiment by locating high school entrance exam- 
inations at Essex Centre, Leamington, Kingsville, Harrow and Amherstburg. 
The teachers change schools, so that no one presides where his own pupils are 
writing. The examination is all done by the high school examiners, so that 
there is no increased expense to the county. The result has been quite satis- 
factory. The following table exhibits the number who,

Report of Committee on the Purchase of Toll Roads. 

To the Warden, Keeves and Deputy Reeves of the county of Essex, in council 
assembled : — 

Gentlemen, — Your special committee, appointed at the January session 
for the purpose of negotiating with the different companies owning toll roads 
iu the county, with a view to purchasing the said roads, and also for deter- 
mining in what proportion the municipalities should pay toward the said 
purchase, beg to report as follows: 

A meeting of your oommittee was held at the council ohamber, Sandwich, 
on Tuesday, 17th April, 1888, and were met by a delegation from the Windsor 
couucil, composed of the mayor and several councillors, and the following 
offers were then received from the owners of toll road companies :

Amherstburg & Malden 15,000 00 

Sandwich Street Plank and Gravel road No Price. 


Notwithstanding the figures given your Committee are of the opinion that 
ail the toll roads oau be purchased for from 825.000 to 830,000, and from the 
expressien of their deputation Windsor would likely be willing to contribute 
one fifth of the total amount required to make the toll roads iu the county free. 
Tour committee had two schemes before them, one to issue debentures to raise 
enough money to gravel all the leading roads in the county, principally the town 
lines, aud buy up the toll roads aad make them free, and hand them o<’er to the 
different municipalities to keep up. The other scheme, which your Committee 
decided to recommend, was that the Cduucil pass by-laws issuing debentures 
for a suffioient amount to buy the different toll roads, and also to compensate 
the municipalities not haviug toll road, such fund to be used iu 
improving and gravelling roads in those different municipalities. 

That to carry out this scheme it would be necessary to issue debentures 
for 860,000 for 20 years, at five per cent, which would require three separate 
by-laws for 820,000 each, passed at separate sessions. The proportion of the 
principal for the repayment of said debentures, to be borne by each municipal- 
ity, would be as follows :

To the Warden, Beeves and Deputy Reeves of the County of Essex, in council 
assembled. 

Gentlemen, Your Standing Finance Committee beg leave to report : 

That after considering the report of the auditors they reoommeud its 
adoption with a recommendation to the audi ors not to value :n future in the 
assets of the county, the court house and gaol for such a sum as fifty thousand 
dollars, but to reduce it to $25,000. 

They recommend that the detailed statement of receipts and expenditures 
be printed in the minutes of this session. 

That the documents presented by the County Treasurer were duly investi. 
gated and found satisfactory. 

That the petition of Mr. Marcon for heating his office in Windsor be not 
entertained, as the majority of the committee feel that, having granted Mr. 
Marcon permission to go to Windsor when he had a good office in Sandwich, it 
was granted on condition that the county would not have any further expense 
to bear. 

The memorial of the County Clerk setting forth the large amount of work 
done outside of his office hours to rearrange and classify all the papers and doc- 
uments of the County of Essex, of the United Counties of Essex, Kent and 
Lambton, of the united Counties of Essex and Lambtou and the old Western 
District council, was duly considered, and your Committee beg to recommend 
that the sum of $200 be granted to the clerk for this extra work, which is, no 
doubt, very valuable to the county, as well as for his expenses and trouble in 
binding in book form the minutes for the use of the members of the council. 

That the letter of Judge Borne, relative to the shorthand reporter, was 
duly considered, as well as the letter of Mr. Scully, shovviug the great advan- 
tages to the county cf having him at all times on hand as a permanent officer 
of the county, not only for the Division Courts, Connty Courts, and all other 
occasions when the judge requires him, but also for county arbitrations be- 
tween townships, as well as for arbitrations of municipalities with any person, 
and for attending on the county council to write reports with the typewriter, aud 
to take whatever notes are required. Your Committee, after full discussion, beg 
to recommend that Mr. Scully be retained at an annual salary of $900, paid by 
the county, besides his travelling and hotel expenses when on arbitrations, to 
be paid by the parties interested. 

That the matter cf the special grant demanded for the 21st Essex battalion 
was discussed, and your committee recommend that a sum of $200 be granted, 
$40 to each of the five (5) companies, on the express condition that the whole 
of it must be applied to liquidate the proportion of the battalion’s debt for 
which each company is responsible, and for no other purpose. 

That the sum of one hundred and fifty dollars be granted towards building 
a lock-up at Comber in the Township of Tilbury West, this sum to include the 
fifty dollars voted in the report of your Finance Committee at the Jauuary 
session of 1883, which amount is cancelled by the new amount of $150 recom- 
mended by your committee. 

That the sum of five hundred dollars ($500) be voted this vear to aid the 
North and South Ridings Agricultural Societies on condition that they hold a 
oentral union fair this year at Essex Centre. 

That the County Treasurer be instructed to write to the Toronto Trust 
Company and to the Provincial Secretary to claim that the county should be 
reimbursed the sum of $116 which was advanced a year ago to pay the Town 
of Amherstburg for expenses connected wioh the case of Jane West, a lunatic, 
now in the London asylum, whose property has been sold by order of the On- 
tario goyernment, .

Report of Road and Bridge Committee. 

To the Warden Reeves and Deputy Reeves of the County of Essex, m' r council 
assembled: : 

Gentlemen:- -Your road and bridge committee beg leave to report as fol- 
lows, that in the opinion of vour committee, no' special grants be allowed to 
aid any of the assumed roads in the county. That $300 be granted to the 
Township of Maidstone and Rochester one-half to each, ’whioh J sum thoBS 
townships have already expended upon the two bridges ou Belle River, south 
of Middle Road, That the county commissioners of the townships of Maid- 
stone and Rochester be authorized to rebuild the two central bridges on Belle 
River on the line between the two townships south of Middle Road by taking 
half of the amount required out of the road and bridge appropriation set apart 
for those townships, and the othe' half not to exceed $400, to be paid as a spec- 
ial grant out of the general county funds. ' 1 

That the county commissioners of Belle River be instructed to attend to 
the repairs of the county bridge over Belle River in that village and that the 
work be paid by taking the county road and bridge appropriation for the vil- 
lage, the bailance. not to exceed $200, be paid as a special grant out of the gen- 
eral funds of the county. ' 

That a sum not exceeding $50 be granted the county commissioner of 
the Township of Anderdon to fasten the covering of River Canard bridge in 
the front road. Your committee’s attention has been called to 'th6 fact that 
contrary to law, monies voted in the road and bridge appropriation by-law have 
been put down in the schedule of said by-law for years past on township bound- 
ary lines, which have never been assumed as county roads. Your committee 
recommend that for this year, where it is practicable and where the monies so 
voted are uot yet expended, the commissioners be, and they are hereby author- 
ized, to change the schedale by taking the amounts voted on these township 
roads and putting it on their assumed roads, ani that next year your council 
will take care that our county money is put ou roads that are not assumed, as 
there are*already enough to be maintained r,o use the appropriation to advan- 
tage in improving them. ’ " 1 *' i ;>

APPENDIX A. 

The County Equalization. 

In the matter of the Appeal of the Township of Gos field 
North from the Equalization of the Assessmen t Rolls of 
the County of Essex by the County Council- 

JUDGMENT. 

It was urged by counsel for the County Council and for one or two of the 
townships that the Township of Gosfleld North had not made out a sufficient 
case to warrant the County Judge in entertaining their appeal, on the ground 
that the Township of Gosfleld North was equalized in a just proportion to the 
other municipalities and therefore their appeal was not necessary. I cannot 
concur in this view of the case. I think they were justified iu the course they 
took. It is quite evident that the villages and towns were not equalized pro- 
perly, It appears from the evidence that, after equalizing the assessments of 
the Townships, the County Council did not sufficiently consider the towns and 
villages and hurriedly disposed of the latter. It appears to me, from a careful 
comparison of the values of lands iu the different municipalities and the assess- 
ments made by the assessors, that the towns and villages have, in some in- 
stances, been assessed too high as compared with the Townships, and indeed 
as between the towns and villages themselves— and in one instauce too low. 

I do not think it is necessary, in order to appeal, that the appealing town- 
ship alone should be equalized at a higher sum than another township. It is 
sufficient if the appealing municipality is dissatisfied with the action of the 
Council. 

By section 79, chapter 193, R. S. O. : “It any municipality is dissatisfied 
with the action of any County Council, in increasing, or decreasing, or refusing 
to increase or decrease, the valuation of auy municipality, the proceedings 
shall be as follows 

Sub. Sec. 1. The municipality so dissatisfied may appeal from the deci- 
sion of the council, &c.” 

Even if the Township of Gosfleld North had not appealed, it was stated by 
the Reeve of Amherstburg that it was his intention, on the part of his munici- 
pality, to appeal, and I think I should not have been doing my duty if I had not 
gone into the matter fully. 

Besides the evidence taken at the hearing, I, together Mr. Mr. Morton, 
avetnade full searches iu the Rigistry office for sales in the different munici- 
palities which I considered boua fide. In doing so, I looked at sales that had 
taken plaoe within a period of from one to five or six years, and taking lots in 
t e different concessions of each towuship, so as to satisfy myself as to the 
value of lands in. the different municipalities, ... y 

I have since gone over the evidence taken by me, looking at the askess- 



merit as made by the assessors in each 'township. I am amazed at the groan 
undervaluations that I find in many oases. How the assessors reconcile their 
assessal with the oath they take and the duties imposed upbii them by law’, is 1 , 

to me, most incomprehensible, . 1 J ' ' 3 ' ' ‘ 

Section 26, chapter 193, R. S. O., reads as follows : — 

“26 (1) Except in the case of mineral lands ' hereinafter provided for, 
real and personal property Bhall be estimated at their actual cash value as they 
would be appraised in payment of a just debt from a Bdlvent debtor.” V 

It is true that men will differ as to the value of property— Some putting too 
high a value, some too low. But the assessors are in the habit of' valuing pro- 
perty at a certain value and then deducting 25, 30 and sometimes 60 per cent. 
There can be only one explanation of this most illegal and unjust ndode of as- 
sessment. It arose from the desire, on the part of a municipality, to' have as 
small an assessment as possible, so as to reduce the amount of County rates, for 
it cannot make any difference as to the actual amount of taxes for ' township 
purposes. If assessors were to assess property as the law directs, and as they 
take a solemn oath to do, the work of equalization would be very small indeed. 
Can anything be more unjust and inequitable chan the assessments of some 
properties? My attention was called to a certain property in the Township of 
Mersea, the value of which cannot be less than $11,000, or to put it at a very 
low figure $12,000, and yet it is assessed at ab->ut $1,900. Another property in 
Maidstone, value perhaps $10,000, or say 3,000, assessed $1,100. And so also in 
the Township of Sandwich East I find absurdly low valuations. This is not 
fair, nor is it just to the pooler farmer, and something .should be done to com- 
pel assessors to be more oareful in their mode of assessments In other words, 
to carry out the law and to live up to their oath. . Then, with regard to per- 
sonal property, there is a gross violation of the law. In some municipalities 
the return of personal property is painfully small. The Township of Malden 
seems to return more personal property than any other township in proportion 
to its size. . ‘ : . ■: . , ... 

In considering the mattec and trying to ascertain the valuations of each 
township, town and village, so as to have the equalization of the different mun- 
icipalities bear a just relation one to another, I have found great difficulty. It 
is impossible to be absolutely correct, but I have done the best I could. 

Robinson, C. J., in Gibson and the corporation of , Huron and, Bruce, in 
delivering judgement, says :““No two bodies of men aud no two individuals 
could be expected to arrive at the same conclusions, if they attempted to make 
the adjustment independently of each other. ; The Legislature have not at- 
tempted to instruct them how to proceed in order to uon equal justice. They 
have done the best they could, in committing the duty to them, ; in general 
terms, of equalizing the assessments so as to produce a just relation, . bat have 
neaessarily left it to them to work out the problem as they best can. ■ It is a 
thing more easily talked of than done.” . . , <

The questions put in reference to this matter are somewhat new and by 
no means easy of solution. I can find very little in the way of authority to aid 
me in coming to a conclusion. 

But after consideration I am of opinion that notwithstanding that the 
judgment was not delivered until the 30th of August it is nevertheless binding 
upon the municipalities. I cannot think it was the intention of the legisla- 
ture to deprive an appealing municipality from the benefit of its appeal merely 
because for some cause or other the judge was unable to hand out his judgment 
before the first of August alter the appeal. Here as I understand it is the pro- 
ceedings to bring the case to appeal were all in conformity to the provisions of 
the statute and the appealing municipality was in no way in default, it did 
everything the statute called for in order to assert its rights and it would be a 
very great hardship if after having done so it was deprived of the fruits of its 
proceedings merely in consequence of some act of the judge over which it had 
no control. 

I think that it would be mot e in accordance with justice and probably 
more in accordance with the intention of the legislature to hold that the pro 
vision, that the judgment shall not be deferred beyond the first day of August, 
is directory only, and Only effects the judge and not the validity of the pro- 
ceedings, than to hold the contrary. In my opinion this is the proper con- 
struction to place upon the statute and tne judgment therefore is binding upon 
the municipalities although deferred beyond the firBt of August. 

The second question raised some very peculiar points on tracing the his- 
tory of the legislation, it would not seem to be difficult to see bow the trouble 
has arisen, under the revised statute, chap. 180. of 1877, section 68, sub-section 
2, the mode of appeal was to the oonnty judge and he was at that time the 
only tribunal. Then by the 42 Victoria, chapter 33 the appeals were taken 
away from the county judge and vested in a court composed of the county 
judge jointly with a sheriff and Buch third person as the county council might 
appoint and these three were to constitute a court, and section 68 of cbap. 180 
was repealed so that the three persons named in the 42 Victoria were thus 
constituted the only tribunal. 

Then by 43 Victoria, chap. 27, section 18, new provisions were enacted by 
which either the coUDty judge or a court consisting of the county judge, the 
sheriff or registrar and a judge of another county were constitnted^he tribunal. 

The couuty judge was to be the tribunal if all parties consented, otherwise 
the three persons were to constitute the court for the trial of the matter. No 
provision was made in any of these acts with reference to the mode in wbicb 
the judgment pronounced was to be enforced, but in the .year 1885 it was ap- 
parently thought that gome provision ought to be made dealing with this ques- 
tion and the legislature passed an act 48 Victoria, chap. 42 by section 15 of 
which the matter was assumed to be dealt with, but the draftsman apparently 
was either ignorant of or had overlooked the provisions of the 43 Victoria 
chap. 27, section 18, and was under the impression that tb6 law still remained 
as enacted by 42 Victoria, chap. 31, section 33 and so it was enacted that sub- 
section 3 of section 33 of the aet of 1879, (42 Victoria) should be amended by 
adding words to provide for enforcing the judgment by directions to the clerk 
of the county council. , 

There is little doubt but that if the draftsman had had his attention called 
to the provisions of the 43 Victoria he would have so framed the amendment a* 
to cover both the cases of a judgment by the county judge and the judgment by 
the court composed of the couuty judge, the sheriff or registrar anu the couuty 



judge of another ooanty. But unfortunately this was not done, and in the re 
vision of 1887 the oversight is repeated by confining this provision to the ease 
of a judgment or decision by the court composed of the three persons. No 
doubt this is an oversight and one which would be promptly remedied by the 
legislature upon its attention being called to it but it seems to me that as the 
law at present stands the provision with respect to the enforcement of a judg- 
ment or decision by the clerk of the county council is confined to the case of a 
deoision or judgment by the court composed of the three persons and that the 
enforcement of the decision of the county judge alone must be left to the pro- 
visions of the law as it stood before the enactment with regards to the clerk of 
the county council.

in addition to the other rates and assessments for and during the present year, 
for the general expenses of the current year. 

Be it further enacted that the sum of one dollar and fifty cents be paid to 
each and every grand and petit juror for eacn day’s attendance at any court of 
Assize Nisi Prius, general sessions of the peace and county court held in the 
said county, and the further sum of ten cents per mile necessarily traveled by 
such juror from his place of residence to the court house of the said county, ac- 
cording to the pay list to be kept by the sheriff of the county. And it is 

Also enacted that the sheriff of the county shall be entitled to receive the 
following sums and no wore for the services performed by him under this by- 
law, namely, for every pay list the sum of one dollar, for checking the same 
the sum of seventy-five cents, and certifying and returning the same to the 
treasurer of the county the sum of one dollar. 

And it is farther enacted that all sums payable under the Becond clause of 
this bv-Iaw shall be paid by the treasurer of the county upon the certified pay 
list of the sheriff. 

And it is further enacted that the burthen of the several assessments above 
required shall be apportioned amongst and borne by the several municipalities 
in the proportion of shares hereinafter mentioned, and the several sums set 
opposite to the name of each municipality in the schedule hereinunder written, 
which schedule shall form part of this by-law, shall be raised, levied and col- 
lected therein upon the whole ratable property in each municipality . respec- 
tivelv for the several rates for which they are designed, and shall be paid over 
into the hands of the county treasurer before the end of the present year to be 
by him applied for the several purposes mentioned in this by-law.

Gentlemen: — Your Commissioners appointed during the June Session of 
1888, to let and oversee the building of two new bridges over Belle River on 
| the dividing line between Maidstone and Rochester by leave to report as 
i follows: — > < 

We have had the two bridges constructed of trestle work with stone abut- 
ments at a cost of $736.00. Each bridge is sixty feet in length and sixteen feet 
in width, built with three abutments at equal distance apart. The abutments 
arc built of stone and Portland water cement, seventeen feet in length, eleven 
feet in hight, and two feet thick. The end abutments have piers four feet in 
length and of the same hight and thickness as the abutments. We had the 
approaches graded and gravelled at a cost of $42.50. 

This work is fully completed and accepted by your Commissioners.

A By-law to assume a Road in the Township of Malden, known as “ The Creek Road

Report of Road and Bridge Committee. 

To the Warden, Beeves and Deputy Reeves of the County of Essex, in Council 
assembled 

Gentlemen,— Your Road and Bridge Committee be? leave to report as follows 

Regarding the notification of Eliza Jane Carless of injuries done to her property by 
the tramway of the Essex Land and Timber Company, your committee would 
reoommend that the said Company be notified that, inasmuch as they have never 
asked this County Council for authority to lay down a tramway on the County line 
between Essex and Kent, this Council disclaim any responsibility for any damage that 
may be claimed from the County by ratepayers on either side of the Road complaining 
-of this tramway, and that the Company must take off their tramway, absolutely, from 
the road bed and also from any part of the road allowance except they give satisfac- 
tory bonds to pay any damages that maybe awarded in the matter, and that the bonds 
be taken by onr Road and Bridge Commissioners for Tilbury WeBt ; also that, the Co, 
Clerk write to Eliza Jane CarlesB, that, a3 this Council has never authorized tbe 
construction of the tramway complained of, which appears to have been built with the 
approval of the Tp. of Tilbury East, this Council is not liable for any damage. 1 That 
they have, however, as far as they have any jurisdiction, notified the Company to take 
the tramway off from the road allowance or entar into bonds to make good any 
damages. 

In accordance with the request of Mr. Odette, your committee think it advisable 
to have the County Engineer to examine the River Canard Bridge.

1 County Engineer’s Report on Canard Bridge. 

To the Warden, Reeves and Deputy Reeves ot the County of Essex, in Council 

assembled : — 

Gentlemen, — In compliance with instructions from your honorable body, I have 
made an examination of the bridge over the River Canard, on the townline between 
Auderdon and Sandwich West. This bridge is about 400 feet long, of 21 spans, and a 
, draw of 26 feet in length. The draw is situated about 100 feet from the South 
bank of the River. The depth of the channel is about 12 feet. 

Regarding the condition of the bridge, I am of the opinion that a small expendi- 
ture m repairs, about $25, in strengthening the stringers in the draw, and replacing 
one broken spile will render it comparatively safe for ordinary traffic for this year. 

As to the maintenance of the bridge, I think that 200 feet is the proper length for 
a bridge in this place, but if the channel were dredged to an average depth of 12 
feet for 100 feet in width, a bridge of 150 feet in length wonld answer all requirements,

BY LAW NO. 150. 


A By-law to equalize the valuation in the Assessment Rolls of the different Town- 
ships, Towns and Villages in the County of Essex. 

* Passed June 7tb, 1389. 

Whereas, it is expedient and necessary to equalize the valuation of real and person-

Report 


of the Inspector of Public Schools for the South/ 
Riding of Essex^ 


To the Members of the Essex County Council : 


Gentlemen, — I have the honor to submit my annual report on the Eublio Schools in 
South Essex. 


Including the Town of Amherstburg, there were; in 1888, 74 schools accommodating 
5,455 pupils, at a total expenditure of $38,460, of which sum $27,294. were paid foil 
teachers’ salaries, and the balance for school sites, school houses, fuel, Ac. The aver- 
age cost per pupil on the total expenditure was $7.05, but on the expenditure ion' 
teachers’ salaries it was only $5. When compared^ with the report of the Hon. the| 
Minister of Edncation, it which it is stated that the average' cost per pnpil on total eiq 
• penditure in the Province is ft7.59, and the average on teachers’ salaries is $4.98, the; 
financial standing in this Inspectorate i8 good. 


fthe attendance of pnpils does not compare so favorably. In the Province tlienam. 
her of pupils registered is 80.69 per cent, of the school' population; and the average, 
attendance is 50 percent, of the number registered. ‘ We have 74.85 per cent, of this, 
school population ' enrolled,' and of these ’ only 48.35 per cent, in regular atten-^ 
dance. The highest average in any county was 56 per cent, and the lowest was 36j _ 
per cent. It is unfair to our schools to Interpret this statement to mean that mor<^ j, 
than one-half the nominally attending pupils are absent tm any one day. In' som# * 
parts of South Essex there is a migratory class of pnpils which helpB to make up tbs 
large number of 1,278 between the ages of 7 and 13 years,' reported as not attending 
sohool 100 days out of the 220 teaching days in the year. This migratory class must 
not be made a scape-goat for carelessness in this matter; The circumstances of the 
people in South Essex are such that the average attendance of pupils af the schooli 
should be above the average for the Province. The average for 1888 is nearly one and 
one-third per oent. higher than that of 1887. ' 


Of the 74 teachers employed during the year 1888, 38 held second-class, 32 third- 
class and 4 temporary certificates. One second-class teacher holds a first-class non- 
professional certificate, and several third-class teachers hold second-class non- profes- 
sional certificates. 


In some caseB trustees have been deceived by applicants' telling the truth Dut not 
the whole truth. A person may tell the truth in saying he holds a second-class cei 
tificate, hut if be has not passed the professional examination he is not entitled to 
second-clasB standing. The average time of teaching was 5J years; the average tim* 
in the school held at the close of 1888 was 3§ years. Mr. Geo. E. Wightman, Euthvenj 
has been continuously in his preBeDt school for 11 years. The average salary paid td 
male teaohers is $486 ; the average salary to female teachers is $296. The majority 
of the teaohers in South Essex give good satisfaction in their work. Harshness it", 
discipline is rare. Only two cases of immorality have been reported to me. [ 


During the year, two Entrance to High Schools Examinations were held in Essex 
Centre, Leamington, Harrow and Amherstburg, and one in Kingsville, at which 21“ 
candidates wrote, 105 being successful. As far sb I can learn the average tor tin. 
Province is 45 per oent. while the average in South Essex is 49 per cent, with eery/flj 
recommendations. ' ’ 


The Teachers’ Institute is, I believe, improving the quality of teaching in ft® 
schools. This year there will be one meeting of three days instead of two meeting 1 ® 
two days each, by which it is hoped both time and expense will be saved. By consul-, 
tation and discussion at these Institutes, better methods of teaching are devised, anlj 
by comparing notes a better understanding of child mind is gained. 


School houses, premises, furniture, Ac., are gradually improving, but not as rapMw. 
as is desirable. I do not wish to urge making improvements rapidly lest the expensj 
should beoome burdensome. \ . 
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Several schools are becoming large enough to need assistant teachers; No teacher ms 
without injuring hie health or neglecting some important duties, manage and teach a 
Bobool of more than 50 pnpile of all grades of classes. The average number of enrolled 
pupils to each teacher in this Inspectorate is nearly 74, but the average of the average 
attendance is 36. 

A desire here to offer a few remarks to trustees. Gentlemen, you will have in your 
respective localities just such school as you desire. When your policy is to have a 
aheap school, you can secure it by employing a cheap, inexperienced, and very youth- 
fill-minded teacher, bat remember your cheap school is really a dear one. You cannot 
estimate the value of a school by dollars and cents. No doubt some of you desire a 
cheap school, because of a too common misconception of what'education is. • Those 
who think the mere acquisition of reading, writing and ciphering is education, mis- 
take the form for the sabstance, the instrument for the product. I am not making a 
plea for more subjects than the three mentioned, but for having these taught in each a 
way as to train and develop the faculties, so that a boy grown to be a man among men 
would be conscious of mental puwer. It makes all thb difference in the world whether 
e child is told facts, or whether he is directed to reason out and to arrive at the con- 
clusion. The less advanced the pupils the more necessary it is that they should be 
taught by a skillful teacher. A writer in Harper'* Magazine puts it thus ; — 



' "Unless children learn to observe attentively, to perceive correctly, to listen intelli- 
■''1 gently, to apprehend readily, to think spontaneously, to express themselves clearly, to 
gain bodily activity and manual dexterity, to acquire a taste as well as a capacity for 
labor, an appreciation for beauty as well aB a love of truth and goodness, their educa- 
tion it a failure. If these results come to the blind from correct methods of teaching, 
what shall he Bald of schools in whieh children are gathered, who have all their senses, 
but acquire few or none of the powers enumerated above ?” Only persons of good 
miud and experience are competent thns to edncate children. Such persons can be 
retaiaed in the profession, only by remunerating them as they can earn by the same 
energy and brain directed to other pursuits. Only cnltnred men and women, with an 
aptitude to teach, can train children to exercise their faculties to the best, and these 
ean be retained only by giving them good salaries and comfortable surroundings. More, 
and more the teaching of the children is falling into the handB of mere youths, possess- 
, ing, it is true, many estimable qualities, but lacking one essential quality — experience. 
This should not be allowed to continoe. Yon ha re the matter entirely in your con- 
trol. No other Glass of public officials so largely hold and control the destinies of this 
country as you do. Seneca wisely said, "He who fails to prevent a wrong, having the 
power to do so, sanctions its commission.” You can prevent children from going into 
life hampered and disabled by the mis-teaching or lack of teaching received at the 
bands of incompetent instructors. When you have a good teacher, keep him. If you- 
will act uprightly and confidentially with your Inspector, he will give you valuable in- 
formation about your schools, but he objects to have hiB reports circulated to the injury 
some person who is honestly but inefficiently trying to earn a living. A teacher 
HjTm&y tail in one place, but succeed in another. If your Inspector reportB your school 
as not progressing, and you bruit it about the country-side, you ruin the prospects of 
that teacher anywhere else. 

I have to thank you, Gentlemen of the Councillor your continued liberality in edu- 
cational matters. I desire to acknowledge the numerous kindnesses I have received m 
the discharge of my duties. I try to inspect thoroughly and to report candidly. Some 
friction occasionally arises, in consequence, but nay single aim, to increase the efficiency 
°f the schools, is generally recognized, and what sometimes foreboded trouble has end- 
in good.

ice | Your Treasurer was under the impres- 
sion that some misentries might have 
been made in connection with his invest- 
ments on behalf of the redemption of 
the twenty thousand dollar issue of New 
Gaol Debentures, and with the subsequent 
reversion of the same to his cash. As 
you are aware there was no regular levy 
made for the redemption of these deben- 
tures, and therefore no regular Sinking 
fund account was kept ; the practice 
k ing that, whenever there appeared to be 
an available surplus, it was invested 
usably in township securities aud the 
in -amount charged in the cash. The rever- 
sions of these in iuBtalmeuts or otherwise 
Went back into the cash ; so that, assum- 
mg the correctness of the entries relating 
to these investments and their reversions, 
the cash would he affected raerelv to the 
extent of the interest made. That the 
entries are correct is proved by means of

( forming part of this report, wherein the 
redemption of the Debenture* instead of 
being charged direotly to cash, M was the

Sinking Fund and the interest made on 
the investments. The result in both 
cases is the same — proving the correct- 
ness of the entries. 

As the comoletion of the monthly 
abstracts above referred to ended the 
worn at which two persons could profit- 
ably engage. I set the assistant the task 
of preparing certain statements to be 
used in checking or, if necessary, in re- 
writing the Township acconuts. 

The first of these statements was to 
show the levy of taxes for each munici- 
pality for each year during the period, 
and the amounts were to be taken from 
the schedules published iu the minutes. 
The second statement was to show the 
rates paid by each municipality, and the 
third, the non-resident taxes collected and 
passed to the credit of each municipality. 
The fourth statement was to show the 
charges in the cash for refunds, returned 
taxes sale expenses, &a. I shall have 
occasion to again , refer to these state- 
ments, especially the third. While they 
were being prepared, I proceeded with 
the work which your committee has 
already examined, and which, with some 
slight modifications, will form part of 
this report. 

1. Annual abstracts of debits and 
credits. 

2. Debit and credit accounts for each 
year. 

3. Debit and credit account for the 
whole period. 

4. Investment and Sinking Fund ac- 
count. 

5. It -l scorn Drain Works account. 

6. Ruscom Drain Debenture-rates 
account. 

Up to the completion of the foregoing, 
which dealt with the entries as they stand 
in the cash, the only mistake of any con- 
sequence, overlooked iu any previous 
audit, special or otherwise, was the omis- 
sion of a charge of $135 in December, 
1874, being the amount of 9 fifteen dollar 
coupons of the new gaol debentures. The 
omission is at once detected by compar- 
ing the amount of these coupons paid 
during that year, witn the amount paid 
other years. The regular animal pay, 
ment was $1,200, but in 1878 $1,290 was 
paid, leaving $1,110 for 1874. In 1874- 
bowever,$only $975 was paid, h«M* the 
difference $135, was either not paid, or, if 


paid, not charged. As coupons usually 
get paid, the latter supposition is the 
more likely, and in support of it there is 
a check charged by the bank about the 
date of the maturity of the coupons. I 
have not seen either the coupons or the 
check which I nave presumed was given 
to retire them, but, from the absence of 
the usual check mark in the bank book, 
the probability is both are still in the 
bank. I have asked the bank to make a 
search for them, and, in the meautime, 
given your Treasurer credit for the 
amount. 

As a general audit for the purpose of 
establishing the correctness of the bal- 
ance of cash on hand, the work, under 
ordinary circumstances, might have ended 
here. There was no question involved 
with respect to the vouchers, it being 
taken for granted that for every charge 
made there was sufficient authority to 
satisfy the County Auditors — nothing is 
simpler than passing an entry supported 
by a voucher, heuce, in your general in- 
structions as to the scope of the audit, 
there was no intimation that time should 
be taken up with this elementary work aDd 
therefore, all charges were assumed as 
duly vouched for. 

It was part of your instructions how- 
ever that the accounts of the minor muni- 
cipalities should be carefully investigated, 
and to this work I now turned my atten- 
tion. Anticipating this work, I had 
set the assistant to prepare the state- 
ments one, two, three and four, 
already referred to. With these, which, 
if correctly prepared, would contain all 
the material necessary for checking the 
accounts or rewriting them, I hoped to 
complete the work in a week or ten days 
at the most — whereas, owing to the im- 
perfection of the statements, especially the 
third, and having to go back to the 
original entries and vouchers, it occupied 
over a month, including the preparation 
of the fourth statement, which I under- 
took and finished myself. 

The third statement being an abstract 
of the non-resident taxes collected and 
passed to the credit of each municipality 
for each year was a necessity for the rea- 
son that the non-resident receipts in the 
cash were not posted in detail into the 
Township accounts, but in aggregate 
amounts, whioh had to be totaled and 
squared with the cash, reference having 
frequently to be made to the receipts 
given. "* These non-resident debitB in the 
cash were for a number of years entered 


without auy eye to their ever having to 
be posted, and are often iu a loose u’jii 
confused state ; hence the preparation ol 
this statement was not an easy matter,, 
but there was no reason why it should 
not have been made absolutely correct for 
there was the means of checking each 
annual total with the corresponding total; a 
iu the annual abstracts, which hud al-fit 
ready been squared with the cash. Iusteadyti 
of its being a copy from the cash of wbst 
passed as non-resident tnxeB to the credit 
of each municipality, in a large number 
of instances the amounts bore no corres 
poudeuce with those in the cash, but the 
totals were all found to correspond with 
those of the annual abstracts. In other) ft 
words, the statement was “cooked.” I f 
am obliged to make this explanation to 
account for the time occupied in the 
work of correction. 

Statement number two was pretty near- 
ly correct, the entries in the cash of rates 
received being of larger amounts, of less 
frequent occurrence, and iu better form.

Gosfield should have been charged hack 
with $74.35, the amount of three land 
sales in that year, which were not carried 
out. A reference to the land sale account, 
and the cash book is given in verification. 
Gosfield is again, in 1880, credited in error 
with $345.45, which it has enjoyed down 
to the present. This is another clerical 
error arising from twice crediting the 
same amount. According to the old 
acconnt, Gosfield’s balance at the close of 
its career as a municipality was nil, but 
these errors with a few others of inconsid- 
erable amount on both sides make the 
Township a debtor to tne county to the 
extent of $503 10, which is brought out in 
an adjustment note at the foot of the new 
account, and I have transferred the liabili- 
ty to Old and New Gosfield according to 
the terms of settlement agreed upon. 

In 1880, Bochester should have had 
passed to its credit the proceeds of a land 
sale in that year amounting to $332.29, 
but it gets credit iu some unaccount- 
able way, for only $41.34 — the difference 
of $290.95 is restored in the new account. 
Iu 1871 Maidstone should have been 
charged with $195, being a refund of non- 
resideut taxes paid to the then Reeve, 
Mr. Conway. There is a voucher, and 
the charge is made in the caah. The 
Warden has been put in possession of the 
facts, aud may have something to say 
iu the matter; meantime, I have charged 
the amount in the new account. 

These are all the principal errors, none 
of them, as I have said, affecting the 
Treasurer’s cash, with the exception of 
the re-charge of the land sales iu the case 
of Gosfield, that having also been omitted 
in the cash. 

This would be the place to give a 
tabulated statement of the differences 
which the audit has effected in the 
balances of the Township accounts, but, 
as some of the Townships are affected by 
corrections in the redemption accounts. 
I shall have to exhibit these in a separate 
statement, which will be prepared in time 
for the meeting of the Council. An ab- 
stract of these differences, however, is 
appended to this report. 

The Redemption accounts next call for 
consideration. I may say that no regular 
redemption account was kept. It was 
assumed that if a redemption was paid in, 
it would be paid out again and that would 
eud it. But in practice the redemption 
business is not so easily managed. Of 
course, in the majority of cases, the amount 
of redemption paid in exactly covers the 
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amount paid out, the one balancing the 
other ; but in a very considerable number 
of cases the amount paid in is not the 
amount paid out. This happens when a 
lot is sold, perhaps at an adjourned sale, 
for less than the taxes against it ; the 
redemptor pays the full amount with ten 
per cent, added, but, in doing so, be may 
have paid a portion which by right should 
go to the Township concerned as non- 
resident taxes — the other portion going 
back to the purchaser of the lot. Now, it 
has happened in a good many instances, 
through inadvertence or ignorance of the 
transaction on the part of the book keeper, 
that the whole of such a redemption has 
been debited in the cash to “redemption,” 
while only the amount whiqh has been 
paid away has been charged to “redemp 
tion.” Such an error does not affect the 
cash, for the amount is in the cash, only, 
one portion of it should have been in non 
resident receipts to the credit of the 
Township concerned, while only the por- 
tion paid away Bhonld he iu “redemp- 
tion.” In every case I have been able to 
discover, the amount thus lost has been 
restored to the Township concerned. 

Another complication of these accounts 
is, when the Township is said to redeem 
a lot. The lot has been Hold, and the 
purchaser has to be paid back ; now the 
charge in the cash against the payment 
should be made against the township, 
but, as it is called a “Redemption”, and, 
by a careless bookkeeper, sometimes un- 
derstood as such, it is not infrequently 
charged to “Redemption.” It would be 
better not to call these Redemptions — no 
Redemption receipts being gi.ven, and no 
debit being in the cash corresponding to 
the charge. 

If the Treasurer had kept a Redemption 
Account answering to the entries in his 
cash, he would have found that his re- 
ceipts from 1870 to 1888 inclusive, 
amounted to the sum of $29,506 32, while 
the payments reached $30,108.73, iu other 
words, that the Redemption business had 
cost the County exactly $602.41. This 
excess of payments over receipts does not 
altogether arise from charging payments 
back to Redemption instead of to the 
townships interested, as might be inferred 
from what has just been said, bnt arises 
from a combination of errors which I 
must endeavor to explain. 

In order to get at the bottom of this 
Redemption business, it was necessary to 
compare the entries with the vouchers. 
In the first place, I had prepared, with 


the assistance of Miss Wright, who is i 
very good hand at this kind of work, i 
complete list of Redemption receipts. 
This list contained every Redemption/ 
receipt that had been issued in the office 
for 19 years, and gave a description of 
each lot. It furnished a sure and readj^ 
means of checking the debit entries for; * 


Redemption in the cash. I found even*' 
receipt d bited, with the exception of two 
one of these was detected in the Special 
Audit of 1875, and is included in the 
general result of that audit .whicbjamonut 
ed to the sum of $9.26 and was 
charged against the Treasurer ; so thal 
the item being disposed of by that audit, 
does not euter into my list. The other. 1 
receipt which was omitted in the cash, 
was issued in December, 1871, and!, 
amounted to $63.45. 

It was an easy matter ' to check the| 
debits of Redemptions in the cash, wilhj 
the receipts, but to find the corresponding 
charges was A work of considerable diffi-j 
cnlty. The Redemption debit and “Ex- 
emption” charge ( o coin what I think 
would be a useful word in this business], 
are not near each other, and very oft nj. 
not like each other ; when this is the' 
case, they can only be identified by refit 
ence to the vouchers aud, but for the 
assistance of the Treasurer’s Clerk, whi 
is very Bpt iu handling and comparm. 
vouchers, a much longer time would h&n 
been consumed in the work, the results o 
which are given under the following 
heads :

There are also doub'e charges to be 
rectified by are-debitin the casti‘for the 
full amouut. The last item requires 
special mention as a double complication. 
The lot,No.37 con.l, Sandwich West, was- 
sold in November 1881, for an amount 
which, with ten per cent added, made 
$116 .31 . This was'paid away to Mr. Sol. 
While, the purchaser, who gave a receipt 
for the money upon the tax sale receipt. 
This payment is charged in the cash as a 
redemption in November 1882. But the 
lot was redeemed for $39.04, which is the 
amouut that should have been charged to 
redemption and the balance $77 27 charg- 
ed to Sandwich West. This Township 
however is charged with the whole amount 
in the following month, and in support of 
the charge is a second voucher being a re- 
ceipt for the same full amount, giveu on a 
duplicate tax sale receipt. The first re- 
ceipt is not dated, the last is date the 23rd 
Deer., 1882. One can understand how a 
redemption might come to be paid away 
twice and be correct, as for instance: a lot is 
Bold under protest from the owner, 
who nevertheless redeems it, claiming 
that the Bale was an error, On furnish- 
ing proof of the error he demands and 
receives back his money, which is correct- 


ly charged against the Township concern- 
ed. Bat the ease in point is obviously 
not one of this nature, for if so the pur- 
chaser aud redemptor of the lot would 
be one and the same, which is improbable. 
Nor is it to be assumed that the money 
was paid twice to the same party, who 
may have only signed a duplicate receipt 
to enable the Treasurer to pass the second 
charge which was incorrectly made against 
the Township for the whole instead of the 
portion. This double error is rectified by 
debiting the Treasurer, aud crediting 
Sandwich West, the former with the 
full amount, the latter with the amount 
of the redemption received, namely $39.04 
portion, which has been done. 

I have now to preseut a list of errors 
in redemptions which will operate in 
tavor of the Treasurer. 

The first is a long list of 36 small items 
amounting in the aggregate to $46.27, 
which can hardly be called errors, but 
consist of fees tor certificates' which the 
Treasurer omitted to charge when he 
paid away the redemptions. Each item 
represents the excess of the redemption 
debited, over the' redemption charged, and 
as the county does not claim any share 
in the profits of the redemption business 
I have passed these items to the credit of 
the Treasurer. 

The next list is oue of 16 items amount- 
ing to $282 68, each representing a debit 
in the cash on account of redemption, but 
against which there is no corresponding 
charge. There are no vouchers in the 
files to support the charge of these, at 
least I have not discovered any, although 
no doubt some trace of most of them may 
exist in the letters or other documents in 
the office. As I can think of no reason 
for their omission but forgetfulness, I 
feel justified in recommending their 
transfer to the credit of the Treasurer. 

Two other distinct classes of errors in 
these redemption accounts still remain to. 
be considered. Neither of them affect 
the cash but both affect the Townships 
concerned — the one class favorably, the 
other unfavorably. 

It has already been explained how it 
would sometimes happeu that a redemp- 
tion paid away in whole or in part, would 
be charged in error to redemption, when 
it should have been charged to the Town- 
ship concerned. There are fourteen in- 
stances of this kind representing in the 
aggregate the sum of $305.26 nearly all 
occurring in the early part of the period. 
The verification of these errors in detail 
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would ie tedious, and had best be pre- 
sented in a separate statement. 

The other class of errors affecting the 
Townships favorably consists of redemp- 
tion debits which ought to have been 
credited to the Townships concerned. One 
item in the list may be quoted as an ex- 
ample. In 1870 $91.44 was received and 
debited in the cash as a redemption, but 
the lot had been sold at an adjourned sale 
for an amount which with ten per cent, 
added made up the sum of $35.20, and 
this of course was tbe amount paid away ; 
the difference $56-24 should have gone to 
the Township as non-resident money 
collected. The errors of this class foot op 
to $93.22 ; these will also be presented 
in a separate statement. 

It is singular that nearly all these 
errors in the redemption accounts occurred 
in the earlier portion of the period under 
review and that the special audit of 1875 
only disclosed one out of all the number. 
The same remark applies to the errors in 
the Township accounts, not one of which 
appears to have come within the scope of 
that audit. 

Your Mr. Auld suggested ! should make 
a special examination of the Criminal 
Justice account, comparing the debits in 
the cash with the checks issued by the 
“License and Administration of Justice 
Accounts Branch” in the Provincial Sec- 
retary’s office in Toronto. This I have 
done and the net result is as follows: — 

' In 1870 your Treasurer debited his cash 
with $1,094.92 instead of $974. 92, which is 
the correct amount of the check issued by 
the Department for tbe March quarter ot 
that year. The mistake amounting to 
$120 m the Treasurer’s favor, seems to 
have arisen in this way. About the same 
time a check for $ 120 was received from the 
Provincial Treasurer on account of the 
Meteorological Station and the two checks 
making the amount $1,094.92 were debited 
as one to the credit of Criminal Justice, 
while the smaller check was debited to 
the Meteorological Station. The two en- 
tries are together on page 170 of the cash 
book, and as there can be no doubt as to 
the mistake, I have passed this anaount to 
the eredit of the Treasurer. 

Another mistake ot $555.78 is against the 
Treasurer, being the amount of the check 
issued for the September quarter of 1882. 
This is the unluckiest mistake which has 
been disclosed and coming, as it does 
shortly after an inquiry in the same 
field, which the evidence from the Provin- 
cial Secretary’s office published in the 


minutes of the June Session of the Count; 
Council iu 1882, fully satisfied, has affect- 
ed the Treasurer more than all tbe rest. 
There is this to say about it, however, that 
the money came in aud was duly deposit- 
ed in the Bank, when, on account of 
family troubles, as I understand, his at- 
tendance at the office was irregular. No ' 
regular receipt for the money was sent to ; 
Toronto and, owing to the system of only 
making cash entries from the stubs of 
receipts, this one, not being there, was 
omitted. All tbe other checks issued by 
the Department on behalf of Criminal 
Justice for the County of Essex are cor- 
rectly debited in the cash — the only vari- 
ation being in tbe small amount charged 
for Bank commission on a few of the 
checks in the early part of the period. 

1 have now to speak of the Buscom 
Drain account, which was first made out 
from the entries in the cash as abstract- 
ed in the annual statements. Having 
my attention directed by the Wardeoto 
what would be required by the special 
committee iu tbe Buscom Drain matter, ' 
and considering that the account as above I 
made out would not answer tbe purpose, j 
I decided to make it out anew from the ’ 
vouchers, and in full detail ; the result, 
there from being virtually the saYne iu both 
instances, proves the correctness of the 
cash entries. The only variation arises in 
the transfer of one or two small items 
from one account to the other. 

In the Buscom Drain matter, there are 
strictly speaking four accounts, as follows; 

Works and Expenses. 

Proceeds of Debentures. 

Bates. 1 

Bedemption of Debentures aud interest. 

I have worked these into two debit 
and credit acoonnts. The first, called 
simply the “Drain Account,” is debit- 
ed in detail with all payments on account 
or work and expenses proper to tbe 
work, and credited with the proceeds i 
of the sale of Debentures, beiDg tbe | 
fund from which such payments are , 
drawn. The second, called the “Deben- 
ture-Bates Account” is debited with the 
payments made on account of the re- 
demption of debentures and ooupon in- 
terest, and credited with the rates col- 
lected from the Townships interested, 
forming the fund from which snch pay- 
ments are drawn. The Drain Account 
shows $36,362.02 as having been received ' 
from the sale of debentures, including a | 
premium of $995.43, and accrued interest I 
on a special deposit of the fundjand shows I 


{36.292.24 as having? been spent, leaving 
a balance on hand of 169.78.

The account shows $23,515.31 as hav- 
ing been spent in the redemption of de- 
bentures and coupons, leaving a balance 
on hand of 53,036.84 to meet other mi- 
r taring liabilities. 

On comparing the amount of rntps cred- 
. ited to Rochester in the above account, 
with what appears credited to that town- 
ship both in the new and the old town- 
ship account, it will be observed, and I 
call your special attention to the fact, 
i that only the amount of two years Ruscom 
I Drain rateb, namely $2909.44, has been 
, passed to tbe credit of the township in its 
account proper, whereas the Debenture- 
Rates Account shows three additional 
payments of $1,454.72 each at its credit. 
One of these payments being made in 1889, 
however, is to be omitted in the compari- 
ton I desire you to make. That being done, 
itappears.on comparing the credits of the 
two accounts, that those of the Debenture- 
Rates aecouut exceed those of the town- 
ship accounts by two aunual collections of 
, rates, each of the amount of $1,454.72, 

'' making together $2909.44. Now if the 
treasurer were to be held for the amount 
oi extra credit appearing in the Deben- 
ture Rates Account, which is not in the 
cash as has been proved, he would be en- 
titled to make a contra charge for that 
■ amount in his cash. But Rochester paid 
I its Ruscom Drain rates for the two years 
I in question in nun-resident taxes, which 
1 have only to be called Ruscom rates, and 
the difficulty is removed. This might 
have been done by a oross entry in tbe 
Ray Book, its omission, — and my first 
opinion that tho entry was one that ought 
tube made in the cash— gave rise to ex 
pectations of relief on the part of the 
Treasurer, which I regret to say were 
wholly unfounded. I may take this oppor- 
tunity of observing that the other cross 
entries in the cases of Colchester North, 
Colchester South, and Gosfleld, are of the 
same character and have absolutely no 


bearing upon the Treasurer’s cash 
as affecting the balance one way 
or the other. To this conclusion 
yon will also have been led by the tenor of 
previous observations on the nature of 
the Township accounts in general. 

I have now gone over the field investigat- 
ed and it only remains to bring together 
in brief form, to be afterwards enlarged in 
statements, the results of tbe investigation 
as these will be found to affect the 
Treasurer’s cash balance. 

I find then that the cash should he

There will be no difficulty in under- 
standing that by the above changes the 
county gains the amount of the differ- 
ences against the abuve municipalities, 
and loses the amount of the differences 
in their favor. The only municipality 
which stands in the position of creditor 
to the county is Colchester North the 
amount due to which by the old account 
was $506.16, which has been slightly 
modified. The verification of the above 
will be found in the notes appended to the 
Township accounts, and in the detailed 
statement of “Redemption errors and 
misentries.” 

I expect to be occupied up the date of 
the County Council in preparing accounts 
and statements for printing, and, if these 
are to be printed in advance, in reading 
the proofs, but I shall endeavor to have 
the balance of cash brought down to the 
date of the meeting. 

I have not had occasion in the above 


report to advert to your Treasurer’s finan- 
cial transactions with the Banks, and 
with private individuals because, although 
these transactions bear a certain relation 
to his cash, they do not of themselves 
appear in any account. 

The system of book keeping adopted by 
your Treasurer is very imperfect, and 
this fact taken in connection with the 
invariable practice of mixing his own funds 
with those of the County in a common 
bank account, prevented his ever being 
able to balance his cabh.

I would strongly recommend some such 
system as has been adopted in the County 
of Bruce, namely that all county funds be 
deposited to the credit of the Corporation 
and that the minor municipalities be re- 
quired or at least recommended to 
remit their rates directly to the 
bank to be placed to the credit of that 
account, notifying the Treasurer at the 
time, who, on finding the credits duly en- 
tered, wonid forward the proper receipt. 
By this method the Treasurer would 
not use the County funds for any purpose 
until they were first deposited in the 
Corporation account. The practice in 
Brnoe is to draw checks signed by the 
Warden and Treasurer upon this account 
for such sums, not to exceed $5 000, as 
may be required for County purposes. 
These checks the Treasurers’ deposits in 
a separate account, which is the fund 
from which all his payments are made. 
In this way the cash is easily checked, the 
Treasurer’s responsibility is reduced, and 
security bonds more readily obtained.

I have expended nearly all the fund appropriated for the Belle River Bridge* ! 
and find that it will require about $150.00 more to make it a complete job. The two cen-'f 
tre piers are completed, but the two abutments are not much above water, and should not \ 
he left in the state they are, as they do not support the ends of the bridge yet. I am sorry 
to say that the real cost of this job could not he foreseen, as we had a poor botton to con- 
tend with, and that our piers had to be built 14 feet high, as well as the abutments, and 
water-tight boxes had to be made for men to work at stone, aud we had great difficulty 
with the water. The June flood having destroyed our dams, and we had to start over 
again, and had much delay. I would therefore recommend that enough money be voted to 1 ; 
complete the job, and that the same be done this fall as frost may damage the abutment 8 
which are left unfinished. 

I am really sorry at not being able to attend this special meeting of the County Council 
on account of the bad accident which happened me, which, no doubt you are all aware of ; 
hut in the meantime I trust that your honorable body will again take the matter up and 
exuse the completion of said bridge

council to investigate the books and accounts of the Comity Treasurer, according to his T 
request, beg leave to report : j 

That they appointed Mr. T. Munro, of Toronto, special accountant, who bad suc- 
cessfully investigated the County Treasurer’s books in the County of Bruce, to direct the 
investigation, and Mr. Geo. Botsford, of Windsor, as his assistant, for a time. After a 
thorough investigation of the books, which extends front the first of January, 1870, to the 
31st of December, 1888, Mr. Munro presented your committee with a report which has 
been published at the request of the committee, in the “Echo,” of Amherstburg, and sentY 
to all the members of the council. Upon this report your committee intended to base ( 
their report to you, aud the Warden was advised to call the council together for the dis- 
cussion and disposal of the matter. In the interval, however, the County Treasurer 
insisted that the investigation was not complete, and that he could not have the balance 
on hand which the books showed against him, and as a proof of it instanced the fact that 
he had paid out in cash a considerable sum of money, more than he had received from all 
sources, that, therefore, owing to the system of bookkeeping, double entries, or wrong*! 
entries, must have been made, which showed a wrong balance against him. Mr. Munro^ 
had already called our attention to the fact that the result of a comparison he had made 
between the gross actual income of the Treasurer, as debited in his cash, and the actual 
levies, plus the actual income from all other sources, showed a very considerable de- 
crepacy, and, upon the Treasurer’s insistance, he went to work to verify the fact fully. 

After this work Mr. Munro has just issued a supplementary report, which is enclosed 
herewith, as well as his original report. This supplementary report shows us that the 


Treasurer lias actually paid out $1 1,272.26 more than he has r<ceived from all sources, or, 
I rather, that he has actually debited his cash with that amount in excess of all the levies. 
[. f/lf this amount could be credited to the County Treasurer, it would wipe out the balance 
>t \ against him of the 1st of January, 1889, which, by Mr. Munro ’s report, is fixed at 
l *11,133.52. 

At this point your committee must acknowledge that they have not been able to 
make up their minds to recommend that an absolute decision be taken in the matter, 
either for or against the contention of the Treasurer, and that they think, further in- 
vestigation should be permitted te give the County Treasurer a chance to show, cloaily, 
toff that in all the periods under review he has not received from the council, of from all 
sources, enough money to meet all the disbursements, and that, therefore, he is out of 
pocket, and that the large balance against him cannot stand- 

It has been made clear to your committee that the investigation can not proceed 
much further, for want of evidence, without reference to the local treasurers’ hooks, 
especially those who have had large transactions in non-resident lands with the County 
Treasurer. 

* Your committee, therefore, recommends that they be empowered to continue the 
Y. 1 investigation with the same powers that they had before, to appoint one or more book 
J keepers to help Mr. Munro to finish the work, if necessary. 

Your committee, further, recommend that as soon as Mr. Munro has completed the 
investigation, and the balance has been approved definitely for the end of 1888, a new 
set of books, in double-entry form, should be opened, and the year 1889 written thereon, 
to be strictly followed, afterwards, according to the directions left by Mr. Munro. 

And your committee would further recommend that according to the suggestion 
made in Mr. Munro’s report, of the 8th inst., all county funds should be deposited in a 
ur chartered hank to the credit of the county, and paid out by instalments to meet the bus- 
iness needs, when checks would he signed by the Warden and county treasurers, jointly; 
all minor municipalities paying all monies due the county for rates, etc., to this bank, to 
the credit of the corporation.

Gentlemen, — Your special committee appointed to examine the Ruscom Drain, beg 
leave to report as follows : 

In compliance with instructions we have made on examination of the Ruscom Drain in 
Mersea, Gosfield and Rochester, we find that the Silver Creek in Mersea and Rochester is 
in fairly good repair, but would be improved by a small expenditure. 

The main Ruscom through Mersea, Gosfield and Rochester, has become badly 
obstructed in many places by accumulations of sand and vegetable matter, and would be 
greatly improved through the removal of these obstructions. 

We are also of the opinion that the drain should be extended further north, that is 
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water, 


across lots 8, 12, 13 and 14, to prevent damage being done to these lots, by the 
brought down by the drain. 

Accompanying you will find the report made to us by the County Engineer on his 
survey and examination of the drain. 

We would also recommend that the Warden be authorized to issue a warr'ant to each 
individual of the committee for his expenses on presentation of his account.

Essex Centre, July, 1889. 

To the Chairman and members of the Ruscom Drain Committee: 

Gentlemen, —In compliance with your instructions I have made an examination o| 
the Ruscom drain and the Silver Creek and Brenner branches in Mersea, Gosfield North 
and Rochester, for the purpose of ascertaining the work requisite, and the cost thereof to !( pr 
put the drain in an efficient state of repair. 

I find that the Silver Creek branch in Mersea and Rochester. is in fairly good repak 
portions of it being far larger than when constructed, other portions have become lessened 
n carrying capacity by accumulations of sand washed down from the higher elevations. In 
the 10th concession of Mersea, we found a few timber jams, the most serious obstruction 
in the drain. An outlay of $10.00 will remove these. The covering of the bridge across 
the 11th concession has been washed away. To replace it wdll cost about $15 00. Th e 
working of the drain can be greatly improved by cleaning it out all through but it is 
hardly a necessity as the greater portion of the drain is in wild land. The drain has been 
used for rafting down wood and bolts, which accounts for its clear state, the lumber jams f 
having been all removed. I a 

The Ruscom from the 6th of Mersea to the Gosfield townline is in very bad shape, here f i 
the water runs continually and the drain fills up very fast. It will require to be deepened J > 
from 6 to 16 inches all through, the cost will be about 50cts. per rod, the distance is { t 
550 rods. - J'i 

Through Gosfield North the drain Is also in very bad shape, especially so from the rf 
east townline to the 9th concession. 

The drain passes through the Ryall Marsh. At the east side of the marsh is a heavy 
cut through a fine sand, this sand has been carried down the drain a great distance. The 
effect of this filling in of the drain is a serious overflow in the marsh, an improvement here 
is imperative ! At every bend in the drain this wash sand has lodged, the obstruction has 
caused the sand to accumulate, and now the sand is about 12 inches in depth 4 feet in 
width. The Brenner branch in Gosfield is in about the same condition. 

Through Rochester the same condition of affairs exist. The channel beirg badly 
obstructed with sand, fallen timber to greatly increases the difficulty. ‘ 

Now that the drain is constructed it is quite apparent that the work was notcontinued i 
far enough north to afford a proper outlet for the water. The channel of the river is very il 
uneven in depth and width. Some very heavy lumber jams have formed which will i 
ultimately cause serious damage. It will be a matter of great difficulty to prevent these 11 

1 7 
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jams forming until the channel is put in proper shape, deepened, widened and straightened 
and freed from the great amount of brush wood and rubbish that now obstructs it. This

,, clearing and excavating should be continued across lots 8, 12, 13 and 14. The clearing 
should cover a space 3 rods wide on each side of the channel, giving a clear course for the 
jj water 8 rods in width. 

On lots 13 aud 14 I fouud two bends in the river that will require to be straightened, 
j On Lot 14 a cut 24 rods in length will take the place of 70 rods in the present channel, 
' and on lot 13 a heavy cut 40 rods in length will, reduce the length of the drain 160 rods. 
The reducing of these bends will be a great aud permanent improvement to the drain. The 
i course is so much shortened aud a greater velosity being given to the current, the efficient 
working of the drain must be greatly increased. The cost of the two cuts will amount to 
about $850.00. 

I 

At first it was contemplated to merely remove the sand that had lodged at the bends 
in the drain. If this alone were done the first flow of water would again fill these bends 
\ with sand from the higher portions of the drain. In order to make a permanent 
improvement the loose sand in the drain must all be removed and disposed of in such a 
t| manner as will prevent its being again carried back into the drain. 

'If these improvements are effected the drain will in a great measure answer the 
o present requirements of the locality drained by it.

Sir, — I have now to report the completion of the work undertaken by direction of 
your committee to find, with the assistance of Mr. F. P. Boutillier, what evidence could 
be adduced from the accounts of the minor municipalities and other sources, in support of 
the Treasurer’s contention that his cash had been been debited with rates, and non-resident 
taxes taken and applied as rates, in excess of the levies or in other words that the minor 
municipalities had been credited with more than had been actually received from them; 
the supposition being that receipts had been given for rates which had been paid in whole 
or part by non-resident taxes, both being debited, and therefore duplicated in the cash. 

The first thing we did was to examine carefully each separate debit of rates in the 
cash book, covering the whole period, and compare it with the stub of the receipt given 
by the Treasurer. Nothing in the entries themselves show that anything else than 
straight cash had been received, but on a considerable number of the stubs are found 
memoranda, to the effect that the amounts were made up of part cash and part “road 
orders,” in some instances all road orders together. In every case W' here this occurs we 
turned to Road Improvement, and found the contra charge dnly made except in one 
trifling instance. , In.no case does there appear to be a debit. ' of rates made up in whole 
or part of non-resident taxes already debited . 

The result of this examination and research, is thereforeagainst the contention that 
there had been a duplication of entries in that direction, for had there been any snch the 
presumption is that the stubs would have afforded a trace of it. 

Mr. Boutellier’s subsequent investigation of some of the local Treasurer’s books con- 
firmed his anticipation that these would be found to have been made up, as regards 
transactions with the county Treasurer, from the statements of account periodically 
issued by him, and hence could afford no means of independent research. 

But what finally disposes of the contention is the account herewith in which the 
levies are substituted for the rates and non-resident taxes taken and applied as rates for 
the whole nineteen years. The balance in this account is substantially the same as found 
by the audit. 

Bringing the entries down to 23rd Nov., the balance according to the audit amounts 
to $23,696.66 against which a number of small charges amounting to the sum of $1,127.46 
have to be made On the issue of warrants for the same. 

Iu the general abstract account of debits and credits originally submitted to your 
committee, I have made some changes in the form and arrangement of the accounts, but 
after a careful revision of the whole with Mr. Boutollier, no error has been discoverd.

In the meantime your committee has recommended to the Warden to notify, at once, 
the different municipalities to pay, from this date, all rates and moneys due to the County, 
into the Merchant’s Bank of Canada (Windsor branch), to the credit of the County of 
Essex, in order to put into practice the new system which your council adopted at the last 
special session.

1 '.'he first thing we did was to examine carefully each separate debit of rates in the 
tsh book, covering the whole period, and compare it with the stub of the receipt given by 
^Treasurer. Nothing in the entries themselves show that anything else than straight 
ill had been received, but on a considerable number of the stubs are found memoranda 
jjhe effect that the amounts were made up of part cash and part “road orders,” in some 
stances all road orders together. In every case where this occurs we turned to Road 
.iprovements, and found the contra charge duly made, except in one trifling instance. In 
, lease does there appear to be a debit of rates made up in whole or part of non-resident 
axes already debited. 

JV 

: The result of this examination and research is, therefore, against the contention tha L 
ere had been a duplication of the entries in that direction, for had there beeu any such, 
ie presumption is that the stabs would have afforded a trace of it. 

Mr. Bouteillier’s subsequent invi stigation of some of the local Treasurer’s books con- 
Vied his anticipation that these would be found to have been made up, as regards 
ansaetions with the County Treasurer, from the statements of accounts periodically 
sued by him, and hence could afford no means of independent research. 


f But what finally, disposes of the contention is the account herewith, in which the 
Tvies are substituted for the rates and non resident taxes taken and applied as rates for 
he whole nineteen years. The balance in this account is substantially the same as found 
iy the audit. 

Bringing the entries down to 23rd Nov., the balance according to the audit amounts 
o $23,606.66, against which a number of small charges, amounting to the sum of $1,127.46, 
.ive to be made on the issue of warrants for the same. 


„ In the general abstract account of debits and credits originally submitted to your 
committee, I have made some changes in the form and arrangement of the accounts, but, 
after a careful revision of the whole with Mr. Bouteillier, no error has been discovered.

2nd, but the Inspector failed to come, through some mistake made in Toronto, in 
office, as he was away on a tour of inspection and was , not communicated with in tin* 
me t your committee. That auother meeting was appointed for this day, whei 
Inspector came and communicated to your committee the report of the gaol sur 
and asked that action be taken to remedy the evil which is said to exist. The g rou it 
complaint are that the quarters of the gaoler are insufficient for his family, compo'ft 
nine persons; that the rooms are badly ventilated; that the smell from the gaol kitchen 
unhealthy, and that the walls are damp. Also that the water from the well now in use 
probably bad as it is situated too close to the gaol kitchen, and there is a possibility* 
some sewerage water running into it; that there is something wrong with the sink pipe l 
ning down to the laundry, and that a root house has been dug and placed alongside of ■ 
gaol outer wall close under the windew of the gaoler’s dining room. 

As to the first ground of complaint, your committee found that the gaoler’s ape 
ments are composed of a large hall, a parlor, a sitting room, a dining room, three^ 1 
rooms (11x15), and a spare bed room, taken from the parlor with a partition only Sa 
way to the ceiling. The ceilings are high — some sixteen feet — and your committee j 
unanimous in their opinion that the gaolers quarter’s are amply large enough for j 
family. ‘ , 

As to the ventilation, your committee recommend that ventilators should be placed, 
every room where it is possible to have one. ^ 

As to the smell from the kitchen.it would be better if it was kept out from t 
gaoler’s apartments. An easy way to do that is to keep the door leading from t, 
gaoler’s hall to the kitchen closed, and probably it would be better to wall that door tq 
thereby shutting off the smell completely. f 

As to the dampness of the walls, your committee could find no trace of it, but th 
goaler said the reason was that when the furnaces are going the dampness disappear; 
Some more evidence of this dampness and the cause of it will have to be shown befo- 
your committee can recommend what to do in the matter. 

As to the well, although no complaint has been formulated, in deference to t, 
opinion of Dr. O’Reilley, your committee begs to recommend that a new well be dug fa 
enough from thd building to insure pure water, and that the old well be filled up. ’ 

As to the sink pipe, your committee further recommend that it be overhauled and a 
proper sewerage pipe, with necessary trap, be connected so that none of the drips fro,^ 
the sink be allowed to fall in the laundry below. 

As to the root house, your committee thinks that the gaoler is to blame for that; * 
should never have been dug uuder the window of the gaoler’s dinning room, and alongside 
of the gaol’s outer wall, because when open and the window also, the smell would often g 
into the dining room, and being covered up with several feet of land alongside of the gao, 
wall, it impairs the safety of the gaol yard by reducing the height of the wall. Your 
committee recommend that, in compliance with Dr. O’Reilley’s order, the root house be at* 
once removed. 

As the Council is not likely to meet for some time, your committee, in order lo comply. 


uch as possible with the Inspector’s representations, has requested the Warden, who 
te of the members of the committee, to carry out at once the recomendations, here y 
odied.

To the Warden, Reeves and Deputy-Reeves of the County of Essex in council assembled. 

Gentlemen, — Your Special Auditors, in accordance with instructions from your 
committee, w’ith the view, if possible, of proving the corrtciness of the Treasurer’s entries, 
of rates and non-resident taxes taken and applied as rates, have examined and referred to' 
the books of account of the local Treasurers of Tilbury, Rochester, Maidstone, Sandwich 
East, Colchester South, Gosfield North and South, and Mersea, with the villages 
Leamington, Kingsville and Belle River. In only two instances, that of Leamington a 
Mersea, within one year, has even an attempt been made to keep any account with 
County. We would very strongly recommend that each local Treasurer should keep 
distinct accounts with the County Treasurer with respect to the delinquent and non- 
resident taxes returned to him for collection, as without such accounts there can be no regulatf 
or satisfactory check upon his receipt and disposition of these funds, which form so impor 1 
tant an item of the revenue of the municipalities. The law makes it no one’s duty to look' 
after this matter. The Treasurer may furnish information in answer to inquiries, but thet' 
Township’s interest in the affair seems to end when the Clerk has mailed the non-residenlj 
oil to the County Treasurer. ' We would recommend that the local Treasurers keep dis- 
tinct and separate accounts for each particular fund, and that their cash books should b< 
kept in such a mauner as to show clearly what is actual Township revenue and wha‘ 
belongs to collection accounts, that is, funds collected and paid out for a specific purpose, 
the Township being in this instance a trustee . Your Auditors are well aware that the 
salaries paid are insufficient to secure the services of professional book-keepers, but we 
are of the opinion that, with the proper books and printed instructions, persons of ordi-. 
nary intelligence could do the work properly, with less labor and much more seemiety to‘ 
themselves and the County. _ j 

We have drafted forms for cash book and ledger, also for receipts and notices to be 
used in the system, which we submit, venturing to hope that the Council may take some 
action with a view to their introduction.

OPINION OF O. T. BLACKSTOCK, Q. C. 

f 

Toionto, December 20th, 18S9- 
George A. Wintemute, Esq., Warden, County of Essex: 

{ Sir, — By By-law of the County of Essex, dated 16th June, 1881, it is recited that one 

'fhomasH. W right was on the 10th day of October, 1862, elected Treasurer of the said County, 
■.nd the said By-law, which i3 No. 10 of the By-laws of the said County, affirms and con- 
tinues the said appointment. The said W right continued the discharge of his duties down to 
i the month of June last, when, at his request, a special audit of bis accounts was directed. I 
L understand that up to that time the Council had no reason to suspect any discrepancy in 
''h' 1 Treasurer’s accounts, nor did they even in June suspect or believe anything was wrong, 
y,he audit being asked for by the Treasurer himself, and he assured them that his accounts 
•were all right A special audit was undertaken and completed only a few days since, 
fi and the result is that there is a deficiency of over $19,000 in the accounts of the Treasurer, 
\for which he is unable to account, and which he has, so far, refused to pay over. 

In these circumstances my opinion is asked as to what course the Council should 
pursue. 

In the first place, it appears that the Treasurer, by a letter addressed to the Council, 
dated 16th December, inst., claims that any deficiency that may be found in his accounts 
arises from the mode in which the Essex County Bank have dealt with the funds of the 
County entrusted to them, and requests that the County should demand of the Bank a full 
account of their dealings with the funds of the County during the past years. 

^ Now, I understand that the County has never directed or sanctioned the deposit of 
. its monies in the Essex County or any other bank. I think the proposition made by the 
Treasurer is a wily endeavor to euduce the Council, by taking proceedings against the 

* Bank, to affirm the right of the Treasurer to deposit in that Bank the monies of the 
County and to his own credit. As between the Treasurer and the County, the County 

V has to look to the Treasurer for the account of its funds, and he is primarily liable to them 
'for such account. So fat as the Bank is concerned, that is a matter between Mr. Wright 

■ and the Bank, with which the County may or may not have any concern. My advice to 
the Council on this head, therefore, is that they should reject the proposition made by the 

■ Treasurer, and proceed against the Treasurer and his surieties directly, and that they 

V should in no way recognize the right of the Treasurer to deposit monies in the Essex 
County Bank. 

The next question which T am asked is as to the right of the Council to dismiss the 
Treasurer summarily and without notice. I am of the opinion that not only has the 
^ Council the right to dismiss the Treasurer, but that it isits absolute duty to do so, unless he 
( forthwith pays over the sum in respect of which he is in default, or otherwise accounts for it. 

. The officers of a municipal corporation only hold their offices during pleasure, and it is.not 

* necessary ordinarily to give them notice of dismissal, besides in this case the Treasurer, if 
he be in default, has beeu guilty of such conduct as would entitle any master to dismiss 

* his servant, so that 1 advise the Council to dismiss Wright unless be pays over the sum in 
default. 


I 
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A further question of great importance remains to be discussed. There are certai 
sureties for the Treasurer, whose bonds are held by the County, and upon whom thy 
County will probably have to call for payment of the Treasurer’s indebtedness. This con- 
tract of suretyship is one which requires the greatest good faith as between the County 
and the sureties. It is the duty of the Council to at once communicate the true state of 
facts to the sureties, and give them every possible help . and facility in protecting their 
interests. If the Council should fail to do this, the result would be that the suretie 
would be discharged from their obligation under the bonds. I must, therefore, imprei 
upon the Council to very strictly observe what I shall hereinafter propose in this behalf. /, 

With regard to the steps to be taken by the County, I understand that a meeting of 
the Council will be held to take action in this matter on Monday next, the 23rd inst. I * 
have told the Warden to at once notify Wright that he will be called upon to pay ov**^ 
the balanee which the audit shows is due to the County, or the account for it, on TuesbA 
■next.' Now at Monday’s meeting a resolution should be passed that the Council adjourc 
until Tuesday, and that in the meantime W right be notified that the Council will meet oTwi 
Tuesday, giving the hour and place, for the purposejof receiving the balance shown to be due^ 
from him to the County, and hearing any explanation which he may have to give with re ; 
speet to the same, and that if he fails to appear at the meeting and pay over the balance, or- 
otherwise account for it, the Council will depose him from his office and take such pro-j, 
ceedings against him aud his sureties as they may be advised. At the Tuesday meeting ; 
if Wright appears and pays over the money then, of course, the matter is ended, or if he* 
is able to account for it in a satisfactory way; but if he should fail to put in an appear- 
ance, or, if attending, he should fail to make the necessary payment or otherwise satis-^ 
factorily account for the money, then a resolution should be passed dismissing him from • 
his office and directing that his surieties be notified of his default and be called upon to 
pay, and that in default of payment being made by Wright or his sureties forthwith, 
proceedings be taken agaiust them all. I understand that the monies of the corporation 
have already been taken possession of by the County authorities. I enclose herewith a’, 
draft of a letter which should be sent to each of the sureties. I thiuk it would he well to 
send these letters registered so that we may know that the sureties leceive them. It^ 
would be better still if they could be actually delivered, but perhaps that may be incon- . 
venient. So far as I can gather from the statement of the facts made to me up to the , 
present, I do hot think that the sureties have been released, but I must impress upon the' 
Council the necessity of acting with the utmost good faith towards these sureties, as the a 
least deviation from the path of duty may result in releasing them. j

I am glad to state tbftt tbe year has been one of educational progress, though bur tup 
t ply of legally qualified teachers, knowing both English and French, was insufficient. Tboao- 
■ teachers that were temporarily certificated, were good scholars and could speak and teacu En- 
glish in a satisfactory manner. 

i The Commissioners appointed by tbe Ontario government, to visit the French schools 

were welcomed by our French population, when they came to visit our schools in Essex, 
last June, and their report on the state of the schools, with one or two exceptions, was sat- 
isfactory. They found that English was taught in all of them and that our French popula- 
tion, although very much attoched to their mother-tongue and anxious to have it taught 
1 to their children, were equally anxious to have them learn English. 

In my bumble opinion, the Government could not appoint better men, men better fit- 
ted to fulfill tbe task they bad in hand. Their kind manners won for them the synipt-tbv of 
all friends oi education. I nm happy to state, that during tbe 19 years I have been Inspector, 

I never found a single Freuch Canadian who was not willing that his children should be 
taught English. As it is the language of the country, people know that its use is absolutely 
necessary and that, with the two languages, they have immense advantages. 

If we compare the present position of our young Freuch- Canadians with their position 
25 yearB ago, we will see that a large number occupy prominent positions in the different 
professions, law, medicine. Government and municipal offices, as teachers and as^Dus- 
? iuess men, which are proofs of their wonderful advancement in education. 

My great aim, since I have been Inspector has been to do my utmost for the advancement of 
» our youth, and to encourage those who inteud to embrace the teaching profession, to attend 
1 the High School, so as to prepare themselves for examination for teachers’ certificates. t I 
am glad to say, that the success, so far, has been satisfactory. 

Notwithstanding the negligence of some parents in sending their children regularly to 
school, the bad roads, in some seasons of the year and tbe prevailing disease in some 
sections, the schools, in general, English and French, have been well attended and their 
/ progress, considering tbe circumstances, has been good. 

Our spring convention, held at the end of May, was well attended. Tbe presence of the 
Honorable Minister of Education contributed greatly to its success. His remarkable address 
and interesting remarks, were a great encouragement to our teachers ; they all felt the 
great honor bestowed upon them by the presence of the Minister, who is so zealous for the 
- advancement of education and at the same time, a real friend of the teaching profession. 

The Teachers’ Institute, held last October, was also well attended. The Promotion, Ex- 
aminations, held in December, contributed to encourage pupils and teachers and the large 
number of scholars promoted is a proof of the advancement of tbe schools in general. 

The number of Bchoolslis increasing gradually with the population. A Union School, very 
much needed, has been formed between Tilbury West and Rochester, and the flourishing 
village of Comber has built a splendid brick school bouse with four large rooms and lob- 
, bies, etc. Tbree of the rooms are now occupied by teachers with their pupils. This re- 
flects great credit on the enterprising inhabitants of that thrifty Village. School Section 
No. 3, in Rochester, has also erected a good school bouse with two rooms, which also is a 
great credit to the ratepayers of that Section. The trustees of S. S. No. 4, in the eame 
township, deserve the same praise for the building of a substantial school bouse. Iti6a 
pleasure for me to mention that the majority of our schools are provided with new patent 
» desks and seats and all the school apparatus required by the regulations. It is to bo hoped 
that before long, all the schools in North Essex will be equally provided in every respect. 

. I am glad to say, that all our teachers, although belonging to different nationalities 
- and different creeds, cordially sympathize with each other and are united to work for the 
advancement of education ; all undo* stand that their- great object is to educate the youth 
with those moral principles so essential to make good Christians and good oitizens. 

With your encouragement and help, gentlemen, I have not the least, doubt that we will 
succeed in advancing the educational interests in this county and, by so doing, remove the 
religious and national prejudices which might yet exist among a certain class of people and 
which are always a ^drawback to tbe prosperity of a country. Before closing. I take the 
liberty to state to you again, tbat in my humble opinion, the Windsor High School 
should be made a County High School in order to enable the pupils of North Essex to 
. attend it and give them the same privileges as those of South Essex. The people of Wind- 
sor, so far, have been very generous in admitting them free of charge to their High School, 
but it is not a reason for imposing on their generosity. Tbe large and populous County of 
EsBexiB rich enough to iupporfctwo High Schools and give equal advantages to all. ' _ ■'/
